Mrs. S., married, the mother of three children, the youngest eight 
months old, complains of bearing down pains, with a frequent desire to 
paM her water. How long, Madam, have you sufiered from these pains, 
«to. ? They commenced* Sir, about six weeks after the birth of my last 
child. Do you suffer most when you walk about, or lie down ? When I 
walk, Sir, I fael a great deal of pain ; but when I am resting on my back 
I am qoit^ easy. Have you had any thins done for you, my good wo- 
man ? Yes Sir ; a Doctor introduced this instrument, and said it would 
iceep my womb up. [The patient here shows a hard globular pessary.] 
How long have you used that instrument. Madam ? Oh ! Sir, it caused 
me so much pain I was obliged to send for the Doctor to take it away 
the next day. You did very right, my good woman. Here, Grentlemen, 
is an important case for you. All the sufferings of this patient are due 
to prolapsion of the womb. The bearing down pains, and Irequeut de- 
sire to micturate are all traceable to this circumstance. The cause, then 
of these difficulties being the prolapsion, common sense obviously points 
to the course to be pursued in order to restore this woman to her usual 
good health. A physician, who ehouid be Gontent with abstract reason* 
ing — the n^ost fatal of all logic in the sick r<>Qm — would very nataraUy 
have recourse in this case to some mechanical contrivance, such, lor in- 
staace as a pessary with a view of retaining the uterus in its position. 
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Such has been the practice with regard lo the patient now before us, and 
it is not only bad practice, but, if it had been persevered in, woald have 
led to serious consequences. Prolapsus uteris as you have often been told, 
may arise from various causes, and, befo're having recourse to any reme- , 
dial agents, it is our duty to ascertain what it is that has given rise to 
the displacement. Through a vaginal examination, I have discovered 
that this woman is labouring nnder what has been very properly denomi- 
nated * 'hard" engorgement of the cervix uteri. The crr«ix is much en- 
larged, regular on its surface, and quite sensitive to the pressure of the 
finger. It is not an example of schirrus, but simply one of indurated or 
hard engorgement. This form of engorgement is most usually seated in 
the cervix uteri, and is sometimes limited to one or other of the lips of 
ihe OS Tinea ; under other circumstances, however, it will occasionally 
involve the body and entire structure of the organ. Hard engorgement 
of the uterus is the result of inflammatory action, the causes oi which 
are numerous, such as suppression of the menstrual function, arrest of 
the locial discharge, child-birth, cold, coition, stimulating injections, 
masturbation, etc. One of the commonest effects of engorgement of the 
cervix uteri is prolapsion of the organ ; and you can very readily, I ap- 
prehend, understand why this result should follow. Under the influence 
of engorgement, the uterus becomes increased in volume, and conse- 
quently in weigl^t ; this increase of weight necessarily causes the organ 
to descend more or less into the vagina, and thus the prolapsion is pro- 
duced. Do you not, therefore, at once perceive the absurdity of introdu- 
cing, in a case of this Icind, a pessary ? This instrument can exercise, 
under the circumstances, no curative effect, but will tend directly to a 
general aggravation of all the morbid conditions — it becomes a source 
of irritation to the engorged surface, thus inviting an increased afflux of 
fluids to the part, and thereby, augmenting the supply of morbid ele- 
ments. Its tendency, also, is by pressure to produce ulceration. There 
axe, I have no doubt, countless cases of fatal disease originating in the 
introduction and continued use of the pessary in mstances of prolapsion 
from engorgement. 

Treatment. From what has just been said, it is plain that the prolap- 
sion in this case is merely an effect— whilst the true cause is the engorged 
condition of the cervix. The indication, therefore, is to let the prolapsion 
a/one, and direct all our effoits to the removal of the engorgement. For 
this purpose, I shall prescribe revulsive bleedings from the arm — ^iv of 
blood should be abstracted once in ten days, as circumstances may re- 
quire — ^vegetable diet — the occasional use of saline aperients, together 
with repose in the recumbent position. This form of engorgement will 
usually yield, without difficulty, to the above treatment. 

Fistala in ano in a married woman, aged 29 yean, the mother 
^fonr children— Operation. Mrs. L., married, aged 29 years, the 
mother of lour children, the youngest two years old, complains of pain 
in her back passage, and says that she has suffered for several months 
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from a discharge of matter from the bowel. [Here the patient \ias placed 
on the bedy and the Professor detected on the side of the anas a fistulous 
opening, into which he introduced a probe, and with the index finger of 
the left hand carried into the rectum he felt the probe pressing on the 
finger, the probe having entered the intestine through an opening, which 
communicated with the lower orifice.] This patient. Gentlemen, has a 
Jiftula in ano which is oftentimes a painful and annoying malady. Do 
you know» Madam, what occasioned this fistula ? No Sir, indeed I do 
not. Have your bowels been much confined ? They are nearly all the 
time confined, Sir. Constipation is a very common cause of this form of 
disease; cold, injury to the part^and numerous other influences will al> 
80 proftacdt. When there is no external opening, the fistula is said to 
be blind ; and, in the opinion of the best Surgeons, it is, I believe, con- 
ceded that, in the great majority of cases, the fistula commences in the 
rectum, and not on the external surface. The fistula in the case before 
us is not, according to the definition, a blind one, for it has two open* 
ings, one externally, and one communicating with the rectum. The on- 
ly remedy is the knife, the object of which is to divide completely the 
fibres of the sphincter ant muscle, in order that the parts may be as much 
as possible free from the irritation of muscular action. Do you wish, my 
good woman, to be relieved of your difficulty ? Indeed I do, Sir. Then, 
if you will allow me, I will at once perform an operation, which will 
restore you. It won't lay me up long, Sir, will it ? No ; you will 
be well in a few days, and I will see that you are properly attended to. 
Do you consent ? Yes Sir. [The patient was placed on the bed on her 
side.] Now, Gentlemen, this is a simple operation, but not so simple 
that it does not require care and the proper excercise of judgement. In 
the first place, I smear my index finger with oil, and as you perceive, in- 
troduce it into the rectum ; I then take this small probe, and penetrate 
the sinus or fistula through its lower orifice, which is on the summit of 
this small warty eminence about one inch and three quarters from the 
anus. You observe that having introduced the probe into the sinus, I di- 
rect it towards my finger, and now feel it pressing on my finger through 
the internal aperture. I withdraw the probe and introduce this probe- 
pointed bistoury through the fistulous track — the instrument is now in the 
rectum ; before making any incision, I bring the probe portion of the 
bistoury through the anus, and with one sweep from within outwards I 
divide the textures constituting the septum between the internal and ex- 
ternal openings of the fistula. The wound should be dressed with simple 
lint, and in a few days the patient will be restored. You have observed 
that in making the division, I did not direct the knife towards the vagi- 
na, for the reason that the contraction of this organ would tend to sepa- 
rate the lips of the wound, and consequently prevent the healing process. 
This is important to he recollected in operating for fistula in the fe- 
male. 
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Neuralgia of the right labium externum in a married woman, 
aged 24 yean, the mother of one child two years old. Mrs. £. eom* 
plains of a severe pain in the vulva, and says she has been afflicted with 
it for the last six months. The slightest touch of the part occasions ez» 
ceSKive agony, and sexual intercourse, from this cause, cannot be endured. 
This case, Gentlemen, is one of more than ordinary moment. I caanot 
say it is very common, and yet I have met with several exanples oi it. 
The only feature about the case is the intensely acute pain in one of th^ 
labia. In all other respects, this patient seems to enjoy robust healtb.--*- 
Her digestion is in good order ; her menstrual Aincdon in ev«ry way nat» 
oraU and but for this pain, she says she would consider herself a perfects 
ly healthy woman. You would very naturally expect, from what yoa 
have just been told, to find on examination some evidence of disease in 
the part — a tumefaction or lesion of some kind or other. I have exam- 
ined this patient very thoroughly, and there exists neither tumefaetion, 
ulceration, nor the slightest possible lesion of any description. The parts 
are apparently in a healthy and normal condition ; and the point therefore, 
of exclusive interest is the great sensibility of the labium to the gentlest 
touch. It occurred tome that this might bean example of one of the 
forms of the lumho-abdominal neuralgia ^ to which the attention oi the Pro- 
fession has been especially directed by Vallbix, and to which I have al- 
luded on former*occasions in this Ciinique. Accordingly, assuming that 
the pain was the result of a morbid state, or if you choose a neuralgic af- 
fecdon, of the lumho-abdominal nerveSf I made pressure on the sides of the 
upper lumbar veitebres, and soon ascertained that I caused great uneasi- 
ness to the padent. Why did pain ensue from this pressure ? Evidently » 
because of a morbid sensibility of this nervous centre— the medulla spi- 
nalis — and I have no doubt that the distress in the labium is attributable 
to this circumstance. A case like the one before us would be' very apt 
to prove rebellious to treatment for the reason that the true cause of the 
suffering would very probably escape detecdon. You see, therefore, how 
important it is, under all circumstances, to exercise a discreet judgement 
and make an attentive survey of the endre ground. I was utterly at a 
loss to account for the distress of this padent from any evidence revealed 
to me by an iaspecdon of the parts ; and it was not until I had examined 
the lower parts of the spine that I fully determined in my mind the 
source and nature of her malady. It is w«ll understood that cauteriza- 
tion and other active remedies applied either to the spine or to the termi- 
nal nervous branches of tbe integuments, will exercise a most salutary 
influence on the terminal branches themselves as well as on the nervous 
centre — the spinal cord. Hence it is that we are enabled, by these die- 
rapeudo agents successfally to combat the various forms of neuralgia, 
and spinal affections. It is on this important principle that we found 
our hopes of cure in such cases from the employment of the red-hot iron, 
the various escharodcs, etc. In obstinate uterine neuralgia, in which 
the pain has been confined to the cervix uteriy without the slightest ap- 
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proach to organic lesion or fnncdonal derangement, the application of a 
powerful eseharotic, el^er tlte red-hot iron, or the acid nitrate of Her- 
eviTfj Or, in accordatiee with the practice of Maloaiohe, the incision of 
the cervix is followed by complete relief, and restoration. It is on the 
Itbove principle, also, that this treatment proves snccessfnl. 

Treatment, All that I shall recommend for this patient is an issue on 
th# side of the lumbar rettebro made with the strong nitric acid. Madam, 
do yon wish me to relieve yon ? Indeed I do. Sir, for I am a great suf- 
ferer. Very well, my good woman, I will make an application to your 
spine, which I have no doubt will be the means of removing all your dis- 
tieM. [The patient was plaeed on the bed, and the Professor made an 
issiie the slee of a half dottar oa Uie left side of the lumbar vertebvsB.]— 
This issue, Gentlemen, in the course of a few days will commence dis- 
obarging, and I feel great confidence that it will have the desired efiect. 
It may, however, be aecesary to oontinue it for several weeks. 
. OonytdiioiiB and eocoessive paxging In an bifisuit one month old 
produced liy tlie moUier's milk j oatfaartio propertieB of the colos- 
trttm. Mrs. 0., aged 26 years, married, the case of whose little infant, 
one month old, was reported in the Lahost for January, returned to-day 
to the Clinique, and expressed many thanks for the restoration of hes lit- 
tle child. Is that infant, my good woman, the poor little attenuated ob- 
ject you brought here two months ago ? Indeed it is, Sir ; and I thought 
yon would be very glad to see how much he has improved. Well I sup- 
pose I must believe you, but I certainly should never have recognized it. 
No case. Gentlemen, amidst the thousands we have had, has yet present- 
ed itself at this Cliniqub, which embodies more interest and strictly prac- 
tical illustration than the child you noW see before you. You will recol- 
lect that it was affected with excessive purging, and was attacked with 
convulsions. Its only nourishment was its mother's milk ; and you will 
not have forgotten that, after a full examination of all the circumstances 
I attributed the purging and convulsions to the irritation of this milk in 
which, through means of the microscope, I recognized the presence of 
colostrum which you know is characterized by numerous yellow granula- 
ted corpnscules. The colostrum exists in the milk with the birth of the 
infant — it contains cathartic properties, and purges off the meconium, 
which is in greater or less quantity in the intestines of the new-born in-> 
fant. It usually leaves the milk a few days after birth, but should it 
continue beyond a certain timC) it becomes an irritant, and in this way 
may produce excessive purging, and convulsions. If you will turn to 
your note-books, you will probably read with profit what was said when 
this child was first brought here. Under the head of treatment you will 
find that I prescribed no medicine whatever, but used the following lan- 
' guage : "This infant must have another nurse immediately-«^if one can 
not be procured it must be weaned. A fresh and healthy breast of milk 
Will do more for it than all the compounds of the materia medica. Mad- 
am, if you continue to nurse your child, it will die; but if you will prove 
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yourself a sensible woman, and follow our advice,- we will do what we 
can to restore it to health." I quote this language to show you that there 
was no doubt in my mind in the Arst place as to the cause of the purgr 
ing and convulsions, and secondly as to the coarse to be pursued. Did 
you wean your child, my good woman ? No Sir; but I stopped nursing 
It as you directed, and got a friend, who had lost her infant, only six 
weeks old, to nurse mine. Does she still continue to nurse it? Oh! 
dear, yes Sir, and you see how it thrives I That's right, my good woman 
— keep your wet-nurse, and have nothing to do with physic, and yoar 
child will do well. 

Suppresflion of the menses in a mazxied woman, a ged Slyeftn, 
of nine years duration, with chronic inflammation of the nteros. 
The emmenagogue properties of Mercury. Mrs. M., married, aged 81 
years, no children, whose case was reported in the Lancet for January, 
and who, it will be remembered, had laboured under chronic suppression 
of the menses for a period of nine years, returned to-day, and reports 
that she had a slight return of her courses a week since. This .patient, 
when she first came here, I examined with much care, and ascertained 
that, in addition to the suppression, she was affected with chronic inflam- 
mation of the uterus — the tissues of the uterus were thickened, and the 
organ consequently enlarged. I called your attendon, in cases of chronic 
inflammation such as this, to the excellence of Mercury as a remedy. I 
spoke to you of its deobstruent properties, and stated that it had often 
served me when all else had failed, in restoring the menstrual function 
often a protracjted suppression, especially when connected with chronic in- 
Jlammation of the uterus. The following treatment, you will remember, 

was ordered : 

R. Sub. Mur. Hydra rg. gr. xxiv ; 

Pulv. Opii. gr. iv. Ft. Massa. in pil xij Dividenda. 

One pill to be taken night and morning until ptyalism is produced — 
and in order that the action of the mercury may be condnued for some 
time, one pill should afterwards be given at intervals of four or five days, 
as circumstances may indicate. Did you take the medicine as directed, 
my good woman ? Yes Sir. Did your mouth become, sore .' Yes Sir ; 
it became sore after I took six of the pills. Is it sore now ? No Sir; but 
it continued tender for nearly two months. Do you feel better in your 
general health ? Very much better. Sir. I have no doubt. Gentlemen, 
we shall succeed in the complete restoration of the menstrual function in 
this case, and I shall attribute it entirely to the action of the mercury. 
Now, my good woman, you need take no more pills, but I would advise 
you to drink in divided doses during the day half a pint of the compound 
decoction of sarsaparilla. 

Muco-punilent discharge from the vagina of a little girl, aged 
4 years, from ascarides in the rectum; Dr. Suechmeister's ex- 
periments on the comparative value of anthelmintic remedies.— 
Jane S., aged 4 years, has been affected with a vaginal discharge for the 
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last three months. What was the state of yoHT child's health, my good 
woman, previous to the last three mon.ths ? It was good, Sir. Have you 
given her any medicine ? I have used a great many washes, Sir. Has 
she, do you suppose, received any benefit from the washes ? Not the 
least Sir ; but she is all the time growing worse. [Here the Prof, exam- 
ined the little patient, and discovered considerable irritation in the vagi- 
na, together with a profuse muco-purulent discharge.] Have you noticed, 
Madam, any worms pass from your child ? Tes Sir; I have seen little 
white worms in its stools. This, Crentlemen, is an example of irritation 
of the mucous membrane of the vagina produced by ascarides in the tec- 
tum. You have seen several cases of this kind in the Clinique. 

Tretttmenit. The object here is to destroy the ascarides by injections 
in the rectum, and afterwards to remove them from the bowel by a brisk 
cathartic. The injections used for this purpose are numerous — any of 
Ihe fidlowing may be amployed with advantage « 
R. Tinot. Ferri Muriatis 5 iij ; 
AqusB Oalois § iv. M. 

R. Muriat. Sods 5 i j » 
Aq. Distillat. g iv. M. 

R. AssafcBtida 5ij ; 

Aquas tepidEe §iv. M. 
One half of either of the above enemata, to be thrown up the rectum for 
two nights consecutively; on the third night, the annextsd powder to be 
given, followed in the morning by SU of castor oil : 
R. Sub. Mur. Hydrarg. gr. ij ; 
Pulv. JalapSB gr. iv. Ft. pulv. 

I might here mention to you some interesting experiments recently 
made by I>r. Knz:cHMEiSTE& with a view of testing the comparative val- 
ue of the various Anthelmintic remedies. With regard to the action of 
'Kotuso iti destiroying tssniss, the following is the result at which he has 
arrived : 

In milk boiled with Kousso tasniee died in half an hour. 

In a mixture of turpentine and albumen in 1 to 1 1^ hours. 

In a decoction of Kousso with albumen in 1 1-2 to 8 houi%. 

In a decoction of pomegranate with albumen in 8 hours^ 

In ethereal extract of male fern with albumen in 8 1-2 to 4 hours. 

In castor oil with albumen in 8 hours. 

In salmagundi with garlic and onions in 8 hours. 
From the above trials it would appear that JSTousao is the most efficient 
remedy in cases of Umiw, 

In cases of ^fcarw, Dr. Kuxcbbibister, after numeirous experiments 
with the various anthelmintic preparations concludes that the Ynost cer- 
tain remedy is the Smttonine, He recommends it to be administered as 
a yermifttge mixed with castor oil in the .proportion of 2 to 6 grains in ^i 
of the oil, a tea-spoonful of which should be given until the effect is pro- 
doQfld. These experiments are interestii^ and well worthy of attention.

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THUK Jones,' aged 8 years, whose case was reported in the L^ckt for 
February was brought to-day to the Clinique by his mother, who says he 
is much improved in health. This little boy, Gentlemen, was affected 
with ascites produced by a long continued drain on his system caused 
by a protracted dysentery. It was a case ol asthenic dropsy, resulting 
from the loss of albumen in the blood. I ordered him an invigorating 
treatment with a view of restoring to the blood its albumen. He was di- 
rected to take 1-2 a grain of Sulphate of Quinine three times a day— a 
generous diet consisting principally of animal broths, together with fric- 
tion and pressure on the abdomen — the frictions being made with equal 
parts of the Tincture of Digitalis and Squills. Under this treatment, the 
child's health has greatly improved, and the fluid in the abdomen v^ry 
much diminished. The same treatment was ordered to be continued for 
the present. 

AmtnorrhcBa, in it girl 16 years of age, from an atonic condition 
of lyftem. Mart W., aged 16 years, is brought by her mother to the 
Clinique; she complains of general lassitude, a disinclination to take ex- 
ercise, and says she has no appetite ; for the last six months, she has 
been much troubled with head-ache, is restless at night, and extremely 
nervous — the pulse is feeble, and the tongue coated. Your daughter has 
always been rather delicate, has she not ? Yes Sir. Has she ever had 
her turns ? Aboqt four months ago. Sir, she had a very slight show, but 
nothing since ; evety month, she suffers a great deal of pain in her back 
and hips, and I think. Sir, if you could give her something to bring oi!^ her 
courses, she would get well. We will see about that, my good woman. 
How are her bowels? Always confined. Sir. Here, . Gentlemen, is a 
young girl, 16 years of age, labouring under one of the forms of amenuor- 
rhcea, viz : retention of the menses. You are aware that retention may 
be caused by numerous conditions of system — in one case, mechanical 
obstruction, such as imperforate Os Tines, imperforate hymen, occlusion 
of the vagina ; in another, plethora ; in another, a leucorrhceal discharge, 
which may for some time become the substitute of the menses; whilst 
again, the retention may be due to a general or local atonic condition — in 
the former case, the general system is at fault ; in the latter, the lethargy 
is confined to the uterine organs. 

Amenorrhcea, either in the form of suppression or retention. Is a very 
common affection, and it is of the greatest impdrtance that you should 
clearly understand, when called upon to treat it, to what condition of sys- 
tem, either the one or the other is due. It can scarcely be necessary lor 
me to dwell at length on the case before u8-r*you have only to look at the 
pallid cheek of this girl, examine her debilitated pulse, and observe her 
coated tongue, to be convinced that the entire machinery of the system 
is out of order. Her mother says chat she is uniformly confined in her 
bowels, has no appetite, is troubled with head-ache, is restless at night, 
and suffers every month from pain in her back and hips. What do all 
these phenomena indicate ? Why manifestly, an unnatural, delapidated 
condition of system. The vital forces are too low, the vis natttralit of the 
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economy is deficient ; and, as a necessary consequence of this state of 
things, there is functional derangement of the uterus, simply because of the 
want of nervous power, and good healthy blood to supply the ovaries 
with their required quality and amount of nourishment. Without a just 
discrimination, much injury might befal this girl by injudicious medica- 
tion. Emmenagogue medicines, whose effects are altogether local, being 
confined to the stimulation of the uterine organs, 'would not only be with- 
oQt avail here, but would prove positively injurious. With the loss of 
appetite, head- ache, feeble pulse, coated tongue, and general prostra- 
tion of the system, what benefit could you reasonably expect from the ad- 
ministration of emmenagogue remedies, that ruinous system of praotibe 
too often resorted toby the routine Practitioner! If you should antici- 
pate a successful result from such treatment, you would be sadly disap- 
pointed; but if, on the contrary, you desire to aggravate in every particu- 
lar the morbid phenomena which always exist, you would not be de- 
ceived in your expectations. 

Treatment. As debility is the prevailing feature in this case, old wo- 
men — and would that the suggestion were limited to *'old women," for 
then its danger would be greatly abridged — will recommend hearty 
food, and stimulating cordials etc., as the remedies par excellence f calcula- 
ted "to make the girl right" and give her strength ! What, Gentlemen, 
would you think of a Miller who, knowing that the mechanism of his 
mill was deranged, should obstinately continue feeding it with wheat and 
corn ? Do you suppose that uuder such circumstances, he would be re- 
warded for his labour 'by the production of good fiour or meal ? He 
would not. But if a sensible man, he would first repair the derangement, 
taake perfect the machinery of his mill, and he would then cease to la- 
ment over unrequited industry. Apply this reasoning to the case before 
us — the mill here, which is represented by the system, is sadly out of or- 
der — its mechanism must be made perfect, and then harmonious action 
will be the result. I do not consider the Ammenorrhcea as the disease > 
it is merely an efifect of the general impairment of the system — this latter, 
therefore, should be the first and special object of our attention. Having 
attended to the wants of the general economy, if the menstrual function 
should not become established, we shall then have recourse to remedies 
for the purpose of excitiug local action. This girl, I am sure, would be 
much benefitted by an etnetic — the coated tongue and ofiensive breath 
indicate the propriety of commencing with this remedy : 
R. Pulv. Ipecac gr. xij ; 
Emet. Tart.gr. i. M. 

Let this powder be taken in half a tea-cup of warm water — and after 
she commences vomiting, the girl should drink plentifully of water, so as 
to facilitate a free emetic action, and also break the violence of the efibrt. 
The night following the emetic, she should take : 

R. Hydrarg c. creta gr. xij. 
And the next morning fj oi castor oil. This will probably produce an 
active cathartic efifect, which this patient is much in need of, and which 
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will unload the primes via by briaging away quantities of hardened f8Dce$ 
and vitiated mattei. With a view afterwards of keeping the bowels in a 
soluble state, and at the same time invigorating the general system, I 
shall order the following ferruginous aperient, a table- spoonful of which 
may be taken twice a day : 

R. Sulphat Ferri gr. vl; 

Sulphat. Magnesias Su > 

Acid Sulph. Dilut. S^s ; 

Infus. Gendanae \ jr.-- ^ a «... 

Infus. Rosar. C. 5 ^"^^ ^' ^ * 
The diet should be simple, but nourishing ; after the system has be- 
come relieved by this treatment, and the health measurably restored, it 
may be proper to place this girl under the influence of iron and aloes, 
ergot, savin, or even the electric current applied from the back to the 
uterus, all of which remedies are calculated to do good in this form of 
amenorrhoea, afUrthe general health has been improved, 

[In addition to the above, the following cases were introduced at this 
Olinique: Carcinoma uteri; Purulent opthalmia; Procidentia of the 
bladder ; Syphilis in the new-born infant ; Polypus uteri ; Menorrhagia . 
Pregnancy with menstruation ; Mammary abscess ; Rachitis ; Umbilical 
hernia in an infant 2 months old, •tCi] 






AN INTRODUCTORY LECTURE TO THE COURSE OP SURGERY. 
Bt H'okace Nelson, M. D., Professor of Suroxrt. 

Gentlemen :— It is a custom, and on« which you. have a right to see 
followed here, of listening to an Introductory Lecture. Well ! these In- 
troductories are truly and emphatically an American invention, **unse- 
cured by Patent," and "un-entered in the Clerk's office;" they are old 
stock, brushed anew, folded over "inside turned out," and deposited in a 
conspicuous place upon the shelf, with the ever ready and catching label 
"new goods just received !" These lectures are intended to take, and 
permit me to say, as a general thing, they take pretty wall . But what 
are the objects of these introductory orations that always greet the stu- 
dent at the opening of a course of Lectures ? What do the Speakers 
aim at ? The objects and aims are manifold : some will dwell upon sub- 
jects of almost any and every description save the right one; others will 
portray what the speakers have done for their glory and their Country, 
and however much they may have earned, borrowed, or stolen of the for. 
mer, they frequently get precious little from the latter. Again, some 
speakers with a bold stride will leap upon their hobby, and off they 
ride at an express rate over rough roads, up hills and down vallies, leav- 
ing the tottering and crumbling bridges out of the question, and if Fortune 
favours them with a safe journey and a safe neck, they may thank any- 
thing else than their horsemanship ; again, another class will tell you 
li^hat they intend doing, but mind, they never say what they will not do, 
and this you will soon find out; some again merely present themselves to 
greet you, while a last class, and in some respects the wisest, feel much 
but say little. Now, in what class or order of these Introductory Speak- 
ers do you suppose I will place myself— I am of a very impartial dis- 
position and will take a little of them all. 

I welcome you, Gentlemen, to the Medical Department of the Universi- 
ty of Vermont ; and in expressing this welcome will say but little of the 
Department I have had the honor of being called to preside over in this 
University, but will make a few remarks upon the Profession — the Med- 
ical — an honour alike to humanity and man. And, therefore, without 
further preface, the Practice of Medicine, was coeval with the first exis- 
tence of man; of this there can be no question, for on his introduction in- 
to life, he at once became amenable to all the "ills that flesh is heir to;" 
and the administering to these ills, as far as the physical organization is 
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related, was, in reality, to practice the healing Art — were it merely the 
extracting of a thorn, the showering of cold water upon an inflamed part, 
or the placing of a leaf upon a wound or a hruise. All these means, 
however small and 'simple they may be, were but the dawning through 
the dark horizon of pain, of that sun which now sheds its light and im- 
parts its enlivening influence through al! parts of the Universe. Even 
animal instinct would lead to these results, and if we credit — and I see 
no good reason why we should not — the stories handed down through ser 
riesofages, mere brute instinct has taught some most valuable lessons 
to man, which he with all his boasted natural superiority, has been glad 
and happy to, profit by ; yea, and had he reason enough to enquire into 
the manner of operation of the means the brute has recourse to, may 
these indications not have originated the first efforts at theory ? Be this 
as it may, we are told that phlebotomy vtfis taught to man by the hug* 
and awkward inhabitant of the jungles of India — the Hippopotamn^h— 
who when sick, would strike his leg against some sharp reed or thorn, and 
from the incision thus roughly made the blood would flow and the self- 
doctor restored to health, it being presumed that the unwieldy animal 
would stick h^s lancet plump and fair into a vein^ and not into an artery 
as many human phlebotomists have done ! 

It is said that the sacred bird of the Egyptians, the Ibis, taught man 
how to ease his Isowels when suffering from pain or constipation, afflic- 
tions to which it would seem this winged creature was subject to, since 
he had the knack of giving himself a clyster, first by filling his mouth 
with water, and then injecting its contents through its long bill — secun- 
dum artem — into its posteriors. 

But we must come nearer home ; we all know that the dog knows how 
and when to take a Vomit, and the right kind of drug for that purpose. 
Was the use of emetics thus taught ? One thing is very certain, that man 
with all his much vaunted intelligence, with all his self-complacency, 
with all his pride and presumption, his notions of infallibility, his conceit 
in some instances of possessing instinctive knowledge, or possesing as it 
were superior information, as if by inspiration, that be has, he is but a 
student ; and even at this late day he has much to learn, yes even from 
the brute, the wild and roving Indian, the uncultivated Ethiopian — even 
the vegetable creation teaches us how wounds are healed, and how de* 
cayed limbs are lopped off. All over, the Great Author of Nature sets us 
examples, which we are bound to follow, or at least which it behooves 
us to investigate. This research is never fruitless, and if from it we de- 
rive not some practical information at least our views of things are en- 
larged, we accustom ourselves to a spirit of enquiry, we acquire an ana- 
lytical disposition, than which nothing so much enlarges and strengthens 
our faculties. 

These remarks, while they are especially applicable to the arduous and 
most useful Profession you are. Gentlemen, just now entering upon, are 
equally so to every Art, calling or avocation in life. I shall not attempt 
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to give yon an epitome of the rise and p/ogress of Medicine, for the task 
has baf&ed the acamen of the most industrious and/ learned historians; 
and as to the latter, we may well call it progress — for in one sense it is 
merely in its infancy, it will always be progressing — there can never be 
an end to it. The ever changing elements composing the body, while 
though never losing, never acqairing, — are yet always changing — the 
smallest preponderance of one part necessarily leads to a corresponding 
diminution in another — the balance is disturbed, new, tboogh temporary, 
combinations are formed and the eqnilibrim of the whole is lost — eommo-" 
tion ensues — now a storm and then a calm — now again the equipoise is 
established, only to be, by some often occult and mysterious agency, dis- 
turbed again ; and thus it is in the language of the Poet : 

"The general order since the whole began. 
Is kept in Nature, and is kept in man." 

From the very nature of man's physical and moral construction, if I 
may use the expression, he is exposed to sickness, infirmities and injuries, 
hence it is that, as I have said. Medicine was 'of necessity coeval with 
our creation. The first prompdngs of instinct, for we can scarcely say it 
was from reasoning, or induction, were a search at efforts of relief. To 
a drink of cold water, the cure of a fever has been ascribed — the appli- 
cadon of the juice of a plant has had the honour of the cure. Under 
similar circumstances similar means are resorted to, and like effects fol- 
low ; confidence is established, and the lucky suggestor of the means ii 
looked upon as one endowed with a superior ability ; he becomes a per- 
sonage of consequence, he assumes an airof self importance, and this to- 
gether with the services it is assumed he has rendered, give him a strong 
hold upon the respect of others — he becomes a distinguished man — one 
of another cast. His position is no longer disputed ; and thus it is, our 
necessities first, then our credulity, lead us lobe submissive and to be 
swayed. 

I shall not stop to enquire if the good which has been wrought is really 
through the instrumentality of the means employed, or if it is a mere re- 
sult of that self-restoration — that conservative principle which every 
thing endowed with life possesses — and which Physicians in after times 
termed, I would say most correctly and judiciously, the Vis Medicatrix 
Natura. Good has been achieved, this is naturally attributed to the 
measures we have witnessed, and he who has been the lucky agent, or 
in surgical parlance, we would sny operator on this occasion, acquires all 
the credit. The disposition of man, together with that noblest trait in 
his character, gratitude, leads us to repose unlimited confidence in our 
benefactor. Hence the vast influence which, in what were called the 
dark ages. Physicians wielded. We are not told by History, if from the 
Physician the Priest arose; but it appears pretty certain, that the duties 
of the two were blended in the same blass of individuals in the earliest 
record we read of in the History of Egypt. It does not seem ungenerous 
or unbecoming that the two went hand in hand, and enjoyed an equal 
sharft of influence and commanded an equal degree of respect, seeing 
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fhttt grUtbt beitailtd Were eonferrod by both. Those of the Physician were 
of a tangible natare — ^there was no disputing^ bis agency. Nor were those 
of the Priest less pTi2ed, for he promised health and happiness in another 
world. Thaa in his double capacity, the same personage was conferring 
preient and fature happiness. 

Witiiout fathoming deep into the annals of time, we have sufficient evi- 
deilee of the high estifiiation in which the Physician was held full three 
thoiwand ye&r» ago ; for In the Iliad of the immortal Homcr, frequent 
mientioA is made of the benefits that followed the footsteps of the Med- 
ioal fnaft. In Pora'a delightful translation of the Great original, we have 
theie words : 

**A wim physician, skilled over wounds to heal. 
Is more than armies to the public weal !" 

It has been said by an able writer ^*that as the Greeks were a war- 
like people, their Physic seems to have been little else than what is now 
called SuTgery, or the cure of wounds, fractures, etc.^' If this is so, and 
there is every reason to believe it, then there is every reason to be satis- 
fied that^ Physic and Surgery in those' days went hand in band, were~ 
twins — Siamese, it may be said, which nature ordained should never be 
separated. Even the two lines from Homer just quoted would also con- 
vey the same idea, because wounds could not be so general as to afflict 
thb whole publif , or to materially afflict its "weal." But the Physician, 
the Medical man, by his knowledge of the nature and cause of disease 
and ol the means often times efiectual for its cure, suppression, or pre- 
vention, does indeed render more good than *'armies." If he prevents 
not pe8tilence» he may take from it much of its virulence — he mtKy 
greatly circumscribe its action — he may point out the means of escaping 
its influence^ or resisting its effects. 

From much and mature consideration, I am of opinion that it was 
quite erroneous to separate or divide the healing Art, and to make of it, 
two separate and distinct sciences, as if to amputate a man's limb re- 
quired one to be a thoroqgh, and especially exclusively bred surgeon. The 
ember-shoru — "saw bones" (as some graceless wags destitute of all con- 
science and decorum, have sacrilegiously called the Surgeon) "vocation 
is gone." Fever sets in, in consequence of the operation ; then pops in 
the enridite and immaculate Physician, to prescribe his potions and bo- 
luses ; he knows nothing of wounds, good natured man, no not he, this is 
beneath his craft or dignity — he battles the fever, reduces his man — 
thwarts the recuperative powers of nature — no healing process is set up. 
Quite the contrary — debility ensues — the man dies — and here is another 
example of the proverb of the two cooks and the soup ! 

But, Gentlemen, this is no laughing matter ; it is sober reality not to 
say absurdity, which, like most matteis of this sort, is mo;e efiectually 
battled by ridicule than more sober argumentation. It is right, however, 
that I should remark that the state of things just adverted to, now to this 
extent, does not exactly exist ; yet too many efforts even at this day, -are 
made to divorce that which common sense has "joined together," and the 
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laws of ^ommon sense are unimpeachable, and inviolable— tkey ate eter- 
naj. 

While I state that these two branches should go band in band, and that 
no man is fit to the discbarge of the vitally important duties that devolve 
upon him as a Medical Practitioner who is not intimately aeqoiinted 
with both, I am free to admit, that Surgery should be taught as a distinct 
branch, because of its great extent, the multiplicity of subjects to be 
treated of, and each of such vast consequence, that much oonsideration is 
to be devoted to it ; and the whole as an aggcegate, so volu minous, that 
one man alone can do justice to one course, one subject ; and the sam6 
holdsgood in relation to Sijdicibe, Midwifery, and the other branches re- 
qui3i;e for a thorough and competent Medical Edaeadon. Hence there 
are different and distinct teachers — not Praotidoners, for as already stated 
the two nay, the three, and their collaries, must form a whole, with 
which it is the bounden duty of each of you to become well aequainted ; 
and it is equally incumbent on the Professors of each of these Depart- 
ments of the noble and most useful Science of Medicine, to teach, and as- 
sist, and counsel you on all occasions. 

I have in a very brief manner alluded to what may be justly termed 
the origin of our Science, and a few details will be both instructing and 
useful as to the progress it has made, and the multifarious eflforts that 
have been attempted to reduce it to the state of an exfct Science ; but 
this has proved a most difficult task, one most likely never to be satisfac- 
torily accomplished ; and at least in so far as some of the departments 
are concerned, this would seem to be utterly impossible, seeing that the 
constitutions of individuals are more or less changed by habits, diet, avo- 
cation, morals, climate, etc., which conceal and transform the usual ope- 
rations of the system ; there are sdll data which will never deceive us, 
whilst there are others again, whioh will allure us into error— lead us 
astray, always beckoning us onward, and when just within our roach, 
they slip from us when we imagine them' in our grasp. But a well in- 
structed practitioner will always be upon his guard, he is aware of such 
deceptions — he is fully alive to the dangers to which be is exposed, and 
he will, therefore, be cautious in the conclusions he might at Arst be dis- 
posed to arrive at; he will weigh matters in their difierent bearings, he 
will interrogate each symptom and circumstance, be will make a mass, 
as it were, of the case before him, and he will then form his opinion, 
having first called to his assistance his book knowledge and then his per- 
sonal experience. It is because this cautious, and analytical, and philo- 
sophical mode of investigation has not been sufficiently attended to that 
such a muhitude of visionary theories have been broached and boasted 
of as orthodox and irrevocable, with an enthusiasm, not to say bigotry, 
which always characterizes the workings of a warm and ardent disposi- 
tion that has not been chastened by dme nor made cautious by the teach- 
ings of experience. 

By the records that have been handed down to us from tbo earliest 
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times, we team that the sick and infirm were taken to public placM and 
highways that pabsers-by who might have seen similar cases shonld r^* 
commend, such means for the relief of the sufferers as they had knor#n 
to be beneficial to others in like circumstances. '1 has, inferentially, was 
the treatment adopted. Hence experience very natmally formed the ba- 
sis of the mode of care, and as there are always • persons of a more in- 
quisitive torn of mitid than others, and whether from a nataral officiont- 
ness of disposition, or from nobler motives — ^(hese of benevolent tenden- 
cies — they devoted their tinre and energies to the treatment of dfseateB ; 
and, although, necessarily destitute of All rational ideas tegarding the 
constitution of the animal frame, they willingly undertook to treat dit- 
ease. If health was restored it was ascribed to the wisdom of tiie doctor 
and be at once became important and influential in proportion to the suc- 
cess of his. measures, and not seldom to his cunning and address in Hkyial; 
the charge of want of good results to the non-observance of his rales and 
directions, and more often still to the interposition of the €k>ds who, in 
those happy days, meddled not a little in all kinds of things human, now 
contending for, now against, a party ! Under 'such circumstances it was 
not difficult to acquire reputation, even fame, for the physipian never was 
at faalt; and therefore he had no trouble ]|i securing an influence which 
led to the supposition that he, if not of a superior order of mortals, had at 
all events the rarp advantage of being inspired, and far wiser than other 
people. From this, phase in his position, the transportation to a still 
higher state was very easy, and the most noted of these favoured sons of 
the Gods was Esculafius, who shed so much lustre over Greece. His 
attributes descended as an inheritance to his family, and these unique 
privileges were enjoyed for a lapse of ages, until the time of that won- 
derful man, Hippocrates, who failed not to claim kindred with the re- 
nowned EscuLAPius, of whom he boasted he was the seventh lineal de« 
scendant, and the inheritor of his talents and knowledge. 

This great man was indeed the very first, the only one we read of, who 
treated of Medicine with anything like sound or rational principles. -» 
iThis extraordinary personage flourished about four centudes before tbC 
birth of our Saviour. He wrote a great number of works, which might 
be characterized as medical tracts, and most of them have been trans- 
mitted to succeeding generations, and form certainly the basb upon 
which all subsequent treatises have been constructed, or it may be better 
said, written. It has been attempted to set up the great Philosopher) 
P-rrHAOORAS, who died more than a hundred years before Hif1*oceat^ as 
the first writer in Medicine, but that is doubtful, although in his '*Golden 
Verses," which have escaped the corroding ravages of time, there ara 
sufficient indications of his knowing how to valae and Justly appreciate 
the advantages to be derived from the treatment of diseases. But to 
Hippocrates is undoubtedly due the honor of having separated the study 
of Medicine from that of Religion and the philosophy of the Hythotogists. 
He disrobed it of the mystical and meta{^horical character in which it 
had hitherto been enveloped, and gave it the position and dignity of a 
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Science, accessible to all who were endowed with energy, industry, and 
a desire to acquire a knowledge of healing injui'ies and curing diseases* 
He was fully aware of the recuperative powers of Nature ; and" even at- 
tributed to them a knowledge of wh^it was necessary to the well being of 
man, and even the ability of applying the means. He sets out with this 
axiom, that *'Nature is of itself sufficient for every animal. She performs 
every thing that is necessary to them without needing the least instruction 
from any one how to do it.** It was he T^ho laid down the doctrine of 
Concoctiotif Depuration, and Crisis in fevers; and it must be admitted as 
rather doubtful, il more tlian two thousand years after his time, the na- 
ture of fever is much better understood now than at that period. 

I have always dwelt with delight upon the works of this incompara"bl6 
roan. In acnteness of observation, depth of research, and soundness of 
judgment he has not only not been surpassed, but has never been equal- 
led. I hesitate not to say, that we would seek in vain in any modern 
work for more enlightened principles, or even for any equally well-por- 
trayad or more truly practical. Let us mark that more than two thou- 
sand years ago, ''milk and unctuous substances were administered 
to thin and emaciated persons." Let the boasters of the great discovery 
of Ood Liver Oil learn that twenty-two centuries since **oily and unctuous 
substances" were laid down as most proper and fitting for "lean and 
emaciated persons'* by the Philosopher of Cos. 

I cannot deprive myself of the satisfaction of citing the following para- 
graphu from albrief commentary, on the works of Hippocrates, published 
in Edinburgh hi 1805. No better proof of the wisdom and profound 
views of this great man can be given. More sensible and truly scientific 
principles have never been advanced, and certainly never In so Concise 
and practical a form : 

•*With regard to those things which ought to be separated from, or re- 
tained in the human body, Hippocrates observes,* that people ought to 
take great care not to load themselves with excrements; or keep them in 
too long, and besides the exercise above mentioned, (wrestling , etc.,) 
which carries off" one part of them, and which he prescribed chiefly on 
this account, he advises people to excite and rouse up Nature, when she 
flagged and did not endeavour to expel the rest, or take care of the im- 
pediments by which she was resisted. For this reason he prescribed 
meats proper for loosening the belly ; and when these were not sufficient, 
he directed the use of clysters composed of milk and oily unc- 
tuous substances, which were mixed with a decoction of chick -pease; hut 
for such as were plethoric, they only made use of salt or sea-bathing.** 
There is nothing so sound in the writings even of the Philosopher Aber- 
NETHT. What will people now say of the boasted^discovery of the use of 
Cod livtr (HI in consumption, 'and other diseases, where marasmtks and 
consequent sinking and debility result ? 

But I think I hear some of you say, what has this old fogy and all his 
physic to do with Surgery f We came here to learn how to wield the 
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knife, ply the saw, and tie a knot, nay, to "cut and carve.'* In reply, my 
young Friends, I will assure you, that all that I have been narrating has 
a great deal to do with Surgery — Scientific Surgery ; for God grant that 
none of you should become mere manipulators ; or, as some irreverent 
usage styles certain Surgeons, "saw-bones." There is more honor and 
satisfaction to be acquired in avoiding an operation and saving a limb 
than in the performance of the boldest and most brilliant operation. The 
mere operator, I would liken to the fooUhardy mariner, who would 
launch his bark, tight or well stored as it may be, on the wide ocean 
without rudder or compass. He may perchance escape by mere **good 
' luck,'* as it is called, the shoals, rocks, and qnick-sands, which the well- 
informed pilot knows to exist, and among which he can safely steer be- 
cause of this knowledge, but the chances are that the bold and reckless 
adventurer will have his ship (patient) foundered ; and If he escapes by 
a miracle, it will be with a crippled reputation that will more or less 
mar his prospects and success throughout life, for at last the truth will be 
revealed. 

But let me be a little more explicit : Except in the case of accidents, 
the vast majority of surgical snbjecu depend npon what Hippocrates 
would call a vice in the blood. The ulcer on the leg — the rotteness of the 
bones — the excrescences of the flesh — and the thousands of other forms of 
disease which result from a vicious taint, and which may require the 
knife, or burning process as mere adjuncts, are all proofs of the state of 
the blood in the general system. Under these circumstances, the indica- 
tions are very clear, one would think. Purify the system, and then ope- 
rate if you must; but recollect you have only done the mere mechanical 
part of your work. You have yet to watch a return of the complaint, an 
event which, in the great majority of cases, you may anticipate, if you 
do not for a time, at least, attempt to remove the mischief which lies 
lurking within, only to burst out with irresistible force at the very time 
you are pluming yourself upon the happy issue of your operation ! I 
have seen too much bow some men handle Surgery, if I may use such 
an expression, not to lead me to caution you against such superficial pro- 
ceedings. Again, let me tell you, the bc9t Physician is the most success- 
ful Surgeon It is true some one may possess cooler judgement, a steadi- 
er hand and better eye Ihan another, and he may withall be endowed with 
what is called a **mechanical genius.** Such a man may become a 
daring operator, but he will not be a good Surgeon, if he does not, like 
HiPPOCKATis, take a philosophical view of the whole animal frame, and 
especially of all the functions of the body. 

Whilst we have no very clear information as to how far Hipfocbate s 
was angaged in the operative part of Surgery, we have abundant evi- 
dence of his ability as a most sound Surgeon, as far as he resorted to ex- 
ternal applications. He was exceedingly partial to fomentations, an in- 
vakiable means for soothing pain, preventing inflammation and favour- 
ing the suppurativa prpcess. I fear not to state, if he did not far better 
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onderstand than we "modems" do external remedies, that he laid down 
better and more practical rules than are to be foand in writings of the 
present day. He well understood the effects produced by warm applica- 
tions; he most judiciously used warmth in the moift state, in the shape 
of fomentations and when be desired a more permanent effect and wisbtid 
to impart heat, he employed dry warmth, such as salt, sand, or seeds 
well warmed. Moist applications, he well knew, ahstracUd heat, and 
were best adapted to external inflammations. His gargarisms or applica- 
tions to the mouth and throat were admirably calculated to soothe irrita- 
tion, obviate cough, and thus act as a resolvent— a form of medication 
almost entirely overlooked in these superlatively intelligent times ! 

One of the most distinguished names whom we read of, and who fol- 
lowed Hippocbates, but several centuries aftei him, was the Greek histo- 
rian of Athens, Pbaxaoobas. He was also one of those remarkable men 
who never fail to stamp their names oa the times in which they live and 
flourish, to be handed down to the remotest posterity. He was a man of 
bold conceptions, great judgment, and possessed much knowledge of dis- 
ease as well as no small share of Anatomy, else he never could have ar- 
rived at the idea of "opening the belly, cutting open the intestines 
and taking out the indurated faces, and then sewing all up again, 
when he failed to cure the iliac passion by ordinary means.'* This iden- 
tical operation for impaction of the colon is, at this day,* looked upon as 
a most cunning device and an admirable means, when all others fail, of 
rescuing the patient from impending death. Really the more we pour into 
the anntfls of our Profession, we are disposed, so far at least as regards 
it, to exclaim : *Uhere is nothing new under the Sun." 

I shall not. Gentlemen, pursue the History of our Profession much far- 
ther. My object was to draw your attention to its earliest chronicles, and 
to convince you that there is much to learn from *'old and musty re- 
cords," from which if we do not derive anything very new, we will of- 
ten find, that that which, in our pride, we conceive to be a roost extraor- 
dinary discovery and novel invention, had been known and practiced for 
many long centuries before. 

If you have that pride and manliness of eharacier, which constitate the 
noblest attributes of our nature, and which I most sincerely trust you all 
possess, yon will study and "inwardly digest** the past and present histo- 
ry or Medicine. Here you will find a never-failing source of most inter- 
esting information; and when well stored with which, you will seldom 
be at a loss how to shape your course, or direct your appliances; and 
you will enjoy a satisfaction which no enemy can deprive you of--a sol- 
ace in every Professional afliiction — and not a few such, I forewarn you, 
will be your lot; but there is no cup, however bitter, that has not some 
sweet at the bottom— one you will certainly ever taste, under all pres- 
sure, disappointment, and even misfortune — one which your most power- 
ful persecutor cannot rob yon of, and that is. Gentlemen, the consciousness 
of having honorably done your duty. 
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It will be the proviaoe of my Col^leagues, and myself, ea<!h hi his Do* 
-partfn«axt, to A8ri,«t you in acquiting alt the knowledge possibte in the sev- 
eral branfiihes of yoor Profession, which, although composed of varioas 
different and apparently separate parts, constitute onn indivisible whole ; 
d0fioi«ncy in ifUformation in any of these departments would unfit you to 
acquit yourselves usefully and faithfully of the high and solenm duties 
limposed upon you. I «hall lose no opportunity of laying dow:n the pria- 
tsiples which should guide you in your studies in my especial province, 
onenot the least important in the category before you, and one in wbioh 
yoiu can even acquire fame, and one in wbieh you can always at least be 
certain of a good reputation, if you deserve it. But to acquire a good solid 
reputation, one that .neither envy nor malice can shake, you must prove 
your usefulness ; and in no phase of his Profession is a man so much ex- 
posed to be called upon suddenly and without preparation as in the prac- 
tice of Surgery, in reference to accidents, etc. 

You should constantly have before you the high importance of your 
calling ; the vast amount of responsibility devolving upon you ; and you 
should aever forget that when you least expect it, you may be called up- 
on, and tlie liie of some fellow-being confided to your charge. It may be 
some valuable member of the community, whose death would be,a com- 
mon- affliction-— a father, the sole support of a numerous family— ror a 
wife in whom 'Are eentered all the affections and responsibilities of a 
large honse*>hold--^or of a child, the hope and happiness of paxents, who 
may be rendered fovever wretched by its premature departure^ :Yes, 
never forget that you will always be liable, without a moment's warnings, 
to be summoned to the succor of some suffering mortal, whose life is 
placed la yonr bands. A judicious exerciie of y6ur Art may save bim, 
whilst by inauention or a want of knowledge, you may plunge him into 
a premature grave. You must take my word for the truth of these re- 
marks*— ywjr want of experience, it may be your want of reflection^ may 
not now lead you to realise their porrectness. I pray sincerely you may 
(never 'have occasion to t egret not heeding the counsels which my brother 
Professors and myself will, as a duty of conscience, give you. 

Tfaat-you may form some idea of the dreadful results of ignorance, in- 
attention, or what js worse, a reckless, I will call it, a callous disposition, 
I will cite- a few examples of the evils following a neglect of study and 
-heedlesness of action, and< the consequent lack of that deep interest it is 
your sBCved duty to take in the welfare of all that are committed to your 
charge. Your attention to theae .wholesome admonitions will save you 
-many a painful pang in after life ; for there is a time when even the 
•most giddy and thoughtless are, by the gradual changes that are con- 
stantly being operated in his constitution, forced to reflect on the past, 
and the remiaiscenoes af e painful in proportion to the consciousness of 
■our errors. 

A man receives a severe blow, and he is eold and weak. You bleed 
him, for this is the "custom** — and be never rallies. This is one victim 
of ignorance. 
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Another htts a severe injurir inflicted npen the bead. His hat baiog on^ 
tbeare is no appearance of external miBChlef. He it'seemingijr in a sotmd 
sleep, from which it is sujipoeed he wit 1 soon recover; bm be bcoomeis 
worse, and the sleep is more profound— it is the sleep of death. Tb« 
head is examined, and it is discovered that the skull is fractured and 
driven in upon the brain. A timely operation might have ttved him.^- 
Tbus another is immolated in the shrine of ignorance* 

A man drives a butcher's knife in the middle of bis thifh, bnd a dread- 
ful gush of blood is the consequence. You are sent for, but not having a 
touroiqiTet, you return for it, as you deem you muei play the Snrgeon 
teemuium artem. When you get back the man ie dead 1 I shall Mlam a 
case: 

Not man J years since* on the opposite aide of tba Lake, a lad, cutting 
pumpkins, plunged bis knife into the large artery of the thigh. A wise 
neighbour tied a strong cord around the limb, and arretted the hieediag 
for the nooment. Doctoro were called, and the artery must be taken up. 
The indispensable tourniquet was well screwed on, but at every strike of 
the knife the screw was loosened to show where the vessel was wound* 
ed ; a gash was the result— thea a hasty screwing-^thea another cul;, then 
more blood, and again all confusion and terror ; and thus it was alternate 
cutting and screwing, until at last the boy died among his physicians 
and friends. Now 1 make bold to say that, without such putting and 
screwing, this poor young fellow might have been aftved^ and perhaps 
even without any operation. 

A person — male or female-*-has- a swelling in the groin, bowels costive^ 
etd. One of the sttperlioial gentry sajs it is only an abscess; he plnnges 
his lancet into it, and matUr enough comes out, but it is frcol matter, 
and the worst of all misfortunes happens-*-an artificial anus. 

It would not be di£&oult, Gentlemen, to adduce quite an e^uai nnmber, 
nay, a far greater, of fatal eases, odiginating from igiHMmooey in the ordi- 
nary course of Medical practice ; but thoy are. not so palpable; ih«jr do 
not strike the attention by any means so forcibly, and the fa^il event js 
laid to the behest of Providence* and, in this case, I would almost sie^yy 
is sacrilege added to homicide. 

But to return more par ticjii lady but briefly to the Hi#tory of Medicine, I 
will relate other facts besides those already narrated, that there is in* 
deed in our Profession nothing exceedingly new. Upon reflecting on the 
pmgrees thiu has been made in S-urgery, and while ralre«hipg.my memo- 
ry in perusing some of the older Authoits, especially the wprksof the eie^ 
gant A. CoKMSifius Csjlsus, the Roman, who flourished almost four hun- 
dred years after the immortal Hipjpoc&ates, I was moxe than ever pon- 
vinced of this fact. In bis Seventh Book, whioh is devot^ to .^hat part 
of the Science called Surgery, the practitioner will find mnch to interest 
him, and not a little sound instruction. Chap. XXYU ^'Of the o^pera^ion 
iveee^ear^ in a Suppression of Urine and Lithotomy'* is full of .most enri- 
OEia and intpf6sting remarks. The motfaod of .confinizi^ the, stone ft the 
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neek of the bladder by the finger in anoj in even at this dajr notnnworthy 
of notice. Bat that which I would especially allude to is the mode of 
operation indicated by CiLSus for Lithotomy. These are his words: 
''When the stone is brought to rest upon the neck of the bladder a lana* 
ted incision must be made in the skin, near the anas, as far as the neek 
of the bladder, with the horns pointing a little towards the ischii." Now, 
if the celebrated French Surgeon, DupurraBN, did not take his idea of 
the bi-lateral operation for stone from Gslsus, at all events Celsus in- 
culcated a similar method. Book VIII, Chap. IV, "of Fractures of the 
Skull/' there is likewise much ingenious doctrine, sound practice, and 
palpable evidence of extensive personal experience. I shall transcribe a 
short passage : ''Rarely, but sometimes, It happens that the whole bone 
remams sound, but from below some internal vein in the memhranet of 
the brain is broke and discharges blood, which being coagulated there 
raises violent pain and deprives some people of their sight. An incision 
being made in the skin there, the bone is found pale." The great Ed* 
glish Surgeon, Abbrnetht, prided himself much on the discovery he fan- 
cied he had made, between fifty and sixty years ago, that if the bone did 
not bleed, and was pale, that that was a sure indication that blood or 
matter was underneath the part. Such facts should be a caution to all 
Medical writers not to plume themselves in having made some notable 
discovery, or suggested some novel, never before heard of means of en- 
ring certain complaints. This brings to my mind other most interesting 
facts connected with our Profession, which further sustains my position 
that there is '*notbing new." Some thirty years since, Baron Hxxtktbloup 
astonished the Medical World with the discorery o( a new method of 
ridding the bladder of the stone, by inserting some very ingenious appa- 
ratus to seize and hold it fast, whilst he poured and crushed it down by 
% peree-pierret oi stone perforator. Though the suggestion was original 
so far as HxuftTELOUP was concerned, still, thousands of years before, it 
is manifest that a similar practice prevailed, or, at least, that instru- 
ments of an exactly similar construction existed ; for upon disintegrating 
one of the ancient cides that were entombed in lava, such were found and 
were in a good state of preservation. Not a few other indications that 
Surgery had attained a very high position in those long-gone-by ages 
U^ve been detected, and that to the utter wondermentof cunning and 
self-conceited modems. In further proof of my assertions I translate the 
following from the celebrated Baron Laurby's Memoirtt dt ChirurgU MUu 
taire: "At Thebes, and at the renowned Temples of Tentyra, 
upon the ceilings and walls of those sacred edifices, basso-relievos ace 
seen representing limbs that had been cut off with instruments very 
analogous to those which are employed at the present age. The same 
instruments are again observed in the hieraglyphics, and vestiges of other 
Surgical operations may be traced." 

When referring to that greatest of all Medical Philosophers, Hivfocbi- 
TKs; I stated that he practiced Surgery as well as Physic, and gave a 
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Um ewidmeea of it. But here U proof from Cblsus himtelf that ke 
practised Surgery, even capital operations,, tor he says: "Hippocbatis 
yf!U hijn«eir dtceiyed by the sutures of the cranium, having Uken one 
of them on one occasion for a fracture of the skull." A similar error has 
even in our day been frequently committed. 

I think that there cannot be the smallest doubt that Medical men, from 
the earliest records of our Science, cultivated the whole field of Mjsdiciae^ 
Xheir writings are conclusive on that point. Besides a very considerable 
knowledge of Anatomy they possessed most correct notions in regard to 
Physiology, and were fully aware that each organ had its peculiar func- 
ti(Mis, but yet that none could act healthily if it did not harmonize with 
aU the others, and that the same influence which dominated over ope, 
sway»d the whole. 

No man of any experience will dare to say, at this day, that thera isone 
veU-deftaed, distinct line of demarcation sepamdng Surgery from Phys- 
ic, pThe first, it was absurdly enough pretended, related only to external 
Injorlas or complaints— the second to internal disorders. Is it not due. 
Gentlemen, to this arbitrary and errpneoos conception of diseases, their 
efieoUand treatment, that the Physician having to deal with that which 
was occult, assumed such an air of superiority — looking excessively 
wise-^as if peneuating the most hidden recesses of the body, when he 
could not very easily be detected if his predictions were wrongs— at least 
by the "common herd ;" and if his position was disputed he wottl4 tri- 
fimpbanUy turn round and put such questions as this to his interiocntors : 
^' What better proof do yon possess to show that I am in error 1" But 
with the Surgeon, whose province, it is true, is most frequently vrith ex- 
ternal parts, it is otherwise. A limb being dreadfully mangled, at ono^ 
he acts and operates. T>e skull is driven in, he outs and bores,and saves 
his patient. One has a "blood tumour" (aneurisip) it bursts and he will 
die from a deluge of blood, but the Surgeon either bandages the limb, or 
bohily cuts down upon the vessel and secures it. AU can see these 
aehievemeDts, can appreciate the vigor and ability, and wimess the en- 
ergy wad decision with which the life of a fellow creature has beAi saved. 
Ui»|Ml| such palpable deeds and causes that the Surgeon reaps fame 
and 0fien wealth. Yet although his achievements are of a bolder and 
more determined character, and on the instant he saves the patient, still. 
^MPhyaician will not yield him the palm. No, he relies on what is hid- 
den from sight, he, therefore, assumes an air of mystery peeping deeper 
into the arcana of disease than others, and would elbow his more active. 
and work-doing brother out of the way. But these ideas are fast going 
ettf of fashion, and Medical men, will be valued according to their des- 
erts. . Happy then will be that community which will have in its bosom 
a man who is adequate to all the obligations of his Profession. There 
will be safety in his counsel if he is a good man ; for if not endowed with 
the gift whioh all men do not possess of wielding the knife and saw, yet 
he-kjM»wa when and how they are to be need, and as an honest and con*^ 
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8ewiitiou« man, he will seek the assistance of one who poiMstet hy na- 
tare the faculties reqaisite for- the occasion. 

StiAeient has been enamerated to conrinee you of what a rastamcnmt 
of responsibility rests upon yon, and consequently what a fearAtl Bftass of 
mischief you may be guilty of, as well on the other hand of the inealcn* 
lable benefits you may confer. Be not appaled afthe task that is before 
you— with industry and a sincere desire to acquire knowledge and emi* 
nence t promise yon as large a measure of happiness and prosperity as 
falls to the lot of honest men in general. 

From the very nature of your Profession yon become, as il wese, an hi* 
mate, almost a member) of the fhmiKes yon attend. Always have pras* 
eni in your mind the important obligations this position impetes upett 
you. Yon are bound by every sentiment of honour to reepect the pii<vmey 
of those who consult you. The information yon may acquire on many 
oeeasions, must never be imparted to others. Yon are bound to seerasy 
and sllenoe ; and you have no more right to divulge the information yett 
reoMve from your patient, in all the confidence of Professional saeradnesSi 
than is confided to the Roman Ctitholic Priest, or Protestant MlBistvr ; aatf 
yon are not only bound by the most solemn ties not to disclose iueh m* 
eiets> but the Law will not compel you to do so. This question h«a often 
been decided in England ; and lately by one of the most learne(t send 
conscientious Judges of Canada, who has not only admitted the prlnoi* 
pie, but stated that if the case arose, he would deem it hit duty to ^ 
the Physician that he could not on any pretext or consideration 
that which had been whispered in his ear only because it was deemed ttt 
be in safe keeping, and nev«r to be exposed. But mark. &ia, what I hAVH 
jtt^t stAted has reference solely to what has been confided to yon by tM 
party himself, not that kind of knowledge which relates to. tfafrd= paftiM» 
or which has not been confided to you under the most solemn obligAtioM 
ef Professional seeresy . 

You are entering, my young Friends, on the study of a ProreMioli*tlHit 
wiH give you at once a high standing in the ranks of SOciety«*-infiillti 
opportunities will be afforded you for doing good. As already re«MUrklid| 
you may perchance, some of you not acquire great wealth or even dlii* 
tinetion, but nothing but your fault oan deprive you of the esteem and 
consideration of all good men, yes, and women too ; and let me tell yov 
a woman's warm heart never forgets your attention to a siek ohiid, hetf 
ailing husband, or to herself. Ingratitude you must expect ftwn Individ^ 
uals, but Society, in the aggregate, is always just, and will sooner or la« 
ter a^knowledg your deserts, resptect and love you. Of one things how 
ever^ yon can by no chance be robbed, and which will be a never faiiilif> 
source of happiness to you, and will amply compensate for a^tbe vezA» 
tions which, I again warn you to prepare for, the luntnry of having <d«ie 
good, and the possession of a q&iet conscienc^4 

I shall conclude by assaring you once more that if yon cannot nil ob» 
tain fame and wealth by the zealous prosecution of your studies and^f* 
terwards of your Profession; you oan, at least alt seenre • to yotnrselves 
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the tpaf^ctf •i<«em and coofidcnce of those you are brought i«to cofittant 
relmtion with. Never forget that the lives of your fellow beings are in 
your hands, and not seldom their general well-being, and even reputa* 
tioQ and happiness. Be zealous, industrious and of good heart ; strive 
tt least to deserve a good fortune though it may not be awarded to you • 
and if you are endowed with good feeling and sentiment, you will not re* 
pine at your lot, however humble it may be, but will thank an all- wise 
Providence that things are yet not worse with you^-as complete W- 
eess and unalloyed happiness fall to the portion of few indeed.

His pulse was about 76, a little too full, but in other respects normal.** 
TQUffOA Teif sllglitly furred with white, otherwise natural i uriaeTery 
high^j eoUHived but 9ot scanty ; severe pain in the head and small ot the 
bapk; ^aio ia both knees and both arma, (wrists particularly,) increaeed 
bjr the sligslftteet preBeore. Ordered a full dote of Calomel immediately, a 
fi^li dMe of Dowa's powder at bight as an anodyne an d especiaUy as a. 
diaphoretic. In the morning Si castor oil, shortly thereafter 40 drops jof 
t^ wine PjT ColobMom, at % o'clock p. m., 20 drops, at night 80 drope. 
His master reported him free from pain in the head and baokt on the, 
moroittg of the third. His young master (22 years of 9^9) reported him 
4eoid0d|y better, and nearly free from pain ; about 5 o'clock p. «.» of Ihfr 
same day, his left arm became considerably swollen during the day .-<^ 
AJbou^ 8 o'clock tb«t night he died. The aegro was about 60year^of 
age or apwards, and has been a miller lor a great many years, usually of 
nppst axoeUent bepith; of large frame and well built. I concluded (hat 
he was suffering from the effects of severe cold, having produced or about 
to produce an acute inflammatory rheumatism. His pulse I did not un- 
derstand aod ids death is a mystery. Was the diagnosis incorrect ? Was 
he mai-treated or insufficiently treated ? [ J allowed no subsxaiice fx- 
oept corn-meal gruel and boiled rice taken sparingly.]

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CERVICAL VERTEBRA. 

Dr. Nelson, 
i Doar Sir : — In renewing my- subscription to your excellent Joarnal 
for the ensuing year, I lake the liberty of sending you the account of a 
castf, that occurred in my practice in the month of October last. 
' I wtLB called to visit the son of the Rev. Mr. T., a lad of about seven 
years of age, who had 2 days previously fallen from a waggon and dislo- 
cated the cervical vertebrss. The case presented the following symptoms : 
posterior curvature of the spinal column ; partial paralysis of the upper 
and lower extremities ; inability to rise when in the recumbent posture, 
and when raised up, unable to sit or lie down without assistance ; the 
head thrown backwards to the angle of about forty>five degrees, and 
firmly fixed, so that lateral motion was impracticable ; tongue prdtruding 
and saliva dripping from the mouth. On passing the thumb over thif 
spinous processes of the neck, an offset could be distinctly felt and the 
thumb fairly lodged in the cavity caused by the dislocation, which exists 
ed at the articulation of the third and fourth cervical vertebra bdaw the 
origin of the phrenic nerve. 

The first step taken in the reduction was to place the little patient in a 
chAir, while I directed an assistant to hold down the shoulders firmly 
with both hands; I then, with the left hand upon th« chin, the Hght np^ 
on the occiput, made gradual counter -extension in the directioii of th4 
inclination of the head and then gently brought it to its normal podtion ; 
immediately all the symptoms disappeared. I next ordered a cravat of 
paste-board to be worn to prevent further displacement, and in a sh^rt 
time the boy was well. 

Oases of the above character, I believe, are of rare ooeurrerice, although 
instances of a similar nature are recorded by CHiLitrs, S. Ooopcb and 
others. 

When it is remembered that in the neck the spinal marrow with t^e 
addition of its membranes is much smaller in iu diameter than the si^- 
hal canal, it may easily be conceived how a dislocation may occur wlA- 
out necflfssarily proving fatal immediately.

Dear Sir :— As fracture of the neck of the Scapula it of rare occur- 
rence, I send' you a report of the following case which you are at liberty 
to publish, if you think it worthy of a place in your Lanckt. 
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In Jane 1849, 1 was oalled to visit K., aged abont 25, and from bim I 
learned, that two days previously, ha was thrown from his carriage, fall* 
ing upon his shoulder, on a hard road ; that he came home and called a 
Pbysieian, who informed him that there was dislocation of the humerus 
and reduced it, but shortly after takmg his departure the diblocadon oo* 
earred again, and the next morning he was called upon and reduced it 
as before, with no better success. 

. On the 8d day I was summoned lo visit him ; on removing the dress* 
ingslfound great deformity of the shoulder, but, with this exception, 
all the other signs of dislocation were wanting. The arm could hb 
moved in various directions, and the head of the humerus felt to play 
in its socket, therefore there could be neither fractnre of the neck of the 
humerus nor dislocation, still the use of the arm was lost. As the arm 
hung down, by grespi^ng it and lifting the shoulder up, it could be readi- 
ly returned to its proper height and place, then by applying one hand to 
the neck of the Scapula and moving the point of the shoulder backwards 
and forwards, crepitus was very distinctly felt, therefore I diagnosed 
fracture of the neck of the Scapula. 

Treatments A small pad was placed in the axilla and confined in its 
place by tapes passing over the opposite shoulder, and the figure of 8 
bandage applied, then with the roller, the arm from the shoulder to the 
elbow was firmly bonnd to the side with a few additional tuins under 
the elbow and iorearm and over the opposite shoulder completed the diess- 
sing. Evaporating lotions were applied and the treatment continued 
three weeks when union had taken place, so that the patient began to 
use the arm and in a short time was able to return to his occupation 
without any deformity and the perfect use of his arm.

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THE GLANDULAR SYSTEM. 

Bt J. A. Darling, M. D,, op Looan Court Hovsk, Virginia. 

Ca^x. — Jan. 11th, I was called to visit Isaac Buowntno, a farmer 42 
yeais of age, and of good constitution; found him sufiering with a se- 
vere throbbing pain in both tonsils, and in both parotids, all of which 
were much swollen; severe pain in the region of the kidney; urine scan- 
ty, high coloured, and scalding to the urethra ; pain the whole length of 
the spinal marrow, and also in the brain ; much general uneasiness, and 
darting pain throughout his whole system ; tongue lightly coated with a 
yellowish brown fur ; pulse 102 ; skin rather dry and of a yellowish hue ; 
bowels regular, although he bad neither slept nor eat a particle of food 
during the last three days and nights. 
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Treatment. Iodide of Potassium, one grain every two hours, in aolo* 
tion ; Dovke's Powder five grains every four hours* aikl for a gtargU 3 
grains Nitrate of Silver to the ounce of water. Jan. 12th, niiieh Ims pain 
and resjtlessness, urine increased and no sealding, but the tonsUs arilt 
parotids continue swollen and to throb ; no movement of the bowels sine« 
my visit ; pnlse 90 ; treatment continued with the addition of two table 
spoonsfuls of Castor Oil. 

Jan. 13th Oil operated freely about midnight after which he rested, 
sleeping sweetly ; feels quite well; says chicken broth never ta$ted sa 
good to him before, and thinks he shall get along without my assiatanoe 
any longer. 

I advised him to take two grains of the Iodide of Potassium three timet 
a day after eating, and the Dover's Powder at night until he was entiiely 
well, which he did two days ; and reported him^eli" in food health again.

Placenta Praevia; one Infe* 
rior extremity wanting ; no abdominal parieties. No. 4. Shoulder pre- 
sentation ; spina bifida; club foot and fissure of the upper lip. 

The above cases having occurred in my own practice, could not but 
connect together imperfect developement, and unnatural presentation of 
the fcBtus. It would afford me pleasure tr) know if such coiMcideneee 
have occnrred in the practice of others. The Reader can conceive the 
ninbftnraflsment of turning in No. 2.

pois of seeing what he has written piihlisljed. This disposition becpmM 
more evident when we notice in such cotnm utile ations facts, which 
would lead us to believe the writet understood very imperfectly what ba 
was Wilting about 

Tbase ?eflectiotis were suggested by the peroaal of a case of Prolap- 
ini Uteri, poblished in the March No. of Nelson's Ajierican Lancet, bf 
Df, H. C. CooLEY, of South Carolina* The Doctor states that the prolapw 
wai attended with a complete mjppression of tjrine, and thai it depended, 
as he supposed, on coiUraction of the j^phincUr mvsth of the bladdtr^ Now 
if there is anything at aU remarkable in the casCi i t is his very remarka' 
ble way of accounting for the suppression of urine. We might suppose 
that the use of the term ''^su^prissio'kC^ was a lapsus lingua j and that he 
meant retenlion in its steady if he had tiot told us of his ex;£ravagant 
age of diuretics; the suppression in the mean time Jmving been the only 
feature in the case he has mentioned, that detnanded their use. We 
must certB inly conclude from his use of diuretics he supposed the kid- 
neys to b« at faultf because he preECribed Sweet Spirits of Nitre before 
he visited the ease, and after Ids visit he continued to prescribe diuret- 
ics. Hl« treatment then proves to be conshtant with the belief that hia 
case was really tabcuiing under suppre^idon of urine. We now pass to 
his supremely lidiculous opinion of the modus in quo of the auppresiion, 
that is, of the partial arrest of the secretion j whitvh is, that it *'rffprmfcd 
upovt a contr action of the aphinctfr musde of the bladder" Now if he will 
explain to me how a contrttciion of the sphincter muaole of the bladder 
can arrest the secretion of urine, or to use his own word, prod ace suppres- 
sion then I may he convinced that the Doctor understood what ha waa 
writing about. 

I have said above, that the only thing remarkable in this Caje, was 
the very remarkable way in which the Doctor nccouated for the Supprws- 
Hon ; there is another feature equally aa remarkable. When Doctor 
GooLSY first visited his patient there was suflicient Prolapsus of the womb 
to produce almost complete retention of urine, not from "contraction of 
the Mphincttr muscU of the bladder" bls he supposed^ hut from mechanicai 
obstruction! but the patient gaid nothing either in reply to questions ask* 
ed or otherwise about the ^hemre pain^ great weighty and a feeling as if 
somtthing was tmring loose" until he was sent for End visited his patient 
the second time. During this visit, he tells uSj that after lexing his *Vcd- 
9&ning powers" for some time he concluded the uterus and its appenda- 
ges were the seat of disease and was about commencing an examina- 
tion per VDtginam, when behold I these mysteriously concealed symptoms 
were complained ofsmart/^ by the patient. We can account for the 
Doctor's failure in detecting these symptoms on his first visit, (I will not 
say detect, but in noucing, for it does not appear that there was any 
»ea,fch made,) in but two ways : He eitlier made a very superficial ex- 
amination at his first visit and **taxed his reasoning powers" too little, or 
ha wm not in possession at that time of the symptoms of Prolapsus Uteri. 
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Before he writes again about ''Sappression of uriae" it will be Well for 
him to examine the exact meaning of technical terms ; and before he 
writes for a Medical Journal about anything else^ to be certain he has 
something to write about. 

Allow me in conclusion (as this is my first contribution,) to congratu- 
late you on the success of your Journal, and assure you of the high de- 
gree of interest created in its pages by the insertion of Prof. Bbbfosjd's 
Lectures

TREPHINING. 

Dr. Nelson. 
Dear Doctor. — Should you deem the following case worthy of a place 
in your Journal you are at liberty to insert it. 

Feb. 27th, 1858, 1 was called to visit a little girl some six or seven years 
old, who had received a severe blow upon the head from a kicking horse. 
I found on examination, a very ragged wound and a comminuted frac- 
ture of the right parietal bone upon its posterior and superior portion. — 
The extent of the fracture was about two inches in length and nearly one 
in breath. Its direction was towards the centre of the bone. A consid- 
erable piece of the fractured bone was thrust into the substance of the 
brain. The accident had occurred some six or eight hours previous to 
my examination of the case ; and as the child was perfectly conscious, 
and no ;small degree of danger to be anticipated from an operation for 
elevating and removing the depressed bone I thought it advisable not 
to interfere. I directed the patient to be placed in bed and the room 
darkened. 

On visiting my patient the following morning I found her quite free 
from constitutional symptoms. She had rested quietly through the night. 
March 1st. The patient still remained comfortable — ordered a saline ca- 
thartic which produced two evacuations during the day. March 2nd. 
Patient continued doing apparently well. March 8d. Was called early 
in the morning to visit my patient — found she had been restless during 
the greater part of the uight and complained of pain in the head. Pulse 
105 — I gave a saline cathartic and ordered cold applications to the head. 
Small doses of Antimony were administered often enough to keep the 
patient nauseated after the operation of the cathartic. March 4tb. The 
constitutional disturbance considerable; pulse 120 — skin hot and dry, etc. 
I took from the arm 8 or 10 § of blood and continued the antimony. — 
March 5th. Febrile symptoms continue and some delirium — applied cups 
to the back of the neck — gave two grs. of Hyd. cum-creta once in 6 hours 
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and continued the antimony. March 6th. The bowels had been freely 
moved by the medicine— the pulse 110 — delirium less and skin moist — 
directed one gr. of calomel and one of Ipecac once in 4 hours. March 
7tb. Patient passed a comfortable night is free from delirium — pulse 96 
and general symptoms improving. The wound was suppurating freely — 
continued the Ipecac. March 8tb. Patient decidedly improving. March 
17th. Complete recovery save a slight discharge from the wound. 

I have had another case very similar to the above, which was also 
treated without an operation and recovered favourably. 

So far as my observation has extended I apprehend that the operation 
of trdpfaining for injuries of this nature has been quite too frequently re- 
sorted to — more especially in injuries of the superior and posterior por- 
tion of the skull.

We must be permitted to transfer to our pages the following extract. — 
The subject of it is an old friend to the Readers of the Lancet : — 

"Mayor of Montreal. — Dr. Wolfred Nelson, for several years a resi- 
dent of Plattsburgh, and who has numerous friends in this section of the 
country, was on Wednesday, rhe Ist inst., declared elected Mayor of the 
City of Montreal, after a hot contest of six days against the mass of the 
old Tory party, the French **Reds," and the Parliament House burners 
of 1849. His antagonist was a Mr. Fabre, a French Canadian, who 
was Mayor In 1849, and whose lack of courage brought upon the City 
the disgraceful scenes of that year. Over the political Cereberus thus ar- 
rayed against him, Dr. Nelson has triumphed by a majority of 69 to 
which the Irish Citizens of Montreal contributed powerfully by an almost 
unanimous vote. 

A circumstance worthy of remark in this election is the fact that the 
organs and friends of Mr. Papineau whom Dr. Nelson sheltered under 
his roof in 1887 — 88, combined against him with the followers of the 
Herald newspaper whose columns clamoured for his head in those days 
of peril and bloodshed ! But his triumph over cowardly enemies and 
treacherous friends of other days could not be more complete; and no 
sweeter revenge could he have wished for." — Northern Gazette 
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. We acknowledge the receipt of the Seventeenth Report of the Trustees 
and Medical Superintendent of the Vermont Asylum, located at Brattle- 
boro.

After the Degrees had been con- 
ferred, the Valedictory Address was delivered by Prof. Post ; this address, 
like all things that proceed from the able Professor, was full of Stirling 
good sense, and was received with universal favour. 

We are happy to record the continued prosperity of our Alma Mater — 
One Hundred and Twelve Graduates with a class of Thru Hundred and 
forty-nine Students^ is we think, rather a choaker for two certain unmen- 
tionable Medical Foolosophers , who have plated about "death struggles," 
''last legs,*' etc. Try again, Foolosopher -scnhes, for you must certainly 
feel that youi classical shafts are not only harmless in their aim, but won- 
derfully productive oT^contempt for yourselves, and large classes for that 
abominable University, which gives you no peace night nor day.

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Practice of Medicine and Therapeutics. 
Angina Tonsillaris. Chorea and Epilepsy. Croup. Dysbnte&t. 

Angina Tonsillaris, treated by bleeding in the Ranine veins. Draw the 
tongae out of the mouth, and seize its extremity with the fin- 
gers of the left hand previously covered with a dry piece of 
linen, and with the right hand lay the veins open freely from 
before baclcwards. This mode of treatment was employed 
in a severe case of angina tonsillaris; and in order to promote 
the flow of blood, the mouth was frequently washed out 
with warm water. Almost instantaneous relief followed the 
operation. In ten minutes the pain and tumefaction of the 
tonsils had diminished, and swallowing was easier. The 
amendment was still more apparent the following day, and 
the patient was discharged cured on the fourth. — Revue Medi- 
co-Chirurgicale. 

CaoKEA and Epilbpst, treatment of. R. Prussiate of Iron, 15 grains ; 
Extract of Valerian, 45 grains ; make into 24 pills. One pill 
to be taken three times a day, at six hours* interval, each pill 
to be followed by a wine glass of the infusion of Valerian. 
Several cases were cured by this treatment in from four to 8 
days. — Jour, de Med. etde Chirurgie Pratiques. 

Croup, inhalations in. This disease is now treated in Paris by the 
inhalation of the vapour of Hydrochloric Acid, applied under 
the bed-clothes, or diiOTused through the apartment. — N. Y. 
Medical Times. 
b. Give ten grains of alum, once in ten minutes until vomiting is 
induced. At the same time, freely use the tartar emetic or 
hive syrup, for this acts to subdue the inflammation, while the 
alum has more of a revulsive action. — New Hampshire Med- 
ical Journal. 

Dysentery. Here you want more bile-— calomel brings it; you need 
something to arrest the inflammation; — calomel does this; you 
want something that powerfully promotes all the secretions — 
calomel is the great secerner ; a remedy is needed that acts 
most searchingty on the mucous membranes — calomel does 
it; do you desire some purgative that lies harmless in the 
bowels till they are ready to b*3 operated upon ? — calomel 
with ipecacuanha and opium, will often answer all your rea- 
sonable expectations. — Medical Examiner. 
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Eczema iMPXTiaiNODES. Neuralgia. Rheumatism. Scarlatina. 

Eczema iNPETiaiMODES. This often intractabl* disease it cured by tlie 
following simple though not less efHcaclous pl«n of treatment : 
with a brush paint the afiected part with the oil of cade, and 
then, rub it in with a dry and soft brush. The application 
is to be repeated every third or fourth day. The 6l\ of cade 
is a pyrogenic oil, prepared by the distillation of the trunk and 
large branches of the old juniper. It has a ra,ther pleasant 
pungent odour, a dark brown colour, and somewhat thick 
consistence. The application of the oil in the majority o{ cas- 
es constitutes the entire treatment, while in some eas«8 the 
regulation of the bowels and the employment ofa light and 
non-stimulating diet are enjoined; in few is any internal reme- 
dy of importance administered. — ^Ann. des Mai. de la Peao. 

Neuealoia, atropin in. One gramme of atropin, dissolved in spirit and 
mixed with ^ of lard, was rubbed into a surface of integu- 
ment denuded by a blister in trigeminal, supraortibal, bra- 
chial and ischiatic neuralgia, and effected a speedy cure.— 
There were symptoms of intoxication in one case only. Up- 
on the second day in each case, the pupils were dilated, the 
skin hot and dry, and head oppressed ; all objects appeared 
small and confused and the patients feared' blindness. All 
these sensations subsided, and the neuralgic pains ceased. — 
Gaz. Lomb. 

Rheumatism, treatment of Inflammatory. Bleeding, if necessary, follow- 
ed by 8 or 10 grains of calomel and 11-2 grs. of optum. for 
an adult, at bed time; strong dose ot sulphate of magnesia in 
the morning, to ensuie four of five stools. This night and 
morning medication is to be continued until a cure is effected, 
excepting the calomel, which is to be discontinued when the 
symptoms considerably abate, or the jaws become affected. 
To this course, add, three times a day, a draught of 6 grains 
of Dover's powder with 16 or 20 minimsof wineof colchicum. 
Under this treatment, early commenced, no cas« has seldom 
been protracted beyond ten days and there never was endo or 
peri-cardiac complication.— Med. Exam. 
b. Treatment of Acute. This is Valleix*s plan : Give about 4 
grains of Sulph. Quinine in the 24 hours, dividing it into ten 
parts, of which one is taken every two and a half hours. At 
the end of the second or third day, patients who could not, 
before taking the medicine, move themselves in bed, were en- 
tirely relieved. 

Scarlatina, mild treatment of. Reject those remedies in scarlatina, 
which by depressing the energies of the frame, or in causing 
the depravation of the blood or setting up a revulsion, or coun*

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ter irritant action on different parts, arrest or divert the efforts 
at elimination. You cannot neutralize scarlatina in the body. 
Aid the process of elimination by such gentle means as will 
V not excite in the secernent organs engaged, too much local 

hypersemia. In every variety of scarlatina — pimple, aginose 
or malignant — employ the mildest diuretics and diaphoretics, 
cream of Tarter, Spirits of Nitre, Chlorate of Potash, etc. 
It is no contradiction to these views to employ tonics or stimu- 
ants in the severer examples of the malignant disease, for we 
thereby inspire necessary energy in the depurative organs, 
which other means, unaided, would fail to excite. To this 
treatment, add attention to the skin, temperature and diet. — 
Western Med. Chir. Jour. 
Styptic Balsam. R. Acid Sulphuric, (by weight) ^v; Spts Terelbnth, 
and Spts. of Vini Recti, of each Su* Pour the acid in a mor- 
tar, add the turpentine slowly, stirring it constantly with the 
pestle; now add the alcohol and continue stirring it until no 
more fumes arise, and pour it in a bottle with a ground stopper. 
The Balsam should be of a dark but cleaned colour, like dark 
blood. Put a teaspoon ful of brown sugar in a tea-cup, and 
rub in 40 drops of the Balsam until it is thorougly incorpora- 
ted, and then slowly stir in Water until the cup is nearly full, 
when it should be immediately swallowed. This dose may 
be repeated every hour, until three or four are taken, if.neces- 
sary, and it is to be dlscontini^ed the moment fresh blood 
ceases to flow. This preparation affords great and speedy re- 
lief in hemoptysis, hematemesis, epistaxis and menorrbagia. 
As a sedative it diminishes the force of the circulation, and as 
an astringent acts upon the bleeding vessels. In the treat- 
ment of hemorrhage, neither blood letting, confinement to the 
room, suppression of the voice, etc., are necessary ; nor is any 
auxiliary treatment required, save, perhaps, a dose of Sulph. 
Magnesia, when there is evidence that blood has been s^^al* 
lowed. Ordinary exercise in the open air; prophylaxis 
when promptly used when the premonitory symptoms of a 
return of the hemorrhage manifest themselves. — N. Y. Af ed. 
Times. 

Practice of Surgery. 

Anchylosis. Tenotomy should not be practised. Administer chloro- 
form, until the muscles cease to offer any resistance. Sup- 
pose the case to be anchylosis of the knee joint, proceed as 
follows : an assistant fixes the pelvis, then commence gradual 
flexion, if the limb be extended, or extension if it be flexed. 
In long standing cases the force required is considerable ;

when the limb yields to the extereal force, the amount of flex- 
ion 18 preserved until the next trial, the^limb being exercised, 
passively, d 11 rinj^ the interval. A great degree of flexion is 
not to be desired at once; and the more cautiously and pa- 
tiently the limb is mannped, the less danprer of reaction, a»d 
the greater the probability of sncress. The inflammation set 
up when so manaeed is very trifling ; not sufficient to interfere 
with the treatment or retnrd the cure. A couple of months 
are frequently necessary to restore the integrity oi a joint; 
three or four weeks are som*»times sufficient. It is absolutely 
requisite, however, before interfering wiih a joint, that there 
should be no trace of inflammation, and that the patient 
should exhibit no tendency to scrofula, and this the more es- 
pecially if the anch>losis be the result of scrofulous inflamma- 
tion or ulceration. This plan of treatment proved successful 
In a case of anchylosis of twelve years standing — Montreal 
Med. Chronicle. 

Feactture OP Thioh, new form of Splint for. It consists of a plane. In 
the form of a tray, capable of receiving the trftnk of the body, 
perforated with a hole for the nates, and furnished with two 
prolongations for the legs ; the ends of these prolongations 
have foot-pieces, with an adjusted apparatus for the purpose 
of extension. Counter-extension is made either by a padded 
strap, or by a fixed upright pin corresponding to the fork. — 
The pelvis and both the lower extremities are fixed in this 
apparatus. Can be made at a joiner's shop in half an hour. — 
Dub. Med. Press. 

FTJRUNCULtTS. The developement of furuncles may be always arrested 
by keeping the part covered with linen compress, moistened 
with concentrated alcohol. Apply it accurately to the part, 
and keep the compress constantly moist, that evaporation may 
be constantly taking place from its surface. 

Lower Jaw, treatment of Fracture of the Alveolar portion of the. Mould 
a piece of lead, 1-2 line in thickness, exactly upon the lingual 
border of the maxilla. Retain the plate In place by passing a 
needle armed with a silver thread along the internal surface 
of the bone, outwards through the florr of the mouth; the other 
end of the thread, carried in a similar manner along the inner 
surface of the bone, is to be brought out through the same ori- 
fice. The two ends of the thread thus drawn out under the 
chin — embracing the fragments in the loop which they form — 
are fastened round a small roll of adhesive plaster, placed be- 
neath the chin, and twisted until the leaden plate is firmly 
fixed in its place within the teeth. — Bull, de Therapeutique.

Thxom'biis or Sangolneous tvunottr of the right labium eactemnm, in 
a married woman, aged 22 years, the mother of one ohild three 

weeks old. 
Mra. L., aged 22 years, married , the mother of one child three weeks 
old, says she has a swelling in the lower portion of her person, which 
causes her much pain and prevents her from attending to her ordinary 
duties. How long, my good woman, have you had the swelling of which 
you speak ? Ever since the birth of my child, Sir. You are certain you 
did not have it before its birth ? Indeed, I am Sir. [Here the patient 
was placed on th» bed, and the Professor made a critical examination of 
the tumour, which involved the entire right labium externum, and was 
half the size of an ordinary Fcetal head.] This, Gentlemen, is an in- 
teresting form of tumour, which you will sometimes meet with In prac- 
tice ; and its seat will occasionally be in the vulva, and at other times in 
the vagina. It is extremely important that you should not confound 
this character of enlargement with other tumefactions which, under cer- 
tain circutnstancesx will develope themselves in these parts. The swell* 
ing before us is what has been called a Thrombusy or Sanguintou* tu- 
mowr, which results from the extravasation of blood in the surrounding 
cellular tissue, differing in this respect from the varicose tumour in 
whicjh the blood, whilst it is the cause of the enlargement, is not distribu- 
ted in the cellular tissue, but is contained within the vetselc. A Thrombus 
may appear in the unmarried, in the married who have not had children, 
during pregnancy, at the time of labour, and subsequently to parturition 
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This cannot be conudered sn aifeedmn of fraqnent oeeai f n te , mad fmt U 
is your duty thoroughly to eomprehiiid evury fefttnre ocHmaetMl with it. 
In my own opinion, altboagh TVuromku* may appamr in the famale al* 
most under any circumstances it is meet commonly eonneeted with pvef • 
nancy and parturition ; and yon can without diffionl^ «ad9nta«d whf 
these two conditions should predispose to the formation of this species 
of tumour— it is because of the obstmeted ciraalatlon im the lh« lower «k* 
tremitieS| occasioned by the pressure of the uteruf ; aadt moieorer ia 
some cases, the enlarged veins, especially in the latter months of getta* 
tion, will burst, either of their own aceord, or from external triolenoe. 
thus giving rise to more or less extravasation of blood in ttte oellular tes-> 
ture of the vulva or vagina. For the reason that the obstraetion ia the 
circulation is insignificant in the earlier months of pregnancy, 3VoflN^«« 
is of rare occurrence at that period, whereat it is oomparatiTely mnoh 
more frequent in the latter months, and partknlarly during and afber de« 
livery. It may happen that the rupture of the vessels, resulting in ex- 
travasation, may take place during labour, bat the faet may not be 
Ifnown until some days after delivery, because the head or preseatiag 
portion of the Foetus may have acted as a sort of tampon, thus prevent- 
ing the immediate formation of the tumour. It is not sorpriuBf that 
both pregnancy and parturition should strongly predispose to the birth 
of these sanguineous infiltrations, for yon are aware that in these two con- 
ditions of the puerperal state the parts undergo important modifieatioiif. 
both anatomical and physiological. The organs immediataly oonoefao4 
in gestation not only become the centre of an ineresksed afflux of flaidt* 
but these fluids, as already explained to you, are extremely liable to ob- 
struction in their circulation — hence arise engorgement, dilatation of the 
venous trunks, varicose enlargements, etc. Here, then, we . find every 
thing in readiness for a rupture of these vessels^ and it needs only the ap« 
plication of one or other of the numerous causes capable of producing 
the extravasation to have the formation of a Thromiiu. 

Causes, The causes of Thrombus may be divided into predisporing 
and exciting— amoog the former may be enumerated the vanons modifi- 
cations incident to pregnancy and parturition ; a contracted pelvis, de- 
formity of the soft parts, a tiwin pregnancy, etc. The exciting eaaset 
consist in falls, blows, external violence of any kind ; rude manipnlatioa 
on the part of the accoucheur, forceps delivery, pressure of the present- 
ing portion of the Foetus, coughing, vomiting, etc. 

Symptoms, A primary and prominent symptom of Huromhus is pain, 
which arises no doubt from rupture of some of the blood-vessels, and also 
from pressure on the adjoining nerves. There is also tumefaction to a 
greater or less extent, sometimes large at the very commencement, and 
again requiring several hours or days for its W^ ^evelopemont. In cer- 
tain cases, in which the Thrombus is very largo, it may impede the birth 
of the child, or the expulsion of the placenta; and in^tanoes are roeordsd 
in which the retention of the urine and face; earaed from presfttio of tho 
tumour on the bladder and rectum.

uterus, etc. A Thromims as a general rule is charactedzed by rapid de* 
Telopement, pain, the peculiar bluish eolotr of the skia» and haxdnewfC 
the tumour when the blood is simply infiltrated ; whilst, on tha AQalmiff 
there is distinct fluctuation when collected in the ionn of abiaaip* 

Prognosis. The Prognosis of this affection is far ffom a fhvfumMa 
one ; when death ensues it is most frequently caused by the profuse hem* 
orrhage either external or internal , sometimes, too> by the exhausting ef- 
feets of suppuration, by gangrene, mflammation of the adjoining ovfaae, 
and more especially of the peritoneum.

pon. There are circumstances, however, in whieh it wanld ba jiw i hrinni 
to attempt the resolution of the tumour, either dariiig gMMUlon* aralte 
delivery ; but it can scarcely be necessary to remind yoa that ytat aftMli 
to accomplish this form of termination would be without avail i esaept m 
cases in which the effusion is limited, and the integuments unehaofid 
by the progress of the swelling.

The pain she 
suffers is the general but not universal accompaniment of this affection, 
whilst the profuse losses of blood are but the melaocholy proofs that the 
disease is making its fatal progress. As it proceeds in its destrucdTC 
course, it involves tissue after tissue, and when it encroaches upon the 
blood-vessels, it lays them open, and hence the bleeding. 

Treatmewt, In this case, we shall bo restricted entirely to palliative 
treatment ; permanent restoration is a thing not be looked for— the dis- 
ease is in an advanced state, and bids defiance to human skill ; all that 
we can hope to accomplish is to mitigate, as far as may be, the pain and 
arrest the hemorrhage. For the former object, opium suppositories may 
be intcoduced into the rectum ; 30 or 40 drops of Laadannm in a wine 
glass of tepid water thrown up the vagina ; or to the sides of this pass- 
age may be applied the Belladonna ointment^ 3j of the extract to ^ of lard. 
In cases in which I have completly failed in securing relief from pain by 
opium administered either by the mooth, or by injection, I have derived 
happiest results from the application of the anodyne in the following

For the nausea, the almost uniform attendant upon the advanced stage 
of carcinoma uteris benefit will often be expeiienoed by placing a piece of 
linen saturated with laudanum on the epigastric of rlglon. I should have 
spoken to you of the chloride of soda as a valuable remedy in this dis- 
ease ; it tends very sensibly to diminish the Ahausting discharges both 
of blood and matter, It may be mixed with barley water, two table 
spoonsful of the solution to a pint of the water. I think I have observed 
under the use of the chloride of soda, a marked mitigation of the pain, 
as well as a diminution for the time of the discharges.

It ia am|rtafad in da- 
eootion ; a handful of the white Bofarelra it put Into ilz or eight pinti of 
spri ng water, and well boiled . The bramata are than bathed for tftaan or 
twenty minutes, and some of the boiled leaves spread over them, andal* 
lowed to remain until all moisture has been removed by evaporation. 
My attention was first called to the supposed gala<tagogn9 properties of 
this plant on reading an interesting paper on tbta aabject by Dr. Bfc 
William, published in the London Lancet for 1880. 

I have since that time made use of tha Rieimu CaaiaHMiit In daaoollMi 
with marked good effecu in cases in which, after delivery, tlw seoratioa 
of milk was defective or tardy. Whethpr there ba really any apeeifle 
virtue peculiar to this plant in promoting the n»llk aecratioo, or whetbar 
I it be merely because of the warmth and atimnltts appHad to the braaaia 
i| that they become filled with milk, as Dr. Couuox baa raeantly endeav- 
ored to prove, I am unable to determine. One point, however, it eamMt 
be useless to urge, viz. : that the remedy ia worthy of trial, and iu ai^ 
cellence must be determined by future observation. Dr. Ttlxe Snrft 
speaks highly of this plant as a galaetagogiM, having made aeveral ana*- 
eessfnl experimenta with it. He also racorda dvidanea of its value aa an 
emmenagogue. The decoction for this purpoia, la nppllad to tlia biaaata 
as before described, and the patient is alto made to ait over tba vapor, 
and bathe the genitals freely. The aympathatia connaotion between tlm 
uterus and mammas is well understood, and tha raeipMoal Influence ««• 
ercised by these organa ia a matter of constant obsarvadon. Tba aa* 
eients were not ignorant of tha connaotion, and nltbongb tbay ooald not 
explain it, yet they felt iu iVili Ibroe, and made ftom ft rfttloHal datea* 
tions, which led oftentimea to aalntary praotioa.

Remadial 
of Ophim. Mrs. N., aged 20 years, married, was taken in 
labor one week since ; she was delivered of a healthy living son after a 
parmrition of 11 hoars by her physlciaui Dr. Roche. Almost immedi- 
ately after tiie l^b of her ohtid she was attacked wirh profuse flooding. 
I was requested by Dr. Rocbe to meet him in consultation, which I did 
without delay. The patient was extremely weak, and almost moriband 
firom loes of blood. Before I arrived the Doctor had removed the plaoen* 
ta» and had suooeeded in bringing on contractions of the uterus. Tbe 
organ wat well eoatraeted-^the flooding of course had ceased— and the 
only indioatioo in the ease was to establish by appropriate remedies re- 
natiott. For this purpose, I suggested the free employment of opium, 
whieh in those eircnmttances you will find a most valuable agent. A 
Teaapoonful of Laudanum was administered every 15 minutes until the 
pulso gave manifestations of reaction. In one hoar the heart's notion in* 
eianaed in pawer, the pulsation of the radial artery at the wrist could 
be dietinctlsr Mt, and there was every indication that the patient bad 
•baaa Mlfeved IVom her moribund condition. You need have no fear, 
Qofttiemen, of adminiateving laudanum in full doses under these circum- 
•laaoei^^lt ia the great hope of the accoucheur in these desperate cases- 
it ia the very sheet anchor of saioty. Opium is ascertained to exercise 
a epaeifto influence on tbe action of orbicolar mnselee. such as the uterue, 
thta influence consisting in the increased force of contraction imparted 
to the mnsenlar fibre. This is one of the peculiar attributes of opium, 
Wbioh is strikingly in contrast with Belladonna, henbane, etc., which 
peaaase the oppoaite property of relaxing tbe muscular structure.

Hyos- 
eyamns gr. j. 6. Camphor gr. iv. and repeated the same again in 4 and 
10 hoars. 

I eonid only administer the medicine immediately before the advent 
of the spasm, not being able to arouse her to sufficient consciousness at 
any otfa« time. The attendants made repeated attempts to give an in- 
jection without accomplbhing it. 

At 9 A* X. of the 28rd. she had returned to perfect consciousness ; I now 
gave her three laxative pills» with directions to repeat the dose in six 
hours if her bowels were not moved. Having had a tedious night's 
watching, 1 left with a promise to return in the evening. At 7 p. m. she 
had a motion from her bowels, and with the usual attention she regained 
.her ha^th in the usual time.

We have no hopes of reconciling this honest difference of opinion ; fbr^ 
perhaps, both opinions are correct, only the law in reladon to efteh II 
not universal. 

The remarks of Prof. G. S. Bedford, as given in the LxiretT ftw 
December, upon a case there reported, have induced ns to pen onr ham* 
ble opinion and limited observation upon the inbjeet ; and we, do to 
with high considerations of, and due deference to, that Gentleman's op- 
inions. 

In the first place we would say, marriage hat undoubtedly an influ- 
ence upon health aside from pregnancy. Henoe, in the eas« rvported, 
recent marriage may have had more to do in developing the eonstitn- 
tioual predisposition of phthisis than the superinduced gestation. It il 
only by numerical observation that anything like a correct comparison 
can be made in reference to the potency of the two causes. We are not 
aware that such observations have ever been made. 

Suffice it to say that our opinions have received a bias from the few 
cases that have come under our cognizance. We have certainly seen 
females constitutionally predisposed to consumption, married in appar- 
ent good health, soon* give evidence of tubercular disease, which hat 
steadily progressed to a fatal termination, where as, per admision, preg- 
nancy has been sedulously and successfully avoided. We have seen 
others, married with al! the symptoms of Consumption, cough, purulent 
expectoration, humoptysis, etc., become materially improved by gesta- 
tion ; which improvement has continued for several years subsequent to 
parturition. 

We well remember two cases that made a decided impression upon 
our nind. Two sisters with hereditary tendenoiet, married on the same 
day ; one of them died in a few years of phthisis pulmonaliSt ehildless ; 
the other snccombed to the disease only after she had become the moth- 
er of nine children. We would by no means be understood as saying 
that we believe pregnancy exercises an uniformly salutary influence over 
pulmonary consumption. We would simply be understood at saying that 
we do not believe pregnancy to be necessarily a pathological condition, 
but, under some. circumstances, may exert a salutary influence over dis- 



In the majority of females, the digestive and Msimilative fanotMS 
•re more active during gestation than at other times. Certain itis th»t 
we have seen dyspepsia give way to pregnancy. 

Suppression of the menstrual function in the young girU U is ttno* if 
frequently followed by phtiilsis polmonalis; but that suppression duriag 
gestation has any such tuberbular-developing tendenoies we deuj. For 
in the former case* suppression is a pathologieal ooadiiioov la tho tetter 
h U in.aooojrdance with, a law of nature ; disease follows the ono nod aol 
tlM other.

I have read with marked iaterest, a lecture on this distressiDg oom- 
plaiot at King's College .Hospital, by R. B. Todd, M. D., F. R. S. As 
such an authority justly carries great weight, I beg with all due defisr- 
ence, to express my dissent Trom some of the views of the learned leetarar. 
Whilst I am not disposed to accept intoto, his pathology of Hooping 
Cough, I admit that there is much that is sound in his opinions on the 
subject ; but my intention is to state at once, that I am pursuaded the 
''splashing plan" recommended, is not only injudicious, but fraught with 
danger. Dashing cold water over the thorax in any affection of the lungs 
is decidedly erroneous. When the patient is in a state of asphyxia , the 
sadden dashing of cold water over the face and chest, by causing an in- 
stantaneous effort at respiration may, in a moment, snatch him fnm 
death. But whan the lungs are affected, either functionally or otherwise, 
the application of cold externally has a repellant effect. Now, it is a rs- 
«tf/5tv|^ction that should be produced. That Dr. Tonn looks upon it 
as a refrigerant is manifest since he has not, in the most remote manner 
alluded to the reaction that often results from ihtdoneht* When good 
effects are derived from this form of medication, it is to this cause alone 
that it should be attributed. Cases of consumption, without number, 
have been developed by the exposure of the chest — and many a fashion- 
able belle has thus laid the foundation of this heart-rending disease. In 
all affections of the chest and throat — the practice of Sir Walter Soott, 
(in himself with regard to his frequent throat diseiise,) to the contrary 
notwithstanding, — the thorax should be covered with thick flannel; and 
this even though a flannel shiit be worn next the skin, because the open- 
ing in the front of the latter is never properly closed, and the cold air 
infringes on the part, made more susceptible of the effects of cold from 
every other being protected. The medical man has often to resort to no 
little artifice for the benefit of bis patient, who, Ibrsootb, too often sets 
up his own views in opposition to those of his attendant! To tell him 
that his chest is exposed by the opening in his shirt, at once ezeitee his 
doubts as to the orthodoxy of the change, and he will not obey i But rs- 
c ommend him to wear, under his shirt, a piece of red or ecarlct flannel 
covering the whole front of the chest, and the injunction is at once obey- 
ed, and the marked benefit resulting is wisely) attributed to the eoloar, 
of the flannel. Good is done — that is satisfactory, whatever the patients 
opinion may be. 

Many years ago (at least forty,) cold externally» was prescribed for 
almost all inflammatory disorders, whether internal or on the snrfaoo ; 
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the consequence was, that not a few deaths occurred from the retrocesMion 
of rheuniatisoB and goii«X infltmmatioas. (The celebrated Dr. 6bs- 
oo&Y| of Edinburgh, was a prominent example of the latter.) Bat it was 
in pleuritic inflammation in which the worst effects were produced ; 
for th« cotd instantly increased the cough, then high fever, difficulty of 
brea thing, etc., and cases that would, in all probability, have yielded 
readily to warm external applications, diaphoretics, etc., were converted 
i'Bto^sdnate plearisiee. fiat, as with every other evil, some good did 
YMtilt fVom this indiseriminate practice, inflammations of the peritoneal 
sttrfftM were much benefitted by the employment of cold water. Indeed 
tki« is one of the most valuable applications in all cases of Peritonids, 
•specially of a puerperal nature. But here again, no small degree of 
artfokieBS or deception has to be resorted to. For to prescribe cold to the 
ftbdoncn of the partnrlent woman would be at once, to rise a storm ab- 
out one's ears ; but order worm fomentations, and as Dr. Todd says, add 
spiiito lo ^t water, which will stimmlate, and the injunction is obeyed, 
tiie good people being quite unconscious at the dme that they are most 
•fioctually cooling the part. By the evaporation which takes place, 
. tho heat is abstracted not repelled. Is the manifest relief that follows 
the cooling of the abdomen, to be ascribed to the physiological fact that 
no external air is admitted into the organs . beneath ? And is%e mis- 
oiiief which is done by cold to the chest, to be accounted for because 
&e jBKtemal air penetrates any part of the lungs ? These are questions 
that may fairly be made. But that striking good attends cold applica- 
tions to the abdomen in inflammation of that region, I know to be an 
undoubted and most valuable practical feet. I am quite as satisfled of 
lliis as I am of its most dangerous effects in diseases of the respiratory 
organs. 

I must be pardoned if I farther dissent from so distinguished a prac» 
litioner iahisol>servation, that the effects of Ipecacuanha and Tartar 
Emetic are idenUoal, as both produce vomiting. Now, whilst I repudi- 
ate most emphatically the use of Antimony in children, I am a strenu- 
ous advocate for the administration of Ipecacuanha. And for these 
plain reasons : If it causes vomiting the effects are at once over. The 
substance is ejected, and all the good conseqnences of the emetic are 
obtained ; whereas the poor child makes many violent efforts to rid the 
stomacii of the antimony. It is dreadfully racked by the straining, so 
much so that I have seen fktal collapse and prostration ensue. For this 
reason antimony is to be employed with great caution ; but ipecacuan- 
ha is given with perfect safety, and you manage it as you please. You 
may keep your tender patient under its effects as long as excitement is 
likely to return. Ten grains in a cup. (8oz.) of sweetened water may 
be administered to a child, in tea-spoonfuls, every ten or twenty min- 
ntee, or when there Is the slightest increase of excitement or spasmodic 
action. In diseases of infancy, it is invaluable— nor is it less useful to 
the puerperal patient, in smaH and constantly repeated doses. 
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I have thus hurriedly stated my reasons for differing from Dr. Todd; 
I have now a more pleasing duty to perform, and that is to express my 
entire approbation of his sentiments with regard to the employment of 
epiates in the diseases of children. There is not a more direful agent 
in the whole Materia Medica in infantile disorders than opium, and it 
is employed so indiscriminately and so generally to ''quiet the children" 
and the murders., — for they are nothing less — thus perpetrated, are so 
common, that I cannot refrain from characterizing the injudicious 
giving of opiates to children as a most atrocious and criminal prac- 
dee. 

I have, likewise, much pleasure in corioborating Dr. Todd's opinions 
Mrith regard to the use of Chloroform. I bav* found it an Invaluable 
agent, especially in the spasniodio diseasee of children, but I prefer its 
internal use ; say ten drops of Chloroform with sixty of Tinct. Hyoscya- 
mns — well shaken together — and then add six ounces of water. Of this 
one tea-spoonful may be taken every hour o^ two, as may be required 
by the urgency of the symptoms; in qrgent cases it may be administer- 
ed much oftener, the effect of this powerful medicine must however be 
carefully watched eUe sedative effects may become teo well pronounc- 
ed.

The following is an abstract of an article read before the Kane and Ken* 
d«ll Co. Medical Society, Jan. 18M. 

John Blakx, aged 80, of previous good health, was seized with cholera 
Aug. 12th at noon, 1860 ; he took by advice of his Physician 20 grs. 
calomel and v grs. opii. This was followed by 20 grs. of catechu an^ 
Aoet. ^lumb. x, with opii j gr. every time his bowels moved ; at 8 o'clock 
r. M., bis discharges were frequent, there was also cramping of the infe- 
rior extremities ; he now took Creosote — gtt 40 by injection after each 
evacuation — and gtt. x. every time he vomited^with mustard sinapisms 
over the epigastrium, and his entire surface was rubbed with flannels 
wet with warm water. At 4 p.m., his feet were cold, he complained 
that his room was too tight, and that there was not enough air ; he Was 
accordingly placed between two doors in a current of fresh air, and the 
rubbing with hot water continued : at 6 p. M., he Was restless g«rtdng up 
often ; counsel was called and he took xv. grs. of calomel every time his 
bowels moved, together with Brandy, (^ttinine, and Soda. Under thi< 
treatment his discharges were rather lest frequent, but sciH of the pecu- 
liar rioe water character. At 8 p. «., his extremities were eold and dark 
coloured; there was a huskineeS of the voice; eyes sunken; skin corru- 
gated; he now took Tinct. Capsicum, Ammonia, Ether and Quinine free- 
ly; under this treatment he beeame restless, tossed and pitched about in 
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a most frightfal manner. The windows were now opened, and the rub- 
bing with hot water continued. At 12 o'clock at night his pupils were 
contracted, respiration irregular, frequent vomiting with involuntary dis- 
oharges per reotura ; there was now no pulse at the wrist, and it was 
with difficulty that he could swallow anything ; at 2 o'clock he was 
dead. Having taken in 14 hours 200 grs. calomel— Catechu and Acet. 
lead, one ounce each, with 40 grs. of opii. and Brandy, Quinine and Am- 
monia Q. S. On opening the Dowels the calomel was found lodged in the 
small intestines ; stomach congested. 

Here was a case of cholera treated by what might be called heroic 
treatment. Now was this judicious treatment? In order to fully an- 
swer this question let us inquire what are the most ostensible lesions in 
cholera? In cholera there is a manifest reduction of nervous energy 
from the commencement of the disease ; along with this there is an out- 
pouring of the serum of the blood, which goes 9n until collapse ensues; 
when the blood ceases to circulate in the capillaries, coldness of the ex- 
tremities, indeed of the entire surface, supervenes; here mollicular nutri- 
tion ceases, and mollicular death begins ; the blood from being perverted 
in quality is converted into a poisonous compound incapable of support- 
ing the vital powers. 

Now, whatever may be the cause of cholera, however widely we may 

' differ in opinion as to its probable or improbable nature, nor will all 
agree that there is a manifest failure of the secerning system, a direct 

, failure of the liver, kidneys, skin, and lymphatics ; let ns take of blood 
1000 parts, which contain as we know 784 parts of water and 216 parts 

' of solid and extractive matters, as we have seen in the case ofMr. Blake, 
six hours after his attack he had (and most cases will have) lost six hun- 
dred paru of water, leaving 184 water with 216 parts solid and extrac- 
tive matters : — a compound at once destructive to life. Now if this dis- 
charge of serum is arrested before so much of it is lost as to prove at 
once destructive to life, the case may be said to be a hopeful one, indeed 
a majority of such cases recover ; but if so much fluid is lost as to prove 
suddenly fatal, then we say that we have a malignant case, and experi- 
ence proves that about 50 per cent, of our cases are malignant (so called) 
or fatal cases. If now we had some agent that would sustain the vitality 
of the secerning system thereby preventing the loss of such excess of se- 
rum as to cause death by collapse, then indeed should we rbckon with a 
degree of certainty upon our curative means in cholera. 

It seenis, then, (rom the preceeding remarks thatthe Pathology of Chole- 
ra as here discribed, was recognized in the case ol Mr. Blake; and an 
effort was made, first with astringents and alteratives to stop the leakage 
by astringents, until by the use of calomel the secernents and absorbents 
could be so aroused as to arrest the outpouring of further serum, this ef- 
fort however, as we have seen, proved abortive. 

Now why is it that such efforts when directed as they are in the proper 
channel to secure a recovery, so olten fail ? Is it because the disease is 
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•o ineyitablf fatal in iu nature ? Or ii it beoaasa we fail to apply— at 
the pro})#r tine and plaee^in the moat approved manner, the t 
dies in our hands ? Let ns lae : A man hai eholerai his nervons system 
is depressed ; there is an ont-ponrlng of tha semm of the blood from the 
bowels ; he takes 20 gm. of calomel, which aets as a direct sedatire far* 
ther depressing the neryous system ; the calomel is not absorbed ; he 
takee opiom ; beoemes worse ; takes more calomel with opium and as- 
tringents all that he can swallow; hevomiu; drinks freely of water, 
▼omits again, gets np every time his bowels move repeating the oonges- 
tion ; is rubbed with hot water in a ourrent of eold air. which evapo* 
rates as fast as applied, producing ooldnees of the surface, and thereby 
directly increasing the internal congestion ; becomes restless* entire sur* 
face cold, pnlse a mere flutter; takes (so called) vascular stimulanu fo< 
the purpose of restoring heat to the extremities made odd by toss ol flald, 
these stimulants irritate the stomach and tend to increase the action Of 
the heart and must essentially fail to restore warmth to the surface, from 
the fact, that the fluid of the blood is already lost, and as wo know it is 
altogether impossible to restore heat, where there is a very feeble clrcnla* 
tion or no circuliidon at all. The vasonlar system must be replenished 
with serum before (so called) vaseclar stiroulanu can have any favour* 
able efiect, hence their use in the case before us tends directly to ener* 
vate the vital powers. Well the patient takes more and more of them— 
also takes calomel in large doses— waxes worse ; eyes are now sunken ; 
voice husky ; skin corrugated ; passages Involuntary ; pupils fixed and 
small ; another dose, and yet another, and the patient is dead. 

Now I am persuaded that there is too mnch over-dosing in oholem, 
and that the practice of a majority of our Physicians is most decidedly 
injurious ; it must be admitted that every dose (where that dose is large*) 
taken in cholera, if it fail to exert a favorable or good effect, mast exert 
a decidedly injurious tendency ; and as we have seen in the preceedlng 
case (which may be taken as a type of pracdce of a large majority of 
Physicians, so far as I know) but little good effect was experienced in the 
case of ICr. Blaxb from all the remedies used, but, on the contrary, as I 
believe, decided injury was done. 

Is there not a more reasonable modc'of practice in cholera ? Let tia 



Thomas Saxxwoon, aged 86, of pr^ious good health was seised with 
cholera Sept. 20th, at noon, 1860 ; he took by advice of his physioian v 
grs. of calomel and ii grs. opii ; was not allowed to get up at all ; a small 
quantity of water was given him at mtervals of two hours, and the calo- 
mel and opium was repeated every time his bowels moved. At 4 p. M., 
his discharges Were more frequent, his extremities were getting cold ; there 
was cramping of the inferior extremides, with the peculiar dusky hue of 
skin common to collapse ^ be now took gr. i of calomel in a dessert spoon- 
ful o( water every five minutes ; he still retained the horixontal position, 
and in addition took a hot air bath ; (which eonstsu of a dn pipe two 
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inchefl in diaoMlar but alright mngVetUkea •tove-pi|M, tile lower ex* 
tmrnitj expanded like a fannel and placed over an aledhol lamp— bars- 
inf — the oppocite extremity wae patsed under the bed-elothet. tluovlBf 
a stream of hot air oonttantly into the ^ed around the patient.) 

At 8 p. M^ hit surOioe wae warm; puUe fnller than be(bre; evftcma* 
tions still frequont hm less an quantity and eontaiainir tome bile. 
Patient keeping bis bed as befece* natil 12 o'clock at mfkt« wbes ti>e 
discharges were decidedly bilious; surfaoo warm and moisi— from tfaie 
time he imjurored rapidly nntil he was fully restoted to health. 

Now it will be s^en that in the oaee of Mr. SasBWDon, the horiaotttal 
posture was strietfy maiotaiQed, thereby prerenllng the repeated con- 
gestion that obtains when patients are ailewed te get up at erery moire* 
meat of the bowels. The advantage moreorer of the hot air bath over 
the rubbing with hot water is quite as reel as apparent ; further the ideii 
of giving one gr. of calomel with a spoonful of water every five min- 
utes, nsaking four ounces of water and twelve grs. of dalomel that is re- 
tained in the ^stem every hour — actually filling up the vascular system 
with fluid* and theveby preventing collapse^as weU *e facilitating tho 
operation of the calomel oo the glandular system (more eepeoially the 
liver) is an idea that outweigbe the 40 grain doses of the piesent day 
practiee. It seems to me to be altogether unnecessary to dwell longer 
on the principles of treatment as portrayed in the preoeeding oasea. YoH 
will appreciate the main principle as described in the two cases with 
the remarks appended to them. All that I can say further is that I 
firmly believe that if the principles as exhibiled in the report of Mr. 
SsaaWQoD's case are heeded and acted upon* that there wilt be more 
rfcoveiies fiom cholera ; so confident am I ol this Ihot^ that I am ex» 
ttemely anxious that Practising PhysieianSi every where, diottld keep the 
idens in remembcance and submit tbem to a fair test at the earliest op- 
portunity<— and condemn them if they fail, or confirm them if they sos*- 
tain them in practice* 

I have witnessed some hundred deaths from eholem<**-most 6f them 
treated as was the case of Mr. Blake. I have also wim^sed some casee 
tmated a» was the case of Ut, Smiswoop, who recovered. Numerous 
oases might be reported supporting the latter and condemning the former 
pnotlee. But as I believe (in these days) ^ man can report ftkvotabie 
cases enough to sustain «iiy Practice, it iteeme to me batter to iline* 
trate a principle by the report of a single case, and allow the principle 
to be remembered*-( though the ease be forgotten) than to go in for too 
miitfb self laudation^ by reporting forty casei treated on no particvlar 
principle, all of which might have reoovered by the use of some peeuUar 
combination of remedies by thU particular Physieiaa. 

I believe it is generally admitted that where the cholera psevaiie as 
an epidemic* that the hearse will be busy with the dead. But this gen- 
eral fact does not in the least take from the du^ resting on practising 
Physicians every where, to investigate and treat the disease on the most 
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Df . NsLtON. 

Doar Sir :^Tii« aa«e of Mri. D,| lo w<hom I wmm called on Mondajr »«>• 
niog, December 29th 1868» at 6 ▲. m,* p«eAe&te eome poinu of interest, 
and with tbU view, 1 bucfiedly report it fot your visitable Jofarmcl. The 
patient was 26 yeaira of age ; temperament nervous and tangniae ; of ose* 
diam size and fullness, and usually in peesession of very good heeJsh. 
The history of her attack, as related by herself, is briefly as ibllows s*«- 
Not feeling well on Wednesdayr<»tbe day of the night proceeding her 
sickness— she requested her busbaod to see a Physician and get a pre« 
sjpxiption, bat his health not being good, aad not wishing to expose faim» 
self to the night aiiri he went to a Driig*store and purchased what be, and 
the Clejrk , supposed to be a dc^s of taUmtl, This was taken at ttine or 
ten o'clock, p. M. on retiring to bed. Upon swallowing it a strange sen* 
sation was made on hmr throat, and in an bonr afterwards she w«e 
seized with burning in the stomachy violent retching, and vomiting and 
purging. At eleven o'clock, p. m., she hgd a severe ehii whinh wne 
followed with more or less fever, and in about six boufs a^r taking the 
Mediein€t she aborted, having been two and a* half or three monthe ad* 
vnncedin pregnancy. The following symptoms were preeeot eight 
hours after taking the dose, at which time I was requested to vieit lh# 
patient. She had considerable fejrer, pulso firom 100 to 120, <|ttiek and 
small ; features contracted and anjtions ; lips, montb, and tongue dry* 
and the latter organ ''red as fresh heeC" Her thirst was v^ry urgentt 
and she was incessantly vomiUng a brownish tHimy fluid of the consist* 
ence of egg albumen. The abdomen revealed general tenderness, and 
the epigastrium was highly painful upon pressure. At this jpeniod the 
abdomen was not tympanitic, but became so in twelve or eighteon houii 
afterward. At three o'clock, p. m. Thursday, she had a second rigor 
followed with fever, which oondnued up to the hour of diasolutioni 8uo« 
day, Jan. 1st. 12 m. 

To me it seems quite onnecessary to enter into any special pleading 
to prove the pathology of this unfortanate case. Suffice it to say that 
it undoubtedly was an attack of Acute Gastritis, and tha Ureattnent in no- 
cordanee with this opinion, consisted of cups over the stomach, blister- 
ing the abdomen, the free use of ice, injections of starch water and Tinct. 
Opii into the bowels, and opium in two grain dos^s every three hours, 
having in view the material comfort it afforded the patient. The bow- 
els were moved daily af^er the second day with an enema of castile soap 
and water. Here ^et me remark that the hemorrhage consequent upon 
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tiw abortion « »ttho«gh fr««, roetived no pmrticaUr attentioa from the 
boUef that it might be of rome service in controlling the inflammatory 
action of the stomach. The question now arises, what was the cauat of 
this acute Gastritis ? and I confess it is one to my mind of far more diffi« 
cttlt solution than that relating to the pathology. I have more than 
once pt escribed calomel for her, and am confident that no idiosyncrascy 
existed making it a deleterious or poisonous agent, and this fact, eon pled 
with all the circumstances so pointed and prominent, I am led to the 
Ami ooaviclion that the diseased condition waseaased, in part or in 
.whole, by an inpure article of calomel, or, probably, by some one of the 
•etive irritant poisons. The taste upon swallowing the agent ; the bam- 
iiqf pain in the stomach ; the retching, vomiting and purging ; hef un« 
appeased thirst ; and last, but not least, the suddenness of the attack^^ 
an hour after the dose had been uken— utterly, in my humble estima- 
tion» precludes the idea that the ordinary tnr eommou causes of simple 
idiopathie inflammation of the stomach were operative in the produc- 
tion of this disease. Her health during the day of the night she was ta- 
ken sick was passably good, indeed, I am free to say that no disease 
oxisted requiring calomel or any other agent. The unfortunate patient 
atsonted, as alas ! I fear too many do in these degenerate days, a fear- 
folreeponsibility, and the sad consequeocee to her were anguish, regret 
and death. Let it be borne in mind, that simple idiopathic Gastrids is 
a very rare disease ; of six thousand cases of disease and five hundred 
disseotiofts, Louis never met but a solitary case, and Dr. Watson says 
he nevar saw a case in all his practice. That which we do know of 
aeoto Gastritis has been denied principally from our observadon of the 
Initant poisons upon the mucous membrane of the stomach. The pa- 
tient' died convinced that some ''injurious medicine'* had been taken, 
and her dying request was that it be "inquired into.*' Her husband 
it a man of strict honesty, and above all suspicion, nor do I believe 
the Druggist would do any intentional wrong. 

In conelttsion, I say with sorrow, that in consequence of the stupid 
epposittoa of some of the reladves, and vaccilUtion of others, no post' 
worfem examination was made, although every proper effort compatible 
with professional dignity was put in requisition to secure a result so 
desirable, and as a matter of course, by this interference and trifling 
this report loses nearly all its interest.

He was placed under the following course of treatment : R. Puly. Jai. 
3ij ; Tart. Pot. ^., a tea*8poonful in cold water to be repeated as occa- 
sion required. R. Cort. Peru, 5j > Pulv. Rhei, §iss ; Pulv. calumboB, ^iss; 
Sulpb. Ferri, S^j i Pulv. Zinzibere, ^ss; Proof spiiits Ibj. Digest for 10 
days ; dose, half a wine glass three times a day. B. Bals. Copaibas, §ij ; 
Spit. Nit. Dul. §). One table spoonful a day. The above treatment 
was persevered in for about two weeks, at which time the swelling had 
entirely subsided; the appetite good; bowels regular ; renal secretion 
copious and normal in quality; pulse at the natural standard, and pa- 
tient dismissed cured. 

A. B., aged 40, has been labouring under ascites some three months, 
urine scanty, bowels confined. On the 16th ^f June^ 186?, she was 
treated like the above case, and dismissed cured in three weeks. Sev- 
eral other cases have also been promptly cured in the same man- 
ner.

Tobacco in Specific Inflammation. I clip the following paragraph from 
a secular paper, in relation to the successful treatment of what appear- 
ed to have been a severe case of Glanders in the horse. The writer 
after stating that the throat of the horse was terribly swelled — so that he 
could neither raise nor lower his head more than an inch proceeds to 
•ay: 

**I tried one thing and another, but all to no purpose. Now for a study. 
What will do the thing ? Glanders ; what are the glanders ? Why, it is 
diseased glands; the little vessels that bring the saliva to the mouth and 
the throat are diseased — stopped up, and must be opened. Tobsicco 
will vomit and may Open them. I took half a pound of fine cut tobac- 
co and poured two quarts of warm water on it, and let it soak a few 
minutes, and washed his throat and so on up to the ears, and down his 
throat to his legs and between his fore legs. It made him direful sick, 
and would have vomited him bad it been possible for a horse to vomit. 
In three hours I bathed him again, and the next morning again. The 
final effect was, my horse could put his head to the ground after the sec- 
ond time bathing, and after the third time he could feed as well as ever, 
and is well, and has done better ever since." 

Now, however, much we may difier with the writer of the above at to 
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pathology, I do not doubt bot tbat his treatment was etaenttaUf correet. 
The animal's throat — the whole gland alar system of the throat, was 
specifically and severely inflamed, and no doabt a high grade of symp- 
tomatic fever was present. What were the indications of cure ? 1st. To 
control the inflammation ; and, 2nd. to guard the constitution of the an- 
imal from the debility so apt to ensue when the glandular structures 
have passed into the suppurative stage. In other words, to bring about 
restoration. To fulfil, these indications the horse might have been bled 
largely, and saline purgatives with diaphoretic medicines might have 
been given. But experience has abundantly proved that although such 
a mode of treatment is capable of subduing the local inflammation and 
controlling the symptomatic fever, yet the animal is apt to perish in 
consequence of the ensuing debility, and depravity of the circulating, 
fluids. Suppose then, that a powerful arterial sedative be given, which, 
while it roost efieotually controls the momentum of the circulatioui at 
the same time leaves no permanent depressing effects behind, nor pro- 
duces gastro-enteric irritation.

Throagb the oonrtesjr and kindnoM of onr old friend, Prof. J. M. Cam- 

ifoCHAN, the chief Surgeon, we h&d the pleasure of spending a couple of 
hoars in the above Hospital, over which he has so creditably presided 
for the last four years. Our Readers may not be aware of the extent of 
this Charity ; at the dme of our visit there were no less than 2600 persons 
on the Island, either as padents, nurses or attendanU. Such a vast estab- 
lishment cannot but afford an onlimited field not only for Surgical but 
medical diseases, and such we found it to be. Diseases of every grade 
and variety can be studied borej and also Surgical afiecdons calling for 
tbe boldest and severest operations witnessed. We speak of tbe Surgical 
wards which our tastes and pursuits inclined us to visit more particular- 
ly. There were some dozen or more cases of amputation of the thigh, 
resections of the wrist and elbow joints, the entire removal of the radius, 
the hands and forearms being in spite of these mutilations highly ser- 
viceable; amputadon of the shoulder joint for enormous osteo-canoer 
of the humernSt and numberless cases of operations of less note but not 
less satisfactorily and sciendftcally performed. 

IVe were particularly struck with the large number of patients--ehil- 
dren and adults— laboring under hip joint disease in its various stages, 
and we cannot but highly approve the very radonal and philosophical 
plan upon which they were treated, and that, too, successfully. The 
sufferers are not lashed down to a board, in tbe idle hope of producing 
anchylosis, adding here general to local disease, but they are allowed 
to take such exercise as they can comfortably with or without a eru|ch, 
and the result is that in every one of the eases-^some thirty — we could 
not bat oonnast tba favorable issue of this plan with that I followed by

This Kedieal School is pleasantly located in 18th Street a few steps 
from Broadway. The classes thns far have not been as large as the ac- 
comodations of the building or the qnalifications of the Faculty would 
most unquesdonably warrant. With two ezcepdons they were all stran* 
gers to us. Learning that Prof. Pakkbk, late of the New Hampshire Medi- 
cal Journal, would have a Medical Clinique on Wednesday, we sent our 
card, and were instantly cordially received by the Professor, who wa 
found all that we could desire him to be. Several cases were introduc- 
ed and lectured upon before the Class. The Professor is yet a young 
man, but he has opened to him a field of usefulness wherein he cannot 
but earn a high name. We next attended the Surgical Clinique held 
by Professor Cabnocran. He is fast attaining an enviable posidon as a 
bold, skillful and capital operator, and with all is an excellent thoredcal 
Surgeon. Numerous interesdng cases were introduced to the Class, and 
an operation for entropiuni after Guthrie's method very skillfully per- 
formed upon a very irritable and unsteady patient. He dwelt at soma 
length npon Hip-joint disease, and illustrated his remarks by the exhib- 
ition of a fine specimen obtained one or two days before, wherein there 
was complete dislocation of the head of the femur, a result, which ac- 
cording to Prof. March, never takes place. Should the Albany Surgeon 
have an opportunity of examining this preparation we opine that he 
would alter his opinion which is totally untenable. We have alluded 
elsewhere to Prof. Carnochan's mode of treating this distressing com- 
plaint, and from the experience he enjoys in this affection his opinions 
are endtled to the highest respect and consideration.

Davis showod us seraral large calculi 
(would ]ron eaH them gastrie, Dr. f) or balls made up of hair closely and 
rigbtif paaked and removed from the stomaeh of a cow. We did not 
learn the same of the iithotomlst who presided at the interesting oper- 
ation. We are under obligadons to the Gentlemen of the New York Col- 
lege of Kedtolne for tho courtesy extended to us during our visit. 
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During the first days of the past month we made a short visit to New 
York, and had the pleasure of meeting many old friends, and of making 
several new ones. The first object of interest to us was the University of 
Kbw York. We found Dr. Isaacs, the Demonstrator of Anatomy, and 
one of the Professors of the Summer Session, lecturing upon the Anatomy 
of the Genito-urinary organs before a good class. The Dr. is a thorough 
Anatomist, and has a felicitous manner of imparting bis knowledge to the 
audience. If the Students are not proficient in this department, it cannot 
oertainly be from the want of proper instruction and from the right kind 
of men. 

At two o'clock we found our friend, Prof. Bsdpokd and a large staif of 
intelligent assistants, overwhelmed with business, preparing for the Clin- 
ique. There were some hundred and thirty women and children in the 
reception room; such oases as were of peculiar interest were '^booked" 
for the Cliniqne, and the others prescribed for by the assistants. Walk- 
ing into the theatre we found a large number of Students eagerly await- 
ing the Professor's appearance, and a hearty welcome they gave him. 
Case after case was introduced to the Class and lectured upon, at lengths 
commensurate with the importance or interest of the disease, in that hap- 
py, clear and impressive style for which Prof. Bsdvord Is so much dis- 
tinguished. Several operations were performed in the presence of the 
Students and every facility afibrded for a thorough examination of each 
ease The modut operandi of this Clinique Is remarkable, the willing-

It imparts the 
sensation of an impending fracture. Subject to nocturnal ex- 
acerbations. Not accompanied with alteration of the skin. 
When attacking the femnr it always commences in the lower 
half of the bone, the tumour is fluctuating and forms a body 
with the bone. Diagnosis by seizing the limb with both hands 
and make alternate pressure in an opposed direction. From 
diffused phlegmon : by absence of a base, by existence of cir- 
onmseribed fluctuation, by the situation ot the tumour and of 
the special character of the pain. Pus presents oil globules. 
There is more or less superficial necrosis of the bone upon 
which the abscess exists. Whatever they may be, tlie 
eontiguons articulations to the affected bone preserve almost 
always their integrity, whilst in osteo-myelitis they are ordina- 
rily attacked. Open promptly and largely the abscess; fre- 
quent washing out ; use hydrochloric acid lotion to hasten the 
1 removal of the sequestra. May call for amputation, primitive- 

ly from the local disturbance, or consecutively when the ab- 
scess becomes a cause of constitutional depression. Mercury 
not to be given in young and scrofulous subjects. — ^Boston 
Med. Journal.

LECTURE XLL 

Itotro-yersion of the uterus in a married woman, aged 84 years, the moth- 
er of four children, the youngest two years old ; Dysmenorrhoea. — Sore 
nipples in a piimipara from nursing. — Amenorihcea in a girl, 16 years 
of a|^e, from an atonic condition of the system. — Convulsions in a little 
boy, 2 years old, from excessive general blood-letting ; infantile thera- 
peutiet, general and local depletion, their comparative safety. — Neu- 
ralgia of the right labium externum in a married woman, aged24 
years, the mother of one child two years old. 

Biitro-Tenion of the uterus in a married woman, aged 34 yeKcn^ 
the mother of four children, the youngest two yean 
old— Dysmenorrhoea. 
Mrs. P., married, aged 84 years, the mother of four children, the 
youngest two years old, complains of more or less constant pressure on 
her back passage, and says she has great difficalty in evacuating her 
boweU and bladder. How long, Madam> have you suffered from this 
presaare on your back passage ? Nearly a year. Sir. Are you much con- 
fined in your bowels ? Very much so, Sir, and I always suffer a great 
deal of pain when I have them opened. You say you cannot pass your 
water freely ? No Sir, I am often very much troubled in that way. Have 
you sick itoruaoh ? Yes Sir. Have you a feeling of numbness in your 
lower limbs ; Yes Sir, I feel sometimes as if t could hardly drag them 
along. How are your courses ? They are regular. Sir, but I suffer a great 
deal of pain when I have them. Have you always had pain at that 
time? No Sir, only since I have had this pressure on my back passage. 
The real nature of the case before you. Gentlemen, it would he difficult 
to appreciate without further evidence on the subject ; and this evidence 
ean be furnished only by a vaginal examination. This examination I 
have made^ and the difficulty under which the patient labors is fully re- 
vealed. The pressure on the back passage is occasioned by the falling 
backwards of the fundus uteri upon the rectum, constituting what is 
known as retro- version of the organ. The uterus, you are aware, is di- 
vided into its cervix, body and fundus. The cervix is liable to two forms 
of displacement, viz ; ante-flexion, and retro flexion, in cither of which 
the eenriz is bent as it were on the body like the beak of a retort. 
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These flexions of tfae uterus have sontAttmts bees inittafcen for other dis- 
eases, and more especially for tumors. This latter error it is most im- 
portant for you to guard against, for there is more than one case on re- 
cord in which the knife has been employed for the removal of the aajff 
pQ^ed tumor, when in fact the heedless Surgeon has, through an unpar- 
donable error in diagnosis, exoised the arvix uteri. Tbe f mid us of the 
uterus may be displaced by falling backwards — in the former case, there 
will be ante-version, in the latter retro-version. Retro-version is the 
more common of the displacements, and is also attended with more seri- 
ous consequences, for the reason that constipation and retention of urine 
are generally the uniform and distressing symptoms under an aggravat- 
ed state of this character of displacement. The uterus is situated be- 
tween the bladder in front, and the rectum posteriorly ; the paquet of 
small intestines being above, regarding the upper surface of the fundue« 
whilst the inferior portion of the organ, the os, is encircled by the upper 
extremity of the vagina. The uterus, with these relations, is far from 
being an immoveable organ ; on the contrary, mobility may be said to be 
one of its characteristics, not only in the unimpregnated state, but also in 
the earlier stages of pregnancy ; so that, under the operation of certain 
influences, the various displacements to which it is liable may occur* 
both in the impregnated and unimpregnated condition. Retro-version 
although sometimes met with in the absence of gestation, yet is most 
likely to be observed during the three or four first months of pregnancy, 
and there is a remarkable instance recorded by Hunter in which, from 
the impossibility of reducing the retro- version in a case of gestation, the 
woman died, and on an examination after death the long axis of the 
uterus was found completely wedged in the antero-posterior diamet er of 
the pelvis. 

Causes, Among the causes of retro-version may be mentioned a de- 
formed pelvis with an increased capacity, undue pressure of the viscera, 
particularly the distended bladder, falls, blows, etc, ; and I can well im- 
agine how that ridiculous contrivance of fashion — the destructive corset 
— by its pressure from before backwards, below the umbilicus may act 
as a cause of this displacement. 

Symptoms, There may be a wide difierence in the seventy of the 
symptoms accompanying retro-version of the u terus ; and this difference 
will depend upon one material circumstance, viz : whether the displace- 
ment be partial or complete. In the latter case, all the distressing sen- 
sations will be much aggravated, such as pressure on the rectum, tenes- 
mus, urgent but ineffectual efforts at defecation, a sense of dragging in 
the groins and lumbar region, nausea, difficulty, and sometimes inabil- 
ity to pass water. You ^ ill recollect the connection between the bladder 
and uterus to be as follows : the inferior third of the anrerior surface of 
the uterus, the only portion of this surface which is not covered by peri- 
toneum, is in contact through the medium of cellular tissue with the 
bas-fond of the bladder. 
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With these relations between the two viscera, you can at onoe under* 
stand how, in the event of retro -version, the bladder more or less dis* 
tended with urine will necessarily tend to increase the displacement. 
For example in this case the bladder cannot ascend into the abdominal 
cavity without drawing the cervix of the uterus upwards, and at the 
same time making increased pressure on the retro-verted uterus; so thA 
the bladder itself loses in a certain degree its vertical position, and hence 
the fact that retention of arine is an important symptom of retro-version. 
From the pressure excited on the rectum by the fundus of the womb» 
there is very apt to be an accumulation of feecal matter above, and thl^ 
not only aggravates, but tends to the super-incumbent pressure of the 
fsBces to depress the fundus still lower, thus not only adding to the suffer- 
ing of the patient, but at the same time the difficulty of successful treat- 
ment. Nausea and vomiting are common accompaniments of retro*ver« 
lion ; and it should be particularly borne in mind that not only in retro- 
version but also in ante-version, as well as in retro-flexion andante-flex- 
ion of the uterus, dysmenorrhauL is oftentimes a permanent symptom. 
Nothing can be more important than the recollection of this fact, for it It 
evident, that when dysmenorrhoea is traceable to uterine displacement, 
without a knowledge of the circumstance all medication will be useless, 
if not injurious ; and yet how many women linger on for years with in- 
crease suflering from this form of menstrual aberration, the cause of the 
dysmenorrhcea never having been suspected by the practitioner ! It is 
needlesR to state that in such a case, the remedy for the dysmenorrhcea 
is the removal of the displacement. Hysteria with its multiplied and 
varying phenomena may also be classed among the occasional aecom- 
paniments of mal-position of the uterus; and lastly, partial or complete 
paralysis of the lower limbs may be the consequence, not only of retro- 
version, and the other forms of displacement of the organ, bat also of 
its derangements ftom chronic inflammation, polypus, carcinoma, etc. 
The paralysis in this case may be explained in one of two different 
ways : 1st. When one limb only is affected, it is from pressure on the 
sacral plexures of nerves ; 2nd. When both become paralyzed, it Is the 
result of reflex action of the spinal cord. 

Diagnosis, Is it possible to mistake a retro-version of the uterus ibr 
something else ? I answer, without due caution the practitioner may fall la 
to the error. It may, for example, be confounded with a collection of fte- 
eal matter in the rectum, with a prolapsion o f the ovary into the trian- 
gnlar fossa between the uterus and the rectum, or it may be mistaken 
for an enlargement of the posterior surface of the fundus or body of the 
Qterus. In retro- vers ion, when the finger is introduced into the vagina, 
the cervix will be felt thrown forward, whilst the body and fundus will 
be pressing more or less backwards on thejintestine, and these displaee- 
ments will be greater or otherwise, depending upon whether the retro- 
version is complete or partial. A collection of faecal matter, simulating 
lie fetro-verted uterus, will soon be made to disappear by a brisk purga- 
ive, or an enema. In prolapsion of the ovary, the prominent symptom 
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is pressure on the rectum^-there is no displacement of the cervix or fan- 
dus; and the most certain mode of discriminating between retro-verstou 
of the nterus and prolapsion of the ovar^ is the introduction of the ater- 
ine sound^ which you have seen me employ several times in the CUniqae. 
jffhen the sound has penetrated the cavity of the womb* in case of re- 
tro-version the organ will be made to assume its normal position, and. 
consequently no tumor will be found pressing on the rectum. In pro^ 
lapsed ovary, on the contrary, the introduction of the sound will not f* 
move the tumor, and it will be felt as distinctly as before the sound was 
introduced. In simple enlargement of the posterior surface of the fundus 
or body of the womb, there will be little or no displacement of the cer- 
vix. 

Prof^nosu. In complete retro- version, great difficulty may be encoan* 
tered in overcoming the displacement ; and, under some circumstances, 
the reduction may prove altogether impossible, so that the prognosis will 
not always be of the most favorable kind. 

Treatment, This consists in attempts, through manipulation, to restore 
the uterus to its original position. The patient should be placed on ber 
back or side, the rectum and bladder having been previously emptlodi 
the practitioner then introduces his index and middle fingers into the vsi^ 
glna, carrying them backwards, and when they reach the retro-verted 
organ an effort is made tq push it upwards, whilst at the same time with 
the index finger of the other band he endeavors to depress the cervix. 
This plan, however, though it may appear feasible, often fails, and in- 
deed, I am of opinion, contrary to many authors, that the successful 
treatment of a retro- verted uterus is among the most difficult duties of 
the medical man. There are two other modes, which have been propoe- 
ed, and they have been followed by tolerable success; one consists io th* 
introduction of the intra-uterine pessary of Simpson and Vai^lux, the 
other of the rectal tampon. The latter has proved efficient with Hu«u«im 
^ad others, and consists of a rod 8 or 10 inches in length, with « ti^mpop 
made of old linen at the extremity, this being smeared with oil, is intro- 
duced into the rectum, the object being to press the ratro-vertad fundiM 
upwards, and restore it to ite natural position. Amussat fully appree-iat- 
ing the difficulty of retaining the uterus in sitik after the displacement 
has been reduced, and having tested the failure of the various coutriven- 
ces proposed for this object, has suggested an operation, which baa 
proved highly successful in his hands. The operation is simple and ra- 
tional, and is performed as follows : Having placed the patient iu a eon- 
venient position on the bed, he applies the potas$a cum calce to the pos^ 
terior Up of the os uteri, and also to the corresponding portion ot the va- 
ginal wall ; a slough is soon formed, and falls olT; ulceration of the tW0 
surfaces is the consequence, and adhesion takes place between the vagi- 
na and posterior surface of the m uteri. The efiect of this adhesion of the 
OS posterioily is to draw the body and fundus of the a terns fytwwjdf^ 
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and m^ntain them in tbeir natorai position. I tliink well of this opeia- 
dflii> MAd shall }ww€ reemirse to it is the ease before vs. Now, ray good 
wooMUi if yon will consent to what I think best to do for you, I will en- 
deavor to relieve yoti of yoar sufferings, and restore your womb to its 
proper position. I cannot readily perform the operation here, but if 
yoo say so I will go lo yonr honse, and do what I can for yon. I will 
sahmity Sir, to any thing to get wall. Then, Madam, I will be at your 
hOBse tomoriow at 11 o'clock. 

Bom aipplM In ft primipMm from uondag. Mrs. W., aged 22 
yMurs, married, the mother of one child, fonr weeks old, applies for ad- 
vie* in ooBseqnenoe of the extreme pain she experiences every time the 
efeM i s pat to the breast. How long, Madam, have you suffered from 
this Ijiain ? I begun to suffer from it, Sir, about four days after the birth 
of my ehild, but I am In such agony now that I don*t know what to do. 
[The Professor examined the breasts, and discovered the cause of this 
woman's svffeiings to be sore nipples.] This patient. Gentlemen, pres- 
ents one of the most vexatious annoyances of the Lying-in Chamber, 
and yon will often be baffled in yonr attempts to remedy it. It is a case 
of **9on nipples or as it is sometimes called fissured nipples." The 
suotion of the child's month irritates the delicate integument surround- 
ing thm nipple — inflammation ensues, and then the nipple becomes crack- 
ed or Assured. Every time the child is applied to the breast, the fissure 
k opened, bleeds, and is a source of intense suffering to the patient. The 
application of the child to the breast under these circumstances is a 
oonstant struggle between maternal affection on the one hand, and phys- 
kid distress on the other. This affection proves obstinate and rebellious 
to remedies for the reason that while the child continues to nurse, there 
is no time for the healing process ; the fissures are being constantly op- 
ened afresh and hence oftendmes the protracted duration of the malady. 
It is said that the prevention of disease is a great point in medicine, 
and I think the maxim is fully exemplified, and presents peculiar foroa 
in the question now under consideration. It Is a good practice, and 
one which I am in the habit of pursuing to prepare the nipples for 
nursing — this is what is termed the process of ''hardening," and is a very 
simple matter. About two months before the expected confinement, 
direct the female to make gentle traction on the nipple with the finger 
and thumb at least once or twice every day-^or ftiction with brandy and 
water, Tincture of Myrrh, etc. Under this treatment, the integuments 
lose their irritability, and are enabled to resist the impression of the cbilds 
mouth. This, however, is merely the preventive treatment ; let us now 
what is to be done when the affection really exists. Ther» is a long 
c^tdogue of remedies for sore nipples — ^but unfortunately they are more 
numerous than efficient. As I have before remarked to yon, the only 
dificttlty in the aucoeasful management of these cases, is the constant 
zapaation of the cause of the inflammation, viz-^he nursing of the in- 
iknty so that In an attempted treatment of this affection, we are reminded 
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somewhat of the web of PsNK»>FB-^what is done by iii|^t> is niidone 
hy day. Sboold your atteotion be called to a case of this kiftd befoee 
the "fifsares" have formed » when there are simply jredoess and pain in 
the nipple you will ocoaslonAlly be enabled to ar«est farther progress by 
Ihe nse of some mild astringenti such as the following : Alum whey ; Sul* 
phate of Zinc gr. ij to §i of rose water ; Tinoture of Catechu or myr<^ * 
a solution of Borax ; Tincture of Ktno, etc. When the <*fiesiures'' bnv# 
Ibrmed, I have foand nothings as & local applioation, superior to the bI- 
trate of silyer 10 gr. to §i of water. If the mother's health should do* 
cline from the suffering incident to this affection, it will be absolutely 
necessary to wean the child, or provide for it a wet>nurse. Sometimes 
I have succeeded in rellevlog this affection by suspending, for two di 
three days, the application of the infant to the breast with a view of al- 
lowing the fissures to heal; but you must recollect that in sooh ease youf 
will be between Sylla and Ckarybdistfoi whilst, through the temporary 
withdrawal of the child from the breast yon may succeed in reieiving 
the sore nipple, you may without due caution, inflict upon your patient 
a more serious malady-^ Jlfammary abscas. Therefore, in all soch in* 
stances, remember that you are to adopt at once those remedies best oair 
enlated to prevent engorgement of the milk ducts, which is the true cause 
of milk abscess. These remedies are the following : Gentle frictions on 
the breasts with warm oil, which will tend to promote a flow of milk 
through the nipple, and thus prevent undue disteusion ; and at the earns 
time, you must not neglect the eapital point, under such circuroetanoea» 
of purging your patient with saline medicines — Nothing better for tbi4 
purpose, than the following, of which a wineoglass may be. taken as oo* 
casion may require : 

R. Sulphat MagnesisD §iss ; 
Infus. Rosar G. |viij. Ft. sol. 
'Be careful that the patient is restricted in the quantity of her drinks, 
whilst the infant is weaned from the breast. Nipple shields to which 
is attached the oow*s teat, or the gutta percba teat are highly recom- 
mended<^but according to my experience, in the great majority of in- 
stances, they are useless. 

Amenoxrhcea in a girl 16 yaara of age, from an atonio oonditioft 
of aystein. Mary W., aged 16 years, whose case was reported in the 
April Number of the Lancet, reports herself much improved in health. 
If you will turn, Gentlemen to your Note- books, you will find the de* 
tails of this case, and you will, I am sure, be pleased at the result of the 
treatment. It was an example of amenorrhcBa from debility of con- 
stitution, and the remedies suggested, it appears have the desired ef- 
fect. 

OonvnJaioiis in a little boy 2 yean old, from exoewlTe gwiei^ 
al Uood-lettiiigi infantile tberapentioih-general and looel d#ple* 
tlon— their oomparative Ba£Bty. 
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John W., aged 2 years, is brought to the Cliniqoe by his mother^ whQ 
•ays he had an attack of pleurisy about three weeks ago, was bled twiee 
in one day from the arm, and in one boor after the second bleeding, be 
became restless, roiling about the bed, and was very soon attacked with 
convulsions. Was that the first time your child had an attack of con* 
vulaions ? Yes Sir, he was always a healthy fine boy until he took the 
pleurisy; and he was bled so much that I am sure it nearly killed him. 
How many convulsions has he had since he was bled ? Six, Sir. He apr 
pears to be very weak does he not ? Yes Sir he is not like the same child. 
This case, Gentlemen, is one of unusual impoctanoe in a practical point 
of view, and I am happy to have an opportunity of presendng it to yon 
as it affords due an occasion to make a few general remarks on the sab* 
ject of infantile thehipeutics, than which there is no topic of deeper itt* 
terest to the practitioner, who proposes to devote himself to the treat- 
ment of the affections peculiar to infancy. There are in the system of 
the young child certain prominent and characteristic features, both phys- 
iological and pathological, which are not only important to be remem- 
bered, but which are lucid commentators of the normal and morbid phe- 
nomena peculiar to that tender age. You all understand the preponder- 
ance and extraordinary activity of organic life in the young in- 
fant — and your attention has been often called to the extreme sus- 
ceptibility of the nervous system, especially the mtduUa spinalis^ which 
is the active and ruling nervous centre of this period of existence. If the 
young child enjoy a high degree of organic life, and be enabled in this 
way, through the activity of the nutritive processes, rapidly to develope 
the various tissues of the system — it must be remembered, also that ;ltf 
powers are easily prostrated either by disease or injudicious medication^ 
In a word, the vital forces of the infant are readily depressed, but they 
have at the same time great facility of recuperation. There can be no 
doubt, and the fact is almost universally admitted— that the child sus- 
tains blood-letting badly ; iu nervous' system, from its striking suscep- 
ltt>ility, beoemes affeoted in a very murked nianfier, and aniong t&e pii«^ 
nomena indicative of this form of exceseiye depiction will be jaeiitati64 
and convulsions, and the latter are more likely to oeoor'if e^oope should 
have been produced. Theie is an intereitinif conneetion betweeh con- 
vulsions and losses of blood, and the ccmbectioli has bete abnndaiitlf 
established by experiment. When an ainrafal is bled to death, hs db«H 
Itttlon is preceded by convulsive spiasms-^both Sitt O&alxjI Bslet a^ad 
ll4'KauAiJi Hall have shown that the oonvirfsion is not the oonseqdenee 
of loss of blood sustained by the brain, but by the spinal raarioiw. Yovi 
tberaiorer perceive tho necessary and direct oonneotlon betwocB the'vas^ 
cular and neryoos aystems, and when yon r«oolleet th6 p9(m\hatktm'ot 
the latter in the young child, you cannot but appreciate the valu* of 
great judgement iu the employment of so powerful a depressor as general 
blood-letting. Whilst I would uot, io all oases, iAterdiet a resort to the 
ltttitt«t in the tr^tmoat of inlkiillle disoiases, yef I woitld tay to youh— ^' 
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earefulf you have in that instrument a d§uble edged-wtapon, ont which in im- 
eautioHshaiuiSf may produce disastrous results. 

Asa general principle allow me to suggest that, when bleeding is in- 
dicated in the child, locat is preferable to general depletion ; bat yoa 
are to bear in mind that serious results may also arise from the abstrae* 
tion of blood locally, if not confined to proper limits. The great point, 
Gentlemen, which I desire to impress on you is this — the yonng child is 
inadequate, from the peculiarity of his organisation, to sustain large 
bleedmgs — and when the abstraction of blood is indicated, all things be- 
ing equal, local fh lieu of general blood letting should be resorted to. 
It is not, perhaps on this occasion out of place to caution you against 
the too free employment of blisters in the treatment of infantile disease; 
Mrithout great caution in their use they do much harm. The loss of sleep 
produced by their local and constitutional irritation is most injurious 
to the child ; besides much is to be apprehended from the seeondary ef- 
fects of the Cantharides, viz : ulceration and gangrene. In the ease of 
the little boy before us, I have no doubt that we have an example of con- 
vulsions from irritation of the medulla spinalis, caused by the excessive 
abstraction of blood. The therapeutic indication here is to fortify the 
system and endeavor by appropriate treatment to regain the loss which 
has been sustained. How are your child's bowels, my good woman } 
They are quite regular, Sir, but he has no appetite, and is very restless 
at night. 

Treatment, I would recommend for this child the following coarse of 
treatment : 

R. Syrup lodid. ferri, |j. 
Ten drops three times a day — and the nourishment to consist of animal 
bioths, lamb-chop, beef steak, the yolk of a soft boiled egg, etc. In or- 
der to procure sleep, and at the same time with a view of quieting the 
nervous systems he should take at night 16 or 20 drops of the follow- 
ing: 

R. Tinot. Hyosoyatn. ^ss. 
Nanralgia of the right lafahun ccKtaranm in a manled wonm, aged 
24 yeari. Mrs. E., whose case was reported in the Larcxt for April, 
returned to the C Unique to-day, and says she has been very mneh re- 
lieved by the treatment, which had been reoommended for her. Ton 
will not, Grentlemen, have forgotten this case — ^it was one of exoesilTe 
pain in the right labium, and all that was recommended was an issue on 
the side of the lumbar vertebrfis with strong nitric acid. Yon will re- 
member the reasoning employed on the occasion, and the return of thk 
patient with the avowal of improvement is satisfactory evideooe that 
there was a good basis for the remedy suggested. It is an iostrac* 
ive example of disease, and the result bo far has been most satisflio- 
tory, 

[In addition to the above, the following cases were presented at this 
ClUiique: Dysmenorrhaea ; polypus uteri; spina bifida; puralent opthal- 
mia ; crusta lactea; monorrhagia ; phlegmasia alba doieni ; Hjdfttidt of 
the uterus ; trismus nascentium, etc. 
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It is a remarkable fact, that wherever the human race ezistty m what- 
ever clime or ooDdition, whether in the highest state of mental onltivation 
or the first dawnings of civilization, the custom prevails of producing, bf 
different means and ways, an artificiatly excited state of mind* whioh 
in its extreme and most pernicious form* we call drunkenness. 

The Mexican enjoys hii Maguey- wine or Pulque ; the inhabitant af 
Chili, his Palm-wine; the Tartar his cumiss ; the inhabitant of the Or- 
inoco and Amazon, his beverage from chewed maie. All these drinks 
are intoxicating, and resemble those in general use by us, inasmuoh as 
the active t>rinoiple is alcohol, always the product of decomposition of 
sugar (fermentation,) either direct or indirect, starch having been pre*- 
viously converted into sugar by the action of diastase (manufacture of 
beer, whiskey.) 

The greatest luxury for the Peruvian mule -driver, is Coca, the leaves 
of an American shrub (Erythroxylon Coca,) the active principles * of 
which bring on a stupid, dreamy condition for days. The use of intox- 
icating drinks made out of red Agaric (Agaricus muscarius) in the north 
of Siberia, and of a species of pepper (Piper mestysticum) in the South 
Sea Islands, the smoking of opium in the South oi Asia, or of an extrac 
of hemp in Africa, are in reality nothing else than a narcotic poisoning 
which when frequently repeated, results in complete physical ruin. Our 
intention is, however, to consider here more particularly the history and 
chemical properties of Coffee and Tea which are m such general use at 
the present time. Coffee is the well known dried seeds of the fruit of a 
tree (coffea Arabic a) cultivated in the East and West Indies and Brazil. 
It is commonly believed that coffee was first used in Arabia, during the 
fifth century ; but it has been known in Abyssinia from time immemor- 
ial. 

In the year*L554, a great tumult was caused in Constantinople, by the 
extraoidinary success of the first coffee houses thrown open to the pub- 



* H WackknRodkt recently examined Coca-leaves and found tan- 
nin, aromatic Oil, Gum, Resms but was unable to detect any alka- 
loids. 
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He ; tbt powerftil eUrg/ thraatmied th« saltan iu oem of his noa-lnter- 
ftrenoCf at thorn Mtablishmonu were crowded daj and night, whilst 
the moaqaet wfrf fll forsalcftt mad emptf, Tk» folt^o tried to calm the 
anger of the ^ergf by laying % heavjr tax on the sale of this new bever- 
age, and availed himself thereby of one of the most profitable sources of 
ravenne; but. In spite of every precautionary measare, the nse of 
ooifea soon ^e«f|naui very i^n^rfl and epread all through En- 
rope. 

In the East coffee was even employed in pablio worship, for the pur- 
pose of keeping people awake during prayers on the holy nighty (in the 
month Ramadant. 

It was distiibated in imall dishes ; b«t H became to some orthodox Ma- 
hommedans an object of deep hatred and even gave rise to theological 
disonssioni-^e adversaries of eoftee going so far as to assert that the 
Ihees of chose subject to ooffee drinking were on the day of resurrection, 
blacker than roasted ooffee ; but as women according to the Koran, are 
•xelnded from paradise, they should be permitted to enjoy their favorite 
beverage. 

In 1662, a Greek erected the first coffee house in London, in St. Mich- 
ft^'s Abbey, on the spot where we find at present the Virginia Coffee 
bouse. To Paris, coffee was first brought in the year 1609, and the first 
ooffee bonse opened In 1672, in St Oermain, one of its suburbs and in 1688 
Another was opened in Vienna. 

The total annual eonsumption of coffee may be fairly estimated at 600, 
600,000 pounds ; of which more than half (260,000,000) is consumed in 
Europe. 

The use of tea has been known in China irom the earliest ages ; in- 
deed, tradition in the third century refers to it in the following waiy : A 
pious hermit, who during nightly watching and praying, was often over- 
whelmed with sleep, being indignant at the weakness of the flesh, cut off 
his eye-lids and threw them on the ground ; but a God caused the tea 
shrub to grow out of them, whose leaves, showing the form of eye-lids 
iHnged with lashes, have in an eminent degree the property oi banishing 
sleep. 

All tha different varieties of Tea are from two species of the same 
genus, Thea Chinensis and Vlridis. According to some botanists, these 
are but two varieties of one and the same species ; the difference depend- • 
ing on the mode of culture, preparation and soil. The same leaves fur. 
nlsh black tea, when after drying, they are roasted over an open fire ; and 
green tea results, when the leaves are caused to wither, by the action 
of steam, and dried at a much lower temperature. Warrington proved 
that all the green Teas imported into England were coate^ with a green 
powder, composed of a yellow dye (Curcuma? ) and Prussian blue, the 
deep color of which is rendered light by an admixture of Piaster of Pa. 
ris, etc. He ascertained likewise, that the bloom and tint characteristic 
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of different sorts oi tea is imparted by a mixture of gypsum aod some 
appropriate coloring matter, hence all the Teas exported are adulter- 
ated. 

In commerce the teas are sometimes adulterated with other leaves or 
their color (especially of teas damaged at sea) improved by the addition 
of salts of copper or Chrom-yellow. To get rid of most of these injuri* 
ous chemical admixtures it suffices to shake the tea dry or better with 
the addition of cold water on a Mousselin cloth. Teas washed thus as- 
sume after drying quite a different color, and green teas appear almost 
as dark as black teas. The first tea was broughc to Europe, iu the year 
1610, by Dutch^merchants. At the commencement of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, the Russian embassador returning from China received as a pres* 
ent, in return for his beautiful sable-skins, a package of dried green 
leaves ; which being regarded merely as a useless curiosity, he brought 
to Moskow, where an aqueous decoction of the tea, for such it was, met 
with great approbation as a refreshing beverage. In 1664 the English 
East India Company thought they were making, in two pounds of tea, 
a very valuable present to the King of England. 

Tea drinking became much sooner popular in England than in Scot- 
land, probably for the following reason. In 1685 the widow of the Duke 
of MoNTMOUTH Sent a pound of tea to one of her relations in Scotland, 
where it was as yet quite unknown. It was closely examined, and the 
learned head-cook gave his final decision in pronouncing it a dried 
herbf he was told to prepare this costly product for use according to his 
best knowledge ; the kitchen artist gave directions to have the vegetable 
boiled ; the water was accordingly thrown away and the herb served up 
in the form of spinage, the numerous guests invited found this new and 
rare dish however not at all to their liking, hence the tea suffered much 
in its reputation. In China and Japan, about 400,000,000 pounds of tea 
are annually consumed ; while the whole export is estimated only at 60, 
000,000 pounds. * 

The same fondness that the Chinese has for bis deoocdon of t«a is 
shown by the population of South America, for a similar beverage, call- 
ed Mate or Paraguay-tea, made of the leaves of a Brazilian shrub (It* 
ex Paraguayensis,) ajad known there from time immemorial. At 
a substitute for it they use frequently Gaaranai &o called, a kindol cofiiM 
prepared from the seeds of Paullinia sorbilis. 

When the Spaniards first came to Mexico, they learnt the use of a 
drink called Chocollatl prepared from the seeds of a tree (Theobroma 
Caco) which was nothing else than our present Chocolate, f That 
have the articles above described, the discovery of which rests in ob« 
scurity, been gradually adopted as a kind of nutriment, and have ccM:n« 



*- Tlie so oallcid brick tea, consisting of inferior tea leaves and the rub* 
bish of better varieties with various admixtures constitutes in the mid- 
dle of Asia one of the most common articles of food which is boiled in 
watar nixed with fat and eaten. 

tChoeoIate is a mixture of roasted Cacoa beans with sugar^and spices* 
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tobe regarded as an indispensable necessity of life. Their ohoioe wbicb 
was made every where rather instinctively than Trom reasoning and re- 
flection, must surprise us the more when wa consider the results 
chemistry arrived at in regard to the character and properties of these 
drinks. 

The active principle of Coffee was found by Runoe, to consist in a 
highly nitrogenous substance (016 HIO N4 04) called caffetne, anoth^ r 
chemist discovered a similar substance in tea, to which he gave the 
name otfiieine ; this same body was proved then to exist in Paraguay tea, 
caffeine was found in Garana and Jobst clearly showed caffeine to ba 
indentical with theine; in Cacao, a substance called thtobromifu (C14 H8 
N4 04) was discovered, which though of a somewhat different com- 
position, is closely related to theine (theobromine contains, as observed 
by its formula, C2 H2 less, and is prepared from Cacao beans like theine.) 
Hence we see with surprise, that the active properties of these drinks, 
in such general use all over the globe, belong in small proportions, to on* 
and the same substance. 

Theine is prepared by treating the aqeous extract o( tea * with sub- 
acetate of lead, the mixture is filtered and in the filtrate the lead remov- 
ed by sulphuretted hydrogen, and the liquid evaporated, when the theine 
is deposited in white transparent needles. It is easily soluble in alcohol 
and ether, in boiling water but much less so in cold water ; it tastes 
slightly bitter, and is inodorous; melts at 178oC unaltered; shows slight- 
ly basic properties, and must be ranked among the alkaloids. 100 parts 
of tea or fresh coffee contain from 8-6 parts of theine ; green tea more 
than black tea, owing to the different modes of drying; fresh coffee much 
more than roasted by which process we improve its flavor and render 
it more easily to be pulverized, but it loses thereby a portion of iu 
theine. 

The roasting ought to be performed in closed vessels and the tempera- 
ture should never exceed 200oC., the coffee will then Lave assumed a 
chesnut color and sustained a loss of about eighteen per-cent, and while 
hot it should be packed in tight tin boxes, f In fresh coffee, the theine 
tdgether with Potassa, is combined with Chlorogenio acid resembling tan 
nic acid and likewise called caffeo tannic acid, to a doubfb salt. Besides 
fatty substances, sugar, gum and a trace of a volatile oil (eliminated 
during torrefaction and whence coffee, together with empyrenmatio pro- 
ducts derives its aroma) we find in coffee vegetable caseine (legumine) 
which mostly united with lime, does not dissolve in our common coffee 
extract, but may be saved as a highly nutritious substance, by the ad- 
dition of a very small quantity of Soda, of the size of a pea to a quart 
of coffee, rendering it soluble. In the ashes of coffee, amounting from

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8 U 6 per oeot we find Oarbonate and sulphate of potaesa, Chloride of po- 
tassium, carbonate and phosphate of lime, Magnesia, oxide oi iron, man- 
ganese and Silica. 

The namerous substitutes mixed with or used for coffee— the roasted 
root of Clchrium Intybuso. roasted rye, rice, etc., are all objectionable, 
bat the poorer classes, to which their use is mostly confined, seem 
to make often little or no distincdon betweeen strong aud black cof- 
fee. 

In tea we find, besides theine, commcm tannic acid precipitating per- 
salts of iron black (ink) and a similar one, Boheic acid, it also contains 
gum, &t. Chlorophyll and vegetable caseine, which does not pass in the 
oommoo tea decoction, its union with tannic acid rendering it insolu- 
ble, but the addition of a little Soda restores its solubility. * 

The flavot of tea is caused by a volatile yellow oil, which has in its 
isolated state in an eminent degree, the taste of tea and acts powerfully 
on the nervous system, burns in the throat, causes trembling, eic. The 
effects of tea decoction are to be ascribed partly to this oil. Oreen tea 
contains about one per cent ; black tea, owing to the higher temperature 
applied in drying, a half per cent. The most advantageous method of 
extracting tea and coffee for family use, infusion with boiling water in 
a closed vessel, to save the aroma, is obvious from their chemical com* 
position from which likew ise results that these drinks have to be taken 
while warm* The addition of milk which has to be boUed, will much in- 
crease their nutritive qualities. 

In the ashes of tea are found the same inorganic constituents as in 
coffee. 

Fa tare investigations and experiments have to decide whether coffee 
and tttLi in a medical point of view, are really innocent substitutes, as 
■•eommended by the pious father Matthew, for alcoholic drinks, unfor- 
tnnately so frequently adulterated in this country. The few and only 
experiments on the human system with pure theine known to me, are 
tliose of Prof* 0. O. Lxhmann in Germany, f who, in common with some 
of his papils, took from two to ten grains, causing the following symp- 
toms : — viz : violent excitement in the vascular and nervous systems, pal- 
pitation of the heart, frequent and irregular pulse, oppression in the 
chest, headache and ringing in the ears, sleeplessness, sparks before the 
eyes, visions, conl^sion of the senses and delirium. Some individuals 
were mote, others less affected ; and some rendered quite unfit for any 
kind of labor on ^e following day. It excites the functions of the kid- 
neys, canslng an increased urinary secretion. 

What signification coffee and tea have in the process of nutrition is

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yet unknown ; but it appears that these articles containing such bighl/ 
nitrogenous compounds, * must have some bearing on the natural vitaf 
changes going on in the system, and that they can supply some want in' 
that unnatural condition of society to wMch the poorer classes of Europe 
are subjected. 

We know that efficient food must be of a two- Ibid eharacter. It mtnft 
contain nitrogenous compounds [plastic elements, LiebigJ such as 9.U 
bumen. caseine, fibrine necessary for the formation of blood, and non-ni- 
trogenous substances, elements of respiration, Liabig, such as fkt; sugar, 
gum, etc., which furnish principally the necessary means of resistanco 
against the action of Oxygen, which uniting during respiration with sour* 
parts of the body, strives constantly to destroy [oxydiase] our tisstte« *nd 
organs, whereby invariably the common products of combustion [car- 
bonic acid and water] are formed and exhaled. This process is the 
source of animal heat. The model representative of nutriments, inclu- 
ding all that is necessary to sustain life and develope the young ani* 
mal, we have in the milk ; the composition of vithich we give in the fol- 
lowing scheme :—

It is well known that the laboring classes ef Europe are oAaB«anpMi« 
ed to live alm-bst exclusively on potatoes, rice, froit, ate. Theee imge^ 
ables, which contain mere traces of plastie elements, ar^ insuAoient te 
nutrition ; so much so that physiologists, aoquainted wHh the mode of 
living in many instances of destitution are pnzsled to dlsfeovef'^ w b en o fc 
the nitrogenous compounds are derived that are required to bmild tf|r 
our constantly to be renewed organs [change of matter.! 

Now we find, that the poorest classes, in whose dicttonaTy the word 
*'bread" is not to be found, depend the most obstinately on the nse of cof« 
fee and tea, for imparting a sense of refreshment and new strength. le 
it not more than probable we may ask, that the instinct of mcnai, tm^ 
reaching science, discovered in those articles, in somte measdrd, eabeti* 
tutes to balance the want of proper food ? Or have we to ftsetibe t# 
them a function entirMy distinct and to adopt besides {dasde and r^]tf r- 
atory nutriments a third class as "stimulants" acting directly and favor* 
ably on the nervous system and thereby retarding the vital changes going 
on in some parts of our body ?

Cast, A. G., aged twenty one, nnmarried, was reeeired into the Hos- 
pital March 6th, being advanced six months in prf>gnancy ; at the tim« 
of admittance she complained of wandering pain:) in Back and Loitts, 
and told the nurse of Lying-in Ward she had beKn taking a great deal 
of Medicine for the purpose of procuring Miscarringe, and bad also »t 
the same time been under treatment for venereal disease. 7th. Upon 
anscuUing the abdomen, I coulil deteot no sound of the Festal heart. An 
examination per vaginam enabled me to feel sutres of F<atal craniam 
mnch overlapping ; Soalp very moveable. In the same evening labor 
pains oame on and she was deUvered of a still born <:hild, which I should 
jadge had been dead for four or five days. Outiiie entirely detached 
from body , in many places, and in other situations elevated by a dark 
saoious matter horribly offensive. In exerting slight traction on the cord 
it gave way within a couple of indies of its insertion, some hemorrhage 
afterwards coming on, I introduced my band and extracted the placenta 
which was partly out of the cavity of the womb ; it was in such a disor- 
ganized state and so soft as to resemble coagulated Itlood, also extremely 
foetid. In order to produce a permanent contraction of the womb I ad- 
ministered a drachm of Wine of Ergot followed in fifteen minutes by a 
second dose, th^succeeding twelvi.' hours she appeared perfectly com- 
fortable, the discharges from the womb however, Wfre profuse, dark and 
offensive. March 9th. Had four dejections from the bowels during 
the day, small and yellow in character; complnined of some pain 
on prebsure over left Iliac region. Pulse 100, small. Prescribed 
01 Ricini c. Tincture Opii m xv., to be followed in one hour 
by,*

Injections were thrown out as soon as administered ; incessant 
desire to evacuate the bowels ; discharges of a dark shreddy appearance 
and very offensive, resembling in some respects coffee grounds; pulse 
180, presenting a peculiar thrill; features sunken and Hippocratic ; ad- 
ministered 01.] Terebiuth in the dose of m. xv mixed with mucilage 
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every four hours. Continue cal. c. ^pium powders. 2l8t. Sadden cas- 
sation of all pain ; pulse hardly perceivable; cold perspiration ; dis- 
charges from the bowels copious with more or less coagula of blood. 
Sub sultus Tendinum; eyes rolled upwards and inwards; intellect clear; 
administered brandy every half hour. In the evening of same day she 
died. 

Aiilopsy six hours after death. Abdomen tympanitic, ao cmnciation 
of body. On opening peritoneal cavity, small fllamentoas adhctiooy 
were seen passing in all directions betvieen the great oaentnm and 
peritoneum lining abdominal parietes, the latter wne tbielbtncd and in 
some plaeas covered with patches of false aembraiic. Great oman- 
turn was boaad down by strong band* laterally to peritoneam llniog Ibt 
abdomen, infeiioily to anterior surface of the uterus, and beneath U wm 
perfectly glned to the intestinas. On fepeiating the lateral e48^ w 
came npon several distinct abscitsses, with distinct waiU; Uicy poota|«« 
ed a thick purulent fluid of a greenish yellow coloar; the evifaciM mt 
the small intestines were of a dirty green colcur and adherent together 
in eYoty direction. Mesenterie glands enlarged and in some eituatione 
in a state of suppuration. Upon raising the intestines a large qnamltgr 
of a dirty brown fluid mixed more or less with blood excessively fmtid 
was formed in most depending sitnaiions on the posterior part of the 
abdomen ; this matter appeared very similar to that passed from the 
bowels before death, and the same kind ol eflusion was contained in the 
pelvic cavity. 

Externally the uterus was of a reddish coloar, enlarged, and upon try- 
ing to seperate it from its attachraenu broke down under my finger, sim* 
liar in this respect and producing the same sensation as hepatized lung ; 
on opening it, its inner cavity appeared of a darkish pink colour, very 
rough and ragged, the lining membrane in some situadons perfectly de- 
tached, in others filaments of organized material crossing in difierent 
directions. 

I could detect nothing abnormal in the vagina ; nymph» mnoh enlai" 
ged and several warty growths on their inner side. On examination of 
the intestines, the great amount of disease appeared to be in the lUmn. 
Oommeociog at the iliocsscal portion ; peyer's patches were |n a stnt^ 
of ulceration ; in following up the ilium the whole inner surface presr 
ented signs of the same destructive process, in some places these ulcer- 
ations were well defined, in others extensive, irregular, penetrating the 
mucous and attacking the muscular coat. About twelve inches from the 
csBoal extremity there was an ulceration with perforation immediately 
into the peritoneal cavity ; the opening externally was bonaded by a 
round, smooth and raised border, oval in form and about a sudeentb Cif 
an inch in its longest diameter ; higher up was anotheri which difftfd 
from the former in not passing dinctly throvkgh^ bat pursuing a a ebUque 
direction. The kidneys and liver were enlarged and exeeedinf ly seA, 
breaking down under the finger with the least preesnre; s t ew e t h nnd 
lungs healthy. 
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Sueh were the mo^tt important features in this aatopsy, and they 
were indeed qaite sufficient to prove to me the cause of death. The 
sadden cessation of p:iin before dissolution was, I suppose, owing to 
gangrene supervening. Her intellectual faculties were clear to the last; 
she declared to me positively that no instruments had been used for the 
purpose of procuring miscar inge. 

In the left iHae region, where she always complained of most trouble, 
I was surprised at nor finding a greater advancement of the disease, the 
adhesions I think, were stronger on this side, but in no other respect was 
tiiere any marked difTerance. 

This is the first case of Puerperal Fever we have had in this Institu- 
tion for some twelve months. Erysipelas has not been prevalent, with 
the exception of a few- scattered cases and these not of a rery severe 
form ; now with regard to the cause, I will leave it to older heads than 
my own to judge; I thought it might be from the absorption of putrid 
matter caused by the pressure of the fcetus in the uterus in a state of 
decomposition, or som^ portions of the disorganized placenta retained ; 
Of might it not be that the medicines given to procure miscarriage had 
some influeDce ? 
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RECOVERY WITHOUT THJ: USE OF THE TREPHINE. 

Dr. Nelson. 

Dear Sir ; — Having this moment perused a communication from Prof. 
Cakpenteb, of the University of Vermont, upon Fracture of the Cranium, 
I am induced to give you the report of a similar case which lately fell 
under my observation. 

On the 6th of April 1854, 1 was called to see Gsooan, 16 years of age, 
who had been struck upon the head by a round flint stone of a pound 
weight, and thrown by a boy 18 years old. Concussion was the instan- 
taneous result, and the boy remained some thirty minu*^^es in a state of 
insensibility. Consciousness had however returned before I saw the 
patient ; both tables of the cranium were driven in — 2 to 2 1-2 inches — 
and the detached portion wa*s in fragments, one quarter of an if»ch be- 
low the cranial surface and pressing upon the dura mater; pulsations 
could be distinctly felt by applying the finger upon the tumour. The 
fracture occurred at the anterior portion of the left parietal bone near 
the sagittal suture. The scalp was contused and puffed over the frac- 
tured portion. The boy being conscious and without any symptoms of 
compression, I determined to witbold trephining till they should become 
manifest; neither did he complain of much pain unless pressure was 
made over the seat of injury. 

The treatment consisted in bleeding ten hours after I saw him ; cold 
applications to the head ; quietude and a dark room ; bowels to be kept 
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ki a soluble condition. Oa the tbird day tbera was alifht dMiriam and 
intolerance of light which, however, subsided alter the administration 
of a doYer's powder. 0iet consisted of riee, gruel, etc. This is now 
the sixteenth day since the accident, and the boy is doing well ; the <ie* 
pressed pordon of bone is slightly raised by the acdon of the brain, the 
fragments appearing to be firmly anited, leaving a depression of about 
one third of an inch in the skull. The scalp is yet tumid and soft over 
the in)nry. From the above facts I would never be willing to trephine 
until symptoms of compression should imperatively call for the opera- 
don.

BACKWARDS; MORTIFICATION, AMPUTATION. 

By William Anderson, M. D., or Vsrsaillxs, Indiana. 



On the 14»h of last August I was ealled to visit Wm. . 
healthy boy 10 years old, who had been thrown fiom a hoiee son* Ibwr 
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lioori before. On est mi nation I foand tlM Radiut and ulna dislocated 
backwards and upwards, whilst the littnwrus having torn the integv- 
ments protruded some three inches from a weand eztendiog ftmn the 
joint four or five inches down the toream. The bcachial arteiy and 
tnedtnn nerve were divided and some heofiorrhege had eaaned whioh 
still continued. The forearm was sapine, hot and swolkfn ; the .tt|^pef 
pert of the arm was also considerably swollen. The bone was enticeljr 
naked and the moseles taking their origin from the condyles wejre en- 
tirely torn away. Reaction had set in and he was hot and reatless, with 
a strong and frequent pulse. 

Drs. Benson and Grovkr, two neighboring Physicians, were already 
in attaodance before I came and we were unanimous in the opinion 
that immediate amputation should be performed. The father of the boyi 
however, would not consent to this and insisted on the reducdon of the 
limb. I| therefore, gently prooated the forearm so that the internal con* 
dyle of the humerus was permitted to re-enter the slit through which 
it had passed, and by slight extension in a semiflexed position the dis- 
location was easily reduced. The lips of the wound were brought to> 
gether and covered with a fold of lint dipped in blood, whilst the posi- 
tion of the limb was secured by the attendants. The pulse had eeased 
at the wrist, but the arm was w«rm and sensitive, and felt easier after 
reduction. He passed a restless night with high fever and deiirium ; 
and on my visit next morning, the arm was eold and livid np to the 
elbow, and indeed a red streak ran half way up the arm in the course 
of the vessels. I again told the father that oar only chance was in the 
operation, and that it was now rendered very uncertain by the delay. 
He was reluctant, but consented in eight or ten hours afterwards. The 
boy was now placed on the table ; Chloroform was adipinistered by Dr. 
Qkovxr, and in a few minutee be was still. Willing to save as much 
of the arm as possible, I operated by the circular method. The bra- 
chial artery had retracted and was invisible, but with a slight tonoh 
or two of the scalpel it was exposed and tied. The stump was lightly 
covered for a few hours until the oozing of blood had ceased, when it 
was brought together with adhesive straps and dressed in the ordinary 
way, and the boy having recovered from the chloroform without the 
slightest inconvenience was left to repose. He appeared to do well aft- 
er the operation, and I left him with ordsrs that I should be notified if 
the mortification should extend or any untoward accident occur. I ag- 
ain visited him in 4B hours, he had been somewhat neglected during a 
part of the time by his attendants. The dressings and cloths about 
the stump were soaked with a fc&tid unhealthy pus, and several *'worms*' 
were found in a cloth under the stump. I speedily removed the dress- 
ings and happily they had not found their way to the wound, which 
appeared in an unhealthy condidon and covered with this profuse dis- 
charge of foul pus. I cleansed and dressed it again, not without fears, 
bospaver* tliat the in&amed and oongeeted mutoles through whioh I had 
o«t, w«iftld aliksaiiiiy alottgb away leaving the bone bare and vnooverfd 
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by the nataral integnmente. I prescribed some lazativejand diaphoretio 
medieine with an occasional opiate. His fever was yet high and he 
was restless and uncomfortable. 

I again visited him in 24 hours ; the fever had subsided ; the disobargto 
was less and more healthy, and in a few days healthy pus was 
formed; granulations sprang up, and the boy gradually recov- 
ered. 

In country practice dislocation with protrusion of the humerus in ntr« ; 
CooniK*8 Dictionary was the only accesnbie volume that gave me any 
aeeonnt of sueb cases being saved by redaction. Under the cirenm- 
stances the attempt to save the limb at the peril of the boy*8 life was 
hopelessly made, and it failed. Having delayed the operation so long 
the system and arm were both in a very unfavorable condition for ampu- 
tation. As the muscles of the arm were congested and inflamed, whilst 
high irritative fever invaded the system. How a wound would heal 
under such circumstances was very questionable ;. but we had no other 
alternative, and although sloughing to some extent did occur, still 
granulations sprang up, and by careful dressings and with close atten- 
tion to the general health, the patient recovered with a good stump, and 
ultimately did well. In this, as in many other operations which I have 
witnessed, the artery had contracted about half an inch within its sheath 
and was invisible; in such cases unless the operator knows exactly 
where to find it he may get embarrassed. In such cases I have seen the 
Tourniquet slaclcened and blood gush out from the stump, and still the 
artery had retracted so far that it could not be seized ; whilst the jet of 
blood and the readjustment of the Tourniquet created confusion and de- 
lay. Again I have seen the Tourr\^quet slackened and no blood flow 
from the great contraction of the artery, and this frequently happens in 
amputations of the leg. In this case as in all unhealthy wounds in hot 
weather it is necessary that due attention be paid to the dressing, other- 
wise flies will deposit their ova in the discharge and worms will be pro- 
duced ; happily in this case the evil was perceived in time and due pre- 
cautions taken against its future recurrence. 

I am happy here to attest the great utility of the Chloroform in this 
ease, as it won Id have been difficult to operate without it, from the ex- 
treme restlessness of the patient 
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Fttmacnlns bar^g been rery prevalent in fhis State during the last 
|]»ee yaarsy and having in some instances proved fatal, the following 
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remarks upon a new and successfnl plan of treatment may not be deem* 
ad unworthf of the attention of the Readers of the Lancet. Divide 
freety the phlegmon or boilin its longest diameter, a small quantity of 
blood only flows from the wound, then with a camel's hair pencil apply 
ether to the oivity, also twenty to thirty grains of Quiclc-silver mixed 
with starch and yolk of egg. Now bring the lips of the wound 
together with adhesive plaster, and a cure will follow in a day 
or two. 

Should inflammation result, bread poaltioes are to be applied to the 
part, I can, from much experience, speak of the efficacy of this plan of 
tfeatment.

Bowels had been constipated for some 
days, which together with some tenderness produced by 
pressure on the tumour, and the excitement of the pulse, led 
to the fear of strangulation.

LECTURE XLII. 
Pnlse in Infancy — how influenced; examination of the sick child; max- 
mum, minimum, and average pulsations in the infant. — Tympanites 
intestinalis with obstinate constipation in a married woman, aged 24 
years, the mother of one child, aged 2 years; supposed pregnancy. — 
Thrombus or sanguineous tumour of th^' right labium externum, in a 
iqftrried woman aged 22 years, the mother of one child, 8 weeks old. — 
Convulsions in a little boy, 3 years old, from excessive general blood- 
letting. — Procidentia uteri in a married woman aged 54 years, the 
mother of one child, 11 years of age ; the procidentia of nearly 11 
years jduration. 

Pulie in infancy --how influenced! eKamination of the sick child{ 
maximum, minimum, and average pulsations in the infiuit. 

Gentlemen : — 

The pulse is an important guide in our appreciation of disease in the 
adult; and in the derangements of infancy, it is also a valuable index. 
In .the latter, the physician, in forming an opinion of the nature and ex- 
tent of morbid action, can expect no assistance from the intelligence of 
his patient. The infant does not enjoy the advantage of speech — it has 
no power of articulation,. no means of communicating its sufferings. 
The medical man, therefore, is restricted in his facilities of diagnosis, 
and is confined in a great measure to what has been aptly termed, the 
language of expression — that language, which, when properly under- 
stood, is a faithful exponent of the physical condition of the infant; and 
hence, we find great attention has been paid to the changes of counten- 
ance, and aspect of the features as illustrative of the various 
morbid conditions to which the young child is liable. I have alluded^ 
you will remember, to this subject on a former occasion, and for the ' pre- 
sent I propose to call your attention to a few points touching the pulse in 
early life. There are many circumstances, other than disease, calculat- 
ed to modify the pulse of the infant. As a general rule, it is more quiet 
and less rapid during sleep ; sudden mental emotion will accelerate it, 
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and it is asserted by Trousseau that, aiter the 8d month, it is more fre" 
qaent in girls, than in bojrs, thus at this early period assuming the dis 
tinctive characteristic, which marks it in after life. You will occas- 
ionally observe a curious circumstance connected with the pulse |n yoiiDg 
infants, and it is proper that I should caution you against a false deduc- 
tion. The circumstance to which I allude is this : a habitual irregularity 
in force and rapidity of pulse in children, who are in the enjoyment of ex- 
cellent health. Authors have, with good reason, directed attention to this 
peculiarity — and you perceive that, in the infant as in the adult, there 
may be a departure from the normal beats of the heart without, necessar^ 
ily being the result of disease. How often for example, are these dis- 
crepancies recognised in individuals — one man in undisturbed health 
will have an average pulse of 40, another one of 90, etc. These facts 
are familiar to the observant practitioner, and are to be attributed to 
what is termed constitutional idiosyncrasy. I do not think I can guard 
you too strongly against the effect of fright in the young child, not only 
as regards the rapidity of the heart's action, but in reference, too, to other 
forms of nervous disturbance. Fright will produce convulsions in one 
case, chorea in an other, diarrhcBa in a third, paraphlegia, etc. The 
ridiculous habit prevalent among foolish nurses and weak minded moth- 
ers of holding the Doctor up to the little child as a bug bear, the yery 
personification of terror, etc., is one that has exhibited its bad resoltfl it\ 
thousands of instances. How often is the phraseology employed, ''if you 
don't be good I'll send for the Doctor and he will bleed you," or "he'll 
cut your head off" ! And pray, allow me to ask, what kind of a person- 
age is that Doctor so cruelly wronged by the thoughtless nurse, or 
foolish mother ? Is he not, at least should he not be regarded as the dear- 
est friend of the household — is not his office a high one — nay, does he 
not fulfil a most sacred duty, and in the darkest hour of afiiiction, when 
the contest with death is most fearful, und the result full of doubt, is not 
every eye fixed upon him as the only being under ' Providence, who can 
lull the storm, and bring comfort to the lacerated heart! Why, then* 
should folly place bim in a false position ? Away w.ith the absurdity, and 
let it be your duty. Gentlemen, to impress upon mothers that the stronger 
the affection of the child for the physician, and the more closely he 
looks upon him as a friend, the greater, cseteris paribus, will be the prob- 
ability, when true skill is required, of victory over disease. - The phys- 
ician, when he approaches the couch of the invalid child, should do al 
in his ppwer to divest his presence of every thing bearing on terror — ho 
should, in a word, possess that important attribute so much needed in the 
sick room as well as other situations of life — the **satoir faire.** A cheer- 
ful smile, the taking his watch in his hand, and presenting it to the littlo 
patient, anything in fact to divert the attention, will oftentimes remove 
all apprehensions and prevent those numerous perturbations, which are 
so apt to mark the true nature of disease, and lead the practitioner to B- 
false diagnosis. It is far better as a general rule, to examine the condi- 
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tion of the child when asleep, especially the pulse; hovirmuch, for in- 
stance, can be learned from the expression of countenance, the breath- 
ing, the beating of the heart, etc., when liberated from the influence of 
any external excitement ? If these phenomena are irregular and beyond 
the record of normal or healthy action, the absolute departure from this 
standard can be much better appreciated when not complicated by any 
momentary disturbance, such as would be likely to follow emotions of 
any kind. In one word, Gentlemen, .in your judgement of the nature 
and intensity of disease in the young child, you must be cautious to dis- 
criminate between the positive influence of morbid action, and the influ- 
ence of transitory causes, between which and true disease there is a wide 
diflerence. Authors have endeavored to approximate the number of 
beats in the infant pulse during health, and there is a great want of con- 
currence in their statements. In order that you may form some estimate 
of this discrepancy of opinion, and have before you a fair statement of 
the general views on this subject, I present you the following table, 
for which I am indebted to the valuable work of Rilliet and B£a-

Tympanites Intevtlnalifl with obstinate eonstipatioB in a married 
woman, a|ped 24 years, the mother of one ohild, aged 2 years; sup- 
posed pregnancy . Mrs. 0., married, aged 24 years, the mother of one 
child 2 years old, is in delicate health, and is excessively nervous, with 
an enlarged abdomen, and habituar constipation; she believes she is 
pregnant, having as she says felt the movements of the child. How 
*long, my good woman, have you had this enlargement of your abdomen ? 
I have had it off and on, Sir, for several mouths. Then it sometimes 
diminishes in size, does it ? Yes Sir, and I always feel better and less dis- 
tressed when my bowels are moved, but that is my great trouble. When 
did you first feel the movements of your child ? About three months ago. 
Sir. [The patient was placed on the bed, and the abdomen was found 
to be very much distended, causing an enlargement equal to the ninth 
month of pregnancy. After a full examination the Professor remarked 
that the enlargement was due altogether to flatus, constituting a case of 
Tympanites intestinalis.] This form. Gentlemen, of abdominal disten- 
sion is often met with in nervous women, especially those who are more 
or less predisposed to hysteria. The first point of interest, in this case 
is the enlargement, which might possibly be mistaken for pregnancy, 
a delusion under which the patient before us has labored, as I shall 
presently prove to you. In a married woman this error, though awk- 
ward if committed by the practitioner, would be comparatively harm- 
less ; but in the unmarried, in whom of necessity such a blunder would 
involve the dearest prize of woman — character, the consequences would 
be momentous ! The second point of interest is — what has produced the 
distending agent, the flatus ? And thirdly, what is the best mode of re« 
moving it, and restoring this woman to health ? In my lectures on mid- 
wifery, when speaking of gestation, I have told you that women of a 
nervous temperament are apt to imagine they feel the movements of the 
Foetus, when in fact no pregnancy exists. This delusion often arises in 
oases of tympanites in which the passage of the air from one portion of 
the intestine to the other, is mistaken for the active motion of the child. 
These delusions are quite common in hysterical women, and the practi- 
' tioner must exercise a due degree of vigilance, otherwise he, too, may 
fall into the error, and give endorsement to that which has no existence. 
This patient before us entertains a strong conviction that she is preg- 
nant, and I have had some difficulty in dissuading her from that impres* 
sion. The sensations which she has experienced, and which she has 
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mistaken for festal movements, are nothing more than the ordinary re- 
sults of the tympanites with which she is affected. In all these cases, 
however, when the conviction of the patient is firm' as to the existence 
of gestation, the practitioner should not express an opinion without hav- 
ing previously made a thorough vaginal examination — for, it must be 
recollected that in some, instances, pregnancy may co-exist with large 
collections of flatus in the intestinal canal. Before introducing this wo- 
man here, I made the necessary examination, and I find the uterus to 
be in a perfectly normal s tate, entirely unaltered in size. She is not 
pregnant. Now, as ta the origin of the flatus in these cases of tympan- 
ites. You will generally observe that the accumulation of air in the in- 
testinal canal is more or less connected with defective digestion, and, 
therefore, is most commonly- met with in hypochondriacal and nervous 
persons. There is no doubt that the mucous membrane of the 'Stomach 
and intestines, and indeed, under certain circumstances, the various 
mucous surfaces of the economy are endowed with the property of se- 
creting gaz, and, therefore the process of secretion will sometimes ex- 
plain its presence. But a prominent cause of intestinal flatus is un- 
questionably traceable to the ingesta, more particularly of the vegetable 
kind. It is also true that air may be taken Into the system in the act of 
deglutition. Although the expulsion of the flatus from the intestines 
is always followed by more or less relief, yet it occasionally happens 
that the patient is unable to extricate it, and the suffering is consequent- 
ly very great. This inability to expel the gaz was ascribed by the old 
schoolmen to a paralytic condition of the intestinal muscular fibres— 
the paralysis being due to one of two causes, vlaT: over distension, or 
defective nervous power. This Explanation of the early Fathers is no^ 
without some degree of foundation. 

Treatment, In the management of tympanites intutinalis two objects 
are indicated ; 1st. The evacuation of the gaz ; 2nd. The prevention of 
its re-accumulation by improving the digestive functions. It will some- 
times be necessary to resort to mechanical means for the purpose of ex- 
tricating the flatus, and you will find the elastic tube recommended by 
Dr. 0*Beirnb an admirable instrument for this object. It is introduced 
into the rectum and carried up the bowels for several inches above the 
promontory of the sacrum. The flatus escapes through the tube, and 
the patient experiences almost instant relief. With a view of restoring 
the functions of the digestive apparatus various remedies are employed. 
In some cases, there may be collections of excrementitious matter in the 
intestine — under these chrcum'stances it is of the first importance to have 
this matter evacuated, which may be accomplished by any of the follow- 
ing medicines : —

I should not omit to mention the efficacy of cold water. It is an an- 
cient remedy, one suggested by Hippockates himself. A tumbler of ice 
water will sometimes, by its tonic impression on the intestinal canal, be 
followed by the happiest effects. This, too, was a favorite remedy, in these 
cases, of CujXEN. All articles of diet, which easily ferment should be 
scrupulously avoided; and you know, therefore that vegetable food as a 
general principle should not be allowed. 

Thrombus, or sangaineous tumor of the right labium eztemuin, 
in a married woman aged 22 yeafs. Mrs. L., aged 22 years, the 
mother of one child B weeks old, whose case was recorded in the Lan- 
cet for May, returns to the Clinique to-day, and reports herself entirely 
restored.

John W., aged 2 years, whose case was reported in the Lancet for June, 
is brought to the Clinique by his mother, who says he has improved very 
rauch in health, and has had no recurrence of convulsions. You will 
remember this case, Gentlemen, with interest. The treatment recom- 
mended was as follows :

You have 
had before you in thit Ciinique a number of oatet of ptoeidpUim «<«r», 
and your attention hat been very partieularly oaUed to th# varioua pginu 
eonneoted with thit character of ditplaoemeat. I thail on the pratent 
aooatioa &nit mytell to a few conaiderationt retpecdng the .treatment 
and shall briefly recall to your mindt seme of the plans, which have been 
taggested as curative of this affection. 

IVeafmeiif. It is divided into palliative and curative. The former 
consists in the employment of the varioat ptfetariet wbk»h aottng as me** 
chanical supporters will sometimes prove useftil, if there he nothing to 
contra-indicate their employment, such at ulceration, or othe^dl«eaf•e 
of the prolapsed organ or vagina. In such eates, their teadAicy it to 
aggravate in every particular the condtthMi of tha patient. The cura* 
tive plan of treatment, on the contrary, hat for iu abject^ fiiat the i^^ 
placement of the uterus, and secondly a permaneat coniraetion, through 
different operations, ol the vagina, so that die organ may be maintained 
At stta. There has been much difference of opinion ae to the wfaiti^ 
value of these operations, and like most other things, each one has hlMI 
iu friends and opponents.

Feli.JM»186iU I «m solicited to viyit Mrs. As^ai), agod 47 ye^re, 
who had been sick about eif ht 4ay«» and during wjiiio|» tiroie the had 
been attended by a Thompsonian physician. On my arrival, I received 
firom her husband the fotlowing history of her cas e : She had an attack 
of nervous *'law-aehe^'' the pain of which she attributed to a carious 
tooth| and sent for the q^uack to extract the tooth ; this he did, aUhoi>|^ 
tho Qceed of that sect ie that the blood constitutes life, and every drop 
drstiK^li AftfMns its chance ! Immediately after the tooth was extracted 
the padent was seized with a chill, and which was succeeded by fever. 
TheDoctor now commenced with lobelia and all the other paraphernalia 
of the Thompsonian practice. The lady continued to grow worse, the 
j|iune treatment was kept up, and her bowels became locked up ; sb e had 
a second chill, and fever continued ; she was now suized with a severe 
pain in the breast, accompanied with cough. She also grew ^orse ap- 
hce ; she had frequent chills, and was considered by all who saw her as 
hopeless. She has had no operation for the last five days ; has slept very 
tittle ; ate nothing ; has vomited up every thing she has drank for the 
last four days:

Demth from partial detachment of the Placenta, Mrs. Gvlhy, 400 Cherry 
Street, aged 28 years, tall and thin, of a phlegmatic temperament, mar- 
ried 8 months, and in the seventh of pregnancy, was seized on a Tues* 
day about 8 p. m. with severe pain in the abdomen and syncope. I saw 
her in an hour afterwards, and found her as follows : Vomiting ; pulse 120 
small and thready ; skin cold and clammy ; no pain in the back ; no di- 
lation of the OS tino». I ordered stimulants internally and externally 
to bring on reaction. I again visited her at 9 p. m. Very intense pain 
in the abdomen which was also tympanitic ; no change in the other 
symptoms. I ordered a turpentine and assafostida glyster ; a large dose 
of opium, and brandy to be given at intervals. The enema somewhat 
relieved the tympanites some fteoes and a large quantity of gas coming 
away with it. 

I saw her next morning at eight a. m with Dr. Philip O'Rezllt ; there 
was nodinunntion in the size of the abdomen ; pulse 180 ; skin cold ; oc- 
casional vomidng ; pain in the abdomen not so severe as it was yeaiar- 
' day ; nose pinched and sharp. She slept a little during the night and 
the vomiting had almost ceased. The Doctor and I agreed that she was 
a hopeless case, thoogli we were not so soie of tiio emaia«f<'ii«r)i]UMas. 
She died at 12 Brtdnightt *' ' X 
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I made a post morMm examination, with Dr. Umx*, eight hoara aAer 
death, when the abdomen was opened a large quantity of gas escaped ; 
ttie peritoneum was healthy. We carefully cut through the uterine walls 
the placenta was attached to the right side of the womb to its fundas 
and a little to the left, but that portion of the placenta which was to the 
left of the fundus, had been detached from some cause from the inner 
stirface of the uterus ; about three quarto of nncoagulated blood eseapad 
into the nterine cavity eTternal to the membranes which were foaod en- 
dre and|eontained the ordinary quantity oflliquor amnii ; no dilatation of 
^e OS tinea. The foetus was well formed and in the nsual position ; 
occiput towards the left acetabulum, etc. 

The death was from internal hemorrhage, caused by the separation of 
a portion of the placenta from the uterus. There was nothing to account 
for this result, the woman sewed all day ; she had eaten a hearty dinner 
of pork and cabbage. She was temperate and had enjoyed excellent 
health for the previous four months. She said she felt something give 
way in her side, then pain and vomiting came on. 

Protracted labour ; exahttion; Death, Mrs. Kxiran, 664 Water St., 
44 years of age ; short stature, disposed to corpniancy and not unfriend- 
ly to beer, was taken in labor at noon, April 19th 1864. The pains were 
not severe till 6 f. m., when they became very powerful and continued 
so till within half an hour of her death at 8 next morning. About three 
or four hours before death she complained of difficulty of breathing and 
faintness There was some hemorrhage but not enough to make an im- 
pression on the sy8tem«*-if I was correctly informed. She was sensible 
to the last moment. Five minutes before death she ordered the win- 
dows to be raised, she was smothering she said, and she wanted fresh 
air. 

I received the above statement from the midwife, and the woman's 
sister coincided with it. I was sent for but being engaged elsewhere, I 
did not arrive till two hours after her death. I was ord«red by the cor- 
oner. Dr. 0'Doi«NXLL, to make a post mortem examination. The museles 
of the abdomen were so pale and flabby that their fibres oou Id hardly 
be distinguished from the adipose tissue; there was a large amount of 
serum in the peritoneum ; the uterine walls were very thick, moreso than 
I have heretofore seen them ; the placenta attached to the right ; no blood 
in the womb* The head of the foetus was pressed so firmly down in the 
pelvis that it required an effort to raise it. The occiput was not entirely 
uiuler the symt^hiss pubis, as rotation had not fully taken place. Contrac- 
tion of the womb must have been powerful for the head was compress- 
ed; the parietal bones overlapped each other and|the scalp corrugated » 
the child was large. I was told by her sister that Mrs. K. always had 
laifo children, and this was the ninth. The os tineas was sufficiently 
dilated, to allow the child to pass through. The heart and lungs ware 
healtliy.

Dear Sir : — I have read with very great pleasure, your two cOilimQ- 
nications in the N. A. Med. And Surgical Journal, on the siibj^eKTI of 
Consumption; and am pleased to find that your opinion corre^pvmds 
80 exactly with my views and experience of this for mid ahfte- '-die- 
ease. 

Entertaining precisely the same views as you do of ptihnonary oeln- 
sumption, I have thought it my duty to state my opinion and expevltelice 
on the subject. 1 shall commence my observations by gfMng a sft^eM his- 
tory of my own case. In the month of April 1812; after havbi^ ''^i^n 
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MM«;b whieh <»«ittiiiii«d with f re«t oltp^ioMir S94 ieiEtfHjr uiUil the l^* 
yinDiAg of the mooih of Korember, wben iil»Qlfled «ym|^iQiiM «C PhthitU 
b^n to make tbeic ap|w«.raiic«. I had eveiy eveolfig ao aj^aoeffbatioii 
oi farer p^toeded bjr chillinasa and ftioejMded by eopioua pafspiration i 
mjr eoiigb bagaii to be (en painful^ but was auended with an expeotoff- 
ajiioo of DiiMtts mUed with puf. BeiEbro tbU aomffoint o«meppme»l 
had aiaoopted a Snitvfeon'i CoowniMipii in the AriRy^ and wa^s atatipned 
at Tarboroagh, about 7& milet from thia- plaoe* In liie«on<th of I>e- 
cember, the part of the Regiment which had been recruited, then hav- 
ing been ordered to Salisbury, it became my duty to repair to that ptace. 
Accordingly about the middle of the month, in the rituation I have des- 
cribed, I set out on my journey. In two days I reached Raleigh without 
having experienced any material change in the symptoms of my com* 
plaint. During my stay in Raleigh the disease increased every day, to 
that I was obliged to remain there nearly a week ; at the expiration of 
which time, I had almost determined to retrace my steps, return home, 
and take my station among the forlorn and despairing victims of this 
unrelenting malady. But reflecting deeply on my situation, and recol- 
lecting that scarce a patient in a thousand had been known to recover 
from the disease after having been confined to bed by it, I resolved to 
resume my journey and to reach the place of destination or to perish on 
the road. It will be impossible for me ever to forget the efibrt I had to 
make in pursuing this resolution. On a cold and blustering morning 
about the 20th of December, weak and emaciated, having been literally 
drenched in perspiration the night before, I ascended my Gig and pro- 
ceeded on my journey. The first part of my ride this day was excess- 
ively irksome and fatiguing. Every hovel and hamlet on the road 
seemed to invite me to rest, and to dissuade me from the prosecution 
of my undertaking. OfVen, and anxiously, did I Wish that ilriy disease 
had been of such a nature as to allow me to indulge the inclination I 
felt to desist from motion. But I continued my ride for three hours, 
when I found it necessary to stop for a little refreshment. While din- 
ner was preparing I lay down on a bed to rest. It was perhaps an im- 
prudent act ; never was a bed so sweet to the wayworn and exhausted 
traveller, as was this to me. I lay on it for an hour. Wrapt as it were 
in Elysium, when summoned to dinner, though sleep was fast stealing 
on me and inviting me to be still, I arose and attended; and aAer hav- 
ing made a moderate meal of very common country food, I resumed my 
ride, and at night about half past six o'clock arrived at Hillsboroagh 
which is distant about 86 miles from Raleigh. The Inn to which I had 
been recommended was unusually crowded, and I had to accept of a 
room that was out of repair ; the window sashes rattling in their case- 
ments, and the wind poring through the sashes in several places. In 
such a chamber, at such a season, and in the situation already descri- 
bed, was I quartered for the night. To my surprise, however, I had a 
better night's rest than I had had for several weeks, had less perspiration

and cougfied leM than I had Am>% fof a moath before. In the mornbif 
considerabljr refreshed, i proceeded dn my jonmejr, aad travelled in a 
fo^y misty atmoipbere foil 40 miles ; the next day about 85; and on 
the 4tb day about 12 o'clock I arrived at Salisbury. On my arrival, I 
heard it mentioned as a matter of astonishment, that a man in my sit- 
nation, shoold think of travelling in the oold inclement season of winter, 
much more astonishing that I shonld venture to approach th4» monntains 
at such a period. But I had taken my resoludon and was determined 
never to relinquish it, while I had power to walk or ride. 

The regiment to which I was attached, was encamped about 4 miles 
from the town of Salisbury. To this place I tasked myself to ride 
twice every day, a duty I regularly performed in the coldest weather un- 
til I left the service. Early in January, the officer in command, received 
orders to repair with his regiment to Canada. While preparations were 
making for this purpose, believing that such a climate would be too se- 
vere for me and that I must of course soon cease to be useful to the Gov- 
ernment, I addressed a letter to the Secretary of War, soliciting permis- 
sion to retire from the Army. This request was promptly and kindly 
granted to me. In' February 1818,1 commenced the practice of my 
profession again in this place, and continued to attend to the most labor- 
ious duties ol it, at ail times of the day and night, in rain, hail, snow 
storms and sunshine whenever I was called on for eighteen months. At 
the end ot that time,! had lost my hectic fftver, night sweats and puru- 
lent expectoration, and my cough had nearly left me. my chest bad re- 
covered Its capacity of free and easy expansi on, and the ulcers in my 
lungs bad entirely healed. Many who read the foregoing statement will 
no doubt be curious to know what medicinal means were used as aux- 
ilaries in the cure of this very alarming state of disease. It would not 
be in tny power to satisfy curiosity on this point, were it a matter of any 
importance, which I conceive is not the case; the complaint having been 
cured by hardy invigorating exercise continued without interruption, in 
every variety of temperature and weather. Thai palliatives of different 
jcinds were resorted to at various periods must at once be supposed, but 
I do not consider it of conseqnence to name them ; as they were gener- 
ally such as would readily suggest themselves to physicians of every 
grade of skill or intellect and never produced more than a temporary 
alleviation of symptoms Perhaps it maybe material testate that I 
never used opium in any form whatever, and that I never incautiously 
wasted the resources of my constitution by depletory or debilitating means. 
When symptoms of high arterial excitement occurred which would some- 
times be the case, it was my practice to abstain from strong higH seas- 
oned food, from all fermented and spirituous liquors and from active 
exercise until they subsided. By this negative mode of management 
I generally succeeded in removing intiammation without materially im- 
pairing the energies of my system ; and on the increase of the purulent 
discharge subsequent to such inflammatory appearances, I betook my- 
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telf again to mj exercise, and ate and drank every thing I wanted. I 
always found that the inconvenience produced by a full meal, yielded 
very soon to brose exercise, and that I generally coughed less 
while riding than at aoy other time. The hectic paroxysm was gen- 
erally interrupted and sometimes cut short by a hard ride* and* often very 
often, during the existence of my disease, have I checked an exhausting 
flood of perspiration and renewed my strength and spirits, by turning 
out of bed at midnight and riding a dozen miles or more-^noany a time, 
too, have I left my bed in the early part of the night, way-worn with 
coughing, restlessness and sweadng, for the purpose of visidng a padent, 
and after having rode for an hour or two, returned home and slept qui- 
etly and refreshingly for the remainder of the night. Another thing 
which I remarked in the course of my experience in the disease, was 
that some of the most profitable rides that I ever took, were made in the 
coldest and most inclement weather, and that scarcely in any sitoatioci 
did I ever retnm from a long and toiUome ride, without recovering a 
sensible amendment in all my pulmonary complaints. In short, Sir, were 
I asked to slate in a few words the remedy which rescued me, I shonld 
say it was a life of hardy exeroise and of unrermitttng toil, activity and 
exposare. With pectoral medicines, or those articles or compositions 
denominated expectorants, I seldom meddled in my own case-— without 
opium which from a constitutional peouliarity I have not been able to 
take for many years, I fonnd them too debilitating ; and without it, had I 
been able to use the ardole, I shonld not have been disposed to take them 
lest th^ eflTeot in deeposing to rest and inactivity might have operated' 
against the ooaxse I had presoxibed to myself and from which I had ex- 
pected x^eC 

It remains for me to mention another agent, which, I think, excited a 
very decided curative influence upon my disease, and that is singing. 
In first using this remedy it was my custom to sing in a low tone and 
not long at a time ; so as not to occasion much pulmonary effort. But 
by degrees, I became able to sing in the most elevated tones, and for 
hours together, allowing myself only such intervals of rest as the lungs 
required to obviate injurious fatigue. So long and so frequently did I 
repeat this act in the course of my disease that the exercise of riding and 
that of singing became so strongly associated that as soon as I mounted 
my horse or ascended my chaise I found myself humming a tune, a^d . 
often in my lonely rides through the country at late and unreasonable 
hours of the night have I made the woods vocal with the most exhilera- 
ting music. Singing seemed always to have the effect of cleaning the 
bronchial passages, of opening the chest and of giving a greater capac- 
ity of modon and expansion to the lungs. It gave the fine machinery 
play, as it were and enabled me by coughing to bring up matter from the 
extreme branches of the windpipe where it had been stagnant for muoy 
days and probably preventing further forming of tubercles. Here it oc-

cvttn to me to make an observation aboat sneezing which appears to op . 
snUm Uk« lAngl&g on the langs in disingaging these little masses or mole- 
eules. Everf person who has experienced this operation must hafe 
somedmes obserred such little masses of mucus considerably indurated 
forced from the lungs in the act of sneezing, may not such masses in a 
debilitatad state of the lungs acquire by long confinement and the ab- 
sorptiiofi of tboie thinner parts, so great a degree of hardness as to ex- 
cite initatiMi and lay the foundation of cysts or membranes organise 
covexingt constituting the substance of tubercles. I am induced to be- 
lieve that tubercles are formed in some such way as this and are always 
the consequeace of debility or morbid action of some hard in the parts 
In which they are found to exist. All this may look like fanciful vision- 
ary speoulationt but a good deal of reflection on the subject, has based 
thaoonclaBion in my mind, and it will at once occur to the enlightened 
phytioiaii that there are occasionally found In the human body analogous 
foaiulations operating in a scientific manner. 

I shall only mention two other caaes in illustration of the doctrine and 
.treatment which I <}onceive to be correct in the management of eon- 
sumption. About the year 1808 a negro boy 16 or 17 years of age, who 
bad been carried from this place by a gentleman who settled In Tarbor- 
ough, was permitted to return liome m an advanced state of the disease 
^ die among his relations* The only history of his case which I could 
obtain wasy that about two years before he was attacked with catarrh, 
. which bad ended in the course of a few months in hectic fev^ and a 
discharge of matter firom the lungs. He had been attended and pre- 
■scribed for by two of the most .eminent Physicians in Tarborough for 
nearly two years, during which time he continued to deliline under the 
influence of his disease until his life was despaired of. In this condition 
he was brought to Edenton and placed under my direction. Upon ex- 
amining his case, I found him extremely weak and emaciated, and la- 
boring under the following alarmrng symptoms, viz : — Hectic fever, 
cough and copious expectoration of pus, with a quick irritated some- 
what low pulse; he had also during the act of coughing a distressing 
pain in the centre of, and a general sense of soreness throughout the 
chest. The most superficial survey of this case convinced one that ex- 
ercise was out of the question. The patient was too debilitated to walk 
alone and incapable of riding. In this emergency, I found it neceaspiry 
to have recourse in the first place to other remedies. The first that I used 
was bleeding in small quantities ^I'lth light saline aperient. After xedu- 
oing the tenion of Ids pulse by these remedies, I gave him powders of 
nitre calomel and gum arable until he became freely saturated. During 
the first action of the Mercury on the boy's system his disease seemed to 
undergo a very sensible abatement, his cough became less urgent and 
troublesome, his expectoration less, his hectic and sweats less, the hec- 
tic fever and night sweats had nearly vanished, and his mo st distress- 
ing symptom was his sore month. His situration continued about a 
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fortaight anA then went off. All his former symptoms now gradually 
returned and in 10 or 12 days he was In the same situation as formerly. 
Observing the state of his excitement such that mercury could be safely 
resumed I put him upon calomel with opium aromatic confection, in 
which was contained a grain of oaldmel in each pIH — one of which he 
took every night until his spitting reenried. On tfaa reappearaae* ol 
the salivation, I was pleased to see a remarkable abatement of all the 
symptoms of his complaint, a change which continued until the action 
of the medicine ceased. In my great delight I found he continu^ some 
time iree from the cough and purulent expectoration, but they returned 
in a much slighter degree in the course of a few weeks. On their re* 
currence he was placed a third time under the influence of mercury, and 
during the continuenoe of his third salivation his pulmonary disease 
entirely left him. He was now exeessively reduced and emaciated, but 
his pulse had become open and soft, his breathing regular and free, and ' 
his appetite good. In this situation he was allowed to eat pretty freely 
of milk and farinaceous vegetables and was prescribed decoction of bark- 
and horehound. Under this treatment his strength improved and he 
Chained flesh, and in a short time I was able to put him in a Oig and givte 
him the benefit of esereise, by the daily u^ of which, in degrees adapt- 
ed to his strength, he gradually Improved and in about 10 months from 
the time of his leaving Tarborough he was sent back to his master fre6 
from every pulmonary complaint, and he has since had no return of Ms 
disease. 

The other case to which I have alluded, was that of Tmommm Ho«« 
who was placed under my direction in 1810 or 11 by his brother an em- 
inent attorney of this State. This patient was about 18 or 20 yeaii of 
age and had all tbe symptoms of confirmed consumption in the second 
stage, viz : cough with hectic fever, night sweats and a copious purulent 
expectoration. Believing that Mr. Hoaa's case was not one that would 
admit of more treatment and perceiving considerable pulmonary heat and 
irritation, I gave him the Tinct. of Digitalis, and prescribed a ride of 10 
miles for him every day. ' tfnder this treatment and a regulated diet he 
improved ta^idly so that in a few weeks he was able to ride 10 miles 
twice -ft day, which he continued to do for several weeks during which 
time his pulmonary aymptoms gradually declined and in about two 
montht from ike time of his coming under mj care he returned to his 
former' Msidenoe and by a oontfnuenee of exercise was restored to per- 
fect heaith* He. also is livSagat i(his time and enjoying an entire ezemp- 
don from pulmonary disease.

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AMPUTATION.

Miss. A. M., iged fourteen years, io the aatamn of 18ft8, had a eottno 
of Typhoid Fever, protracted, otherwise presenting the ordinary char- 
acteristics of that fever of a mild grade; the period of convalescence 
was not well marked, although there was some appetite and increase of 
strength. In October the knee joint commenced enlarging accompanied 
with acute lancinating pain ; it continued to increase in size with 
pain augmented; loss of appetite; emeciation, until the seeood of May 
1864, when I saw her for the first time. I found her in quite a feeble 
condition, with little appetite and strength, although aU the functions 
were quite well performed — situated at the lower extremity of the femur 
and to a considerable extent involving the knee jointand its integuments, 
was a tumor of uncommon size, globular in form, elastic and fluctuating, 
skin pale with numerous veins traversing it in every direodon in a tor- 
tuous and reticulated manner. The lower border of the tumor was well 
defined, and surrounded the upper portion of the tibia, superiorly by per- 
cedtible gradations, became lost in the sound parts, at about the June- 
tnre of the middle with the inferior third of the thigh. The young lady 
wished a removal of the thigh, which was all that would afford her 
even temporary relief. After etherization, I amputated above the junc- 
tion of the middle with th^ upper third of the thigh. The operation 
was well borne and has not been followed by the least occurrence of an 
unfavorable character ; stump healing kindly; appetite and strength 
gradually improving. 

This diisease has received various names, and is described under the 
heads of "Osteoid tumor, ossifying fungus growth, malignant osseous 
tunror, periosteal exostosis, fibrous osteo sarcoma, foliatad ezostosiSy 
etc/' 

There are two forms of Oosteo Cancer ; 1st. When the morbid growth 
proceeds from the medullany canal; 2nd. When the growth is ponrpheal, 
and connected with the surface of the bone wlthovi involving tfie inter- 
nal concellated structure. 

On laying open the tumor by a vertical incission carried throngh the 
soft parts, inferior extremity of the femur and upper portion of the tibia 
its peculiar characteristics were fully shown. The soft parts were not 
diseased although very much stretched and misplaced by the encmach- 
.ng. tumor, and imbedded between the tissues there wera small 
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of morbid matter akin to the malignaDt gro« th, the periosenm covered 
a great portion of the cancer, within which there was a very firm sab- 
stance of a fibro cartilaginous character which mingled more or less 
with the stallactical projections of osseous matter from the surface of 
the bone presenting semewbat a celliform arrangement— the reladve 
proportions of the osseous and fibro cartilagnous constituents, although 
intimately connected with each other, varied very much in dififerent 
portions of the tumor. The interstices or cells formed by the coming- 
liog of osseous and cartilaginous structure contained encephaloid, coUoidf 
and melanotie matter. 

Osteoid cancer is of rare oocurrenoe in the country and has not oc- 
curred in sufficient numbers in public hospitals to afibrd material suffic- 
ient for satisfactory pathological iuvestigatioi^^ Paoet who has been 
for several years employed in the Pathological Department of St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital, reports 20 cases, 15 occurring in males and 6 in 
females— 6 between 10 and 20 years, between 20 Und SO, 4 between 
80 and 40, 1 between 40 and 60. 

Osteoid Cancer is of rapiid growth, and accompanied usually with se- 
vere pain. Among 14 oases in which results are recorded, 8 died in 
consequenoe of amputations, 4 underwent no operations and died with- 
in six months of the attack, 7 were operated upon once or more, and all 
died of a zeourrence of the disease in from one to 20 years after. The 
most frequent seat of the disease when reourring was in the lymphatio 
glands.

A paste made of commoa resin pulverized, 
with a small quantity of water and alcohol was applied to 
the pURtuIe and to some distance around it. Some heat fol- 
lowed this application but which soon gave way to relief and 
quiet and the swelling diminished in a few hours. The paste 
was again applied on the following day and again repeated 
on the sixth. A few dressings with storax ointment to hasten 
the fall of the eschar; and cicatrization rapidly followed. 
One in forty five cases of anthrax failed to be cured by this 
resin paste. — ^Revue de Therap. Med. Chirg. 

Chloroform, rules for the use of. As it is very desirable that the ad- 
ministration of Chloroform should be based upon certain rules 
whereby its fatal effects may be prevented, we piesent the 
Readers of the Lancet with the conclusions of a long debate 
before the Surgical Society of Paris, and translated from the 
Revue Medicah, pp 26, 27 and 28 : 

I. Chloroform with too large an admixture with atmospheric 
air may cause death. 2. In even slight quantit ities may in- 
duce, depending upon individual susceptibility, alarming 
symptoms and even death. 3. There is no fear of asphyxia, 
unless the mode of inhalation is defective and that no atten- 
tion is paid to the state of the respiratory function. 4. Chlor* 
oform predisposes to syncope, and when tliis condition is in- 
duced it is more to be dreaded. 6. In cases where death 
results as an exctption, it is from syncope. The cessation of 
the heart's motion is sometimes so sudden that itconstitntes a 
true slderation. 6. Syncope may take place at the onset of 
the operation and appears to depend upon the shock impart- 
ed to the system by the operative act itself. It may occnr 
immediately or some hours after the operation. 7. All ansBs- 
thetic agents are more or less noxious. Chloroform is the 
more dangerous as it is the most powerful. Ether Is less 
destructive bnt its action is less energetic. Equal parts of eth- 
er and chlorofoim form the best anaesthetic agent. 8. Before 
administeiing Chloroform, we should study whether it use is 
contra-indicated, and either reject it, or limit its ajipliaation.

9. The state of the pulse and of the respiration should be 
closely watched. 10. The danger from chloroform being in 
gefteral proportionate to the concentration of its vapour, it 
might be useful to graduate it ; but inhalation taking place in 
a free atmosphere the gradation is impossible. Commence 
therefore with a very slight quantity which is gradually in- 
creased according to the eifeci. 11. The action of chloroform 
being progressive and successive, we succeed in securing in- 
sensibility and even resolution by persevering in inhalation at 
moderate doses, without its being necessary to increase the 
. , doses. 12. The state so called of anoBSthelic tolerance being 
developed, it can be prolonged, by intermitting tho inhalation. 
13. If the patient lias inhaled a large quantity of chloroform, 
we must guard against subsequent syncope. 14. In cases of 
serious syncope, have recourse to exposure of the patient to 
pure and fresh air; the head in a position lower than that Of 
the rest of the body ; open the mouth and draw the tongue 
forwards; artificial respiration by pressure upon the thorax 
and abdomen ; and finally frictions, rubefacients, etc., to the 
surface may be employed as auxiliary measures. 
Eyelids, new mode of treating encysted tumours of the. The contents 
of the great majority of tiiese small tumors or cysts being eith- 
er serous or of a semi fluid nature, and the danger of remov- 
ing them by extirpation, from perforation of the lid and woun- 
ding of the tasal cartilage has led M. Velpeau to adopt a 
new planof proceedure. With the forceps in the left hand 
secure the lid by enclosing it within the blades of the instru- 
ment one upon the mucous and the other upon the tegumental 
surface, then lay open the cyst from within outwards. The 
contents of the sac being evacuated, cauterize the whole sur- 
face with a stick of nitrate of silver. This method is more 
simple and expeditious than extirpation and the cure is as 
rapid. — L'Abeille Medicale. 

Glycyrrhin in cutaneous affections. This agent enters easily through 
the pores, softens the skin, and determines upon the surface 
in virtue of its hy^romatic properties, a sort of permanent 
moisture well calculated for dryness and thickening of the 
dermis. M. Trousseau has found it of service in prurigo 
resulting from squamous complications, and this is the reason 
of its eiHcacy in certain diseases of the ear, resulting from 
cutaneous irritation of the exfernal and propagated to the 
internal auditory apparatus. Glycrrhin is of happy effect in 
prurigo of tho organs of generation, the anus or their appen- 
dages. In eczema, zona, acnea, ichthyosis, and generally in 
all affections of the skin not depending essentially upon in- 
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Iritis. Iodi¥E. Ozana. 

ternal derangement. In such cases it will be found preferable 
to the ordinary irritating cosmetics, like cod liver oil, tar wa- 
ter, and more particularly solutions of corrosive sublimate. — 
Revue Medicale. 

Iritis, belladonna in. This agent should be used in diseases of the 
eyes where we fear iritis (and much more so when it is 
present,) and even when there would be no certainty of this 
result, in those cases where from iuflammation the state of 
the iris cannot be satisfactorily ascertained. Therefore its 
use before and after the operation for cataract and in puru- 
lent opthalmias. The extract should be employed in sub- 
stance, soften a piece the size of a pin head with a little* 
water and insinuate it between the lids ; absorption of the 
extract takes place, while if the belladonna is introduced ia 
solution it is too promptly washed out of the tears. — Chassaio- 
NAC, L'Abeille Medicale. 

Iodine, external use of. Iodine ia powder or grains is more effica- 
cious than all preparations of this metalloid ; it is an irritant 
and exciting agent and even caustic of a special nature and 
having a special mode of action. A few grains of iodine are 
placed upon a piece of cotton-wadding and covered by two 
layers of the same, the whole enclosed in a small bag of oiled 
silk. But one layer of the cotton and silk seperate the iodine 
from the part to which it is applied. In the course of fifteen 
minutes, the patient complained of smarting and heat of the 
surface ; ono hour after the heat had subsided and continued 
for 24 hours. On removing the little bag in 36 hours, there 
was a small eschar the size of a shilling piece, and the glands 
—one the size of an almond — had nearly entirely disappeared. 
In four days more- resolution had taken place. Several cases 
of enlarged cervical and axillary glands are reported wherein 
this application resulted ia cures. — Soc. de Medicine* Rev. 
Medicale. 

Oz£NA. treated by nasal injections. This disgusting affection, as 
is well known to our Readers, consists in an intolerable fetor 
of the nasal secretions, and the fetor itself results from the 
detention of mucus, pus or blood, in the nasal fossae where 
they are subjected to the triple action of atmosphere, heat and 
moisture. Few or no remedial measures were of any ser- 
vice against this affection; apart of syphilitic ozasna against 
which mercurial and iodine preparations have & direct ac- 
tion, all other species of the disease were considered pretty 
nearly incurable. M. Maisonneuvs has discovered a means, 
which if it will not cure will very much relieve the patient, 
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Opthalmia. Panula. Biliary Calculi. 

by free and continuous streams of cold water forced through 
the nostril with a syringe. He has proved by numerous ex- 
periments that the w ater thrown Into one nostril will not fall 
into the pharynx but will return by the other nostril, and thus 
a continuous stream may be kept up and the nasal passages 
roost thoroughly cleansed. [Would not this mode of injection 
prove beneficial in the removal of foreign bodies from the 
nose more particularly in young children, saving some trouble 
to the physician and pain to the patient ? Ed]. — Revue Med, 
Pro. of the Academy of Medicine. 

Opthalmia treated by closure of the lids. The simple closure of the 
lids has been found by M. Bonnafont to induce a prompt 
euro in some twenty cases of acute and chronic conjunctiviiis, 
keratitis in its ulcerative stage, and in other afiections. The 
lids being gently closed strips of adhesive plaster are applied 
from the upper to the lower lid and made fast upon the cheek, 
then a pledget of liut to fill up the orbital depression and over 
all a blaek bandage. This dressing not to be disturbed for 
four or five days ; it is then to be removed, the eye washed, 
and the plaster reapplied till a cure results, which will gen- 
erally happen in about ten or twelve days. — Revue Medi- 
cale. 

b. Iodine vapor in scrofulous. Place some grains of iodine on 
a piece of metal or plate heated to the required degree to 
produce vaporization ; invert a funnel over the iodine, the ex- 
tremity of the funnel to be expanded to receive the globe of 
the eye. The vapor is thus concentrated and directed to the 
surface of -he eye for any length of time it may be deemed 
proper, without the patient sufifering from the pungent odor of 
the iodine. — Gaz. Medicab de Lyons. 

Ranxtla. Three cases of this affection are reported in the Gaz. Med. 
des Etats Sardes, which were successfully treated by Iodine 
injections. The tumour being perforated at its most depend- 
ing position either with a lancet or small trocar, the iodine to 
be injected through a small syringe. For a few hours after 
the operation there will be more or less pain; the following 
day symptoms of general and local reaction manifest them- 
selves, with induration and swelling of the tumour. These 
symptoms and appearances gradually subside, and a perfect 
cure is affected in from eight to twelve days.

Bilzast calculi. The greater number of these calculi being soluble 
in ether and spirits of turpentine, the idea has suggested it- 
self to prescribe ether in ternary and to make frictions of the

same with turpentine in cases of calculous affections of the 
liver. Although there is a vast difference between the imme- 
diate and powerful action of ether directly upon the calculus, 
and its immediate and diminished action when taken into ihe 
stomach, yet however small that action may be, it may exert 
some influence upon a concretion too large to be discharged by 
the biliary ducts, and even a trifling diminution by the action 
of ether may permit the calculus to descend into the intestine. 
To these means should be conjoined frictions of belladonna 
to facilitate the dilatation of the duodenal extremity of the 
ductus communis choledochus where the principal seat of 
resistance is found. — Earth, Mem oi re to the Academy of 
Medicine. 

Delirium Tremens treated by Acetate of Zinc. A patient suffering 
from delirium, had taken without benefit, in the course of two 
days, 54 grains of opium, was ordered to take once in two 
hours a spoonful of a solution of 4 grammes of acetate of 
zinc in 6 ounces of water, when the delirium was sensibly 
abated. Another dose of 2 grammes in 3 ounces of water 
removed all the symptoms without, however, producing sleep 
— Geeneesk Dour. 

Dropsy after Scarlatir a, treatment of. In cases of scarlatinal dropsy 
wherein the ordinary mode of treatment had proved inefHcient, 
urea or nitrate of urea — a powcrfjil diuretic — \^:is administer- 
ed with success. Two grains mixed with a small portion of 
sugar and to be divided into six doses, one to be taken every 
two hours. — Journ. fur Kinderkrankh. 

Epilepsy from onanism, cure of. Patient 23 years old, epileptic for six 
years, the probable result of onanism, and in whom an an- 
tiphlogistic and revulsive* treatment produced no effect, was 
cured by the following pills, taken for 30 days. R. Valerian 
Zinci 4 grammes ; Lactat Ferri 1 gr. ; Ext. Bellad. 50 centi- 
gram; Ext. Valerian, q. s. Ut ft. pil. No. Ix. Two to be taken 
the first two days, the dose to be then gradually increased. 
The lactate of Iron in combination with antispasmodics has 
been successfully administared in varions forms of neuralgia, 
and particularly in cardiulgia ; highly beneficial in neural- 
gia depending upon onanism. — Gazetta Medical Stadi Sar- 
di. 

Iron preparations, time for administering. The physician in the use 
of internal remedies should not only select those best calculat- 
ed for the exigencies of the case, but they should be adminis- 
tered at such a period of the day as are compatible with the 
condition of patients, their idiosinerasies, etc. Thus has ex- 
perience proved that the preparations of iron are better borne 
when taken at night, and that they are attended with a more 
prompt and better e^ct than if taken at an early part of the 
day. — Anriales de lai^^Jandre Oecid.

only to that of the Divine. The great Prototype of all that Is good, sacred 
and holy when upon earth, made as the second object of his mission » the 
blind to see, the lame to walk, and the diseased In mind and body to 
arise in health and strength— they sung songs of Joy and gladness, and 
anthems in praise of the great Physician. 

Although you have arrived at the first goal of yonr ambitious parsnlts 
and received the honors of this University, you should not remit your 
labors nor regard the study of your Profession at an end, bat strive for 
the acquisition of knowledge, and by a life devoted to medleal seienea

praodce of Hediolne. 

In no period has the field been broader and more promising to Uie 
young Physician than the present. The habits and onsloms of oivlitBod 
life, fashion, luxury and excess, the frulttnl sonroes of diseaso am daHy 
increasing the demand for Medical men— added to dM oxpiilaDno of mn 
predecessors, recent discoveries in Ghemistry, and tfw a d v nn aeM Wt of 
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F»tbelocie«l wieii««« Israiih mora than a eorrespoodipg ineieaae of fa* 
eiUiiM for m^tliof the waaa of tbo age. Many diseases which hare 
been horetoforo regarded as aeoessaril/ fatal, now readiljr yield to the 
inAuenae of remedies* and the seventy of many others yery mnch mod- 
ified by the more modern methods of treatment. The introducdon of 
■mny new and more acdve remedies in the Materia Medica, more palat- 
able to the taste and less irritadng in character, to take the place of inert 
and navsepue oompounds, may be regarded a change of no trifling im,* 
portanoe to the oonyenience of the Physician, and the eomfort of his 
patients. The magic influence of Sulphurio Ether as an aniesthestie 
agent npon the animal economy, is of itself producing almost a complete 
rcYolation in the practice of Medicine and Surgery, and when we take 
Into consideration the ever ready assistance it renders us, and its charm* 
ing effectt npon our patients, language lails in attempting to express an 
estimate of its yalue. 

In entering upon tbo practice of yoar profession, you ara assnmiag a 
position sarrounded with dSflkntlcies aad taeponsibilities, for a long timo 
yon wi 11 be regarded the '*youBg Doetpri" of too limited an experienoo 
to be entriMted with the siek, an cypinton which the older members of 
tlw profsssien wiU not bo over anxioos to oorreet; your method of treat- 
lag dieeaae will be elosely semdniaed, and will be frequently commented 
upon by the ''old Dealer^ wlio ''when yoang pursued the plan you have 
adopted bat ago aad axparieoea has eoavinaed him of the error of such 
a eourse." 

In your hands will be placed the lives of your fellows, and upon you 
will hang the last fond hope of anxious parents and friends; then yoa 
will feel the responsibility resting upon you, which you would gladly 
yield to another, but cannot and do justice to yonnQsves and those plaoed 
in your care. 

You may be Indulging the happy anticipations of soon being posessed 
of all the desimbles of a successful professional life, flatter not yourselves 
that they are to be acquired by a course of enui and ease. You are to 
pass many sleepless nights, and days of toil and anxiety before you re- 
alixe those antioipatSons which have cheered and encouraged you in your 
preparatory labors—- dark days and darker nighu will frequently over- 
cloud your prospects, but patience, perseverance and devotedness to your 
profession will dispel all gloomy forebodings, and your triumph over 
disease, and the gratitude of your patients will richly repay you for your 
labor and anxiety. 

Although the world is full of Quacks and Charlatans, and teeming 
with nosuums of a supremely ridiculous character— glittering adver- 
tisements displayed in shop windows, and groceries, panaceas and speci- 
flos *'to purify the blood," their virtues oertlfled to by John Thompson, 
aad Tox Johnson, and at the corner of every street may be found pills 
plasters, ointments, drops, powders and syrups, "to cleanse the system

of tumors," testmed to by Elder Baowit, Deacon Sifrra, aad Sqniro Jow- 
Bs, it is by no means to be inferred that this is to be chaftiQterized the agv 
of quackery. 

Although the country is flooded with Homooepaths, Hydropaths, Thomp- 
sonians, Botanies, Eclectics, Electricians, Analytics, Biologists, Indian 
Doctorb, Female Physicians and a host of others of the same category, 
who accommodate themselves to the prejudices and peculiarities ot the 
peopU, ills by no means to be iound that the Regular Physician will ever 
want for employment. No more false doctrines, and running after 
strange Gods to day than a century ago ; it is true that the magic powers 
formerly vested in the hands of royalty, and the seventh son of the sev- 
•nth son is now possessed by a band of spiritualists and sleeping maidens' 
and the mysterious virtues of the mould accumulated upon the dead fel- 
ons brow, are transferred to infinitisimal doses— a century bence these wil' 
have passed away, and only found like Perkin's tractors amongst the 
east away rubbish and trumpery, end their place oeoii|Hed by aomething 
equally ridiculous to tickle the fancy of the gaping qaoltitude. No im- 
pediment to the progress of the Pbyiiciaa are the false doctrines of the 
times, more frequently they contribute 4o iu . advancement* and place 
within his reach advantages to be gained by no species of aigafDeat^ or 
exercise of reason. 

In the practice of your profestton yon will frequently be brought in 
contact with those characterized by volability, who will endeavor to 
provoke you to the discussion of some abstruse question in medicine, or 
the comparative merits of the diflferent systems of practice now in vogue, 
avoid such persons and respectively decline entering into a discussion 
with them, they are too ignorant, self conceited, or fanatical to be con- 
yineed by any species of argument appealing to reason or common 
sense. Avoid harshness and severity, be amiable and mild amongst your 
friends and patients, sympathize with them in their grief and treat them 
tenderly and respectfully under all circumstances; be silent to the clamors 
of the popular, never seek applause, nor provoke complaint, but speak 
with deliberation, cautiously, and prudently, and only on proper occa- 
sions. 

Aspire not to wealth, exercise moderation in all things, cultivate a 
modest demeanor, regard honor and justice, be affable and cleanlyy ac- 
quire self posession and courage for seasons of trouble and adversity; 
discountenance fraud and deception and forget not your aoeountability 
to the great Author of all good. Urbanity of manners, and kindness and 
gentleness in the treatment of the sick, will win their affection ; deoisien 
of character, and a demand of implicit obedience to your instructions 
will secure their confidence. A physician should always be in readiness 
to meet every emergency, abundantly supplied with instruments and med- 
icines in good order and conditioo» and accessible||at a moments warning, 
promptly answer every call if in your power so to do, and be particularly 
punctual in your attendance upon the poor, the richest rewards for pro- 
fessional services cannot be estimated by dollars and cents, far better to

die pennyless upon a cover of straw, with the gratitude and prayers of 
the poer, than u pon a bed of down with damask curtains/ guilty of ava- 
rice and extortion. In the early periods of your practice, you will fre- 
quently meet with cases of a serious nature) wherein you will be doubt- 
ful of the course of treatment to be pursued ; under such circumstances 
yon should not be fool hardy, but seek the council of medical men your 
seniors in the profession, and courteously divide with them the respon- 
sibilities and benefits to be assumed, and received in the management 
of your patient. 

Allow me to suggest to yon the importance of avoiding all activo con- 
nection with political organizations, this you can do witfaon t any com- 
promise of principle, or the sacrifice of a single privelege guaranteed 
to every free citizen of a free Republic ; and above all aspire not to polit- 
ical promotion and distinction whilst engaged in the practice of Medi- 
cine ; personal interests, the peaee and welfare of yoar families, and 
year duty to ysur patients, demand the free exereis* of yoni. skill and 
energies untramnnelled by politieal en<$ambrances, anxieties and respon- 
sibilities Cater not for the favour of politioians, by placing yourself upon 
lines dividing political parties, or denying your position^ but straight 
foiwardly and openly discharge ^ke duties of a freeman. In Religion 
as in Politics be eonsastent, and pursue such a course as will convinee the 
world of the unjustness of the charge seeptioism and infidelity upon the 
Medical Profession. 

Circumstances occurred at the commencement of this term which 
threatened a premature close of the Session, the generous and gentle- 
manly course pursued by you individually and collectively was such 
that it affords me much pleasure in behalf of the Medical Faculty to 
present you with this acknowledgement of our gratitude, at the same 
time it is gratifying to us (and we have no doubt it is to yuu') to assure 
yoo that anraBgements have beeb made which will render a like occur- 
rence highly improbable. 

Our acquaintance has been short though pleasant, and we hope it will 
not close with the exercises of to day — we shall hold you in respectful 
remembrance, and pray for your success and prosperity in the practice 
of your profession, and happiness in all the relations of life.

"No Citjr can deserve Immantty from epidemio diteaee, exeept bj ma- 
king abflolnte cleaallneM the first law of iu ezistenoe ; soeh eleanlinese 
as consists in a perfeot adaptation otdrminage wmUr s upply mmd esnh'falisa 
to the purposes thejr should respeotivelx inlfii ; each deaalSness as con- 
sisu in earryinf awaf by these means, tuq^cnstM^, all r0M< mateiials 
of life- ga s eoos» solid or finid— from the j wr s eni the JbeiMt, the fmeter^, or 
the tkor&ughfart, as soon as possible after their Ib tmai ie n , and with as 
near an approach as their sereral natnres aUow« to one continaont onr-

<'The Board would call earnest attention to the evidence which has 
been adduced of the surprising and almost incredible success that in 
some instances has attended well directed attention, even under circum- 
stances in which temporary measures only were available, and when 
an outbreak seemed inevitable." — (JtgMit of Otntral Board ofBeaUkt 
muUluai, England, 17th Jpril, 1864.) 

The essential and speoifte canse of Asiatic Cholera Is BumifestKy a pe- 
euliar epidemio influence, which has hitherto set at defiance thft most 
elaborate investigations. It does not visit all places alike, howevers trong 
the apparent similarity, , It will skip from place to place without leavii»g 
a single trace of iu course between them. It especially selecto and tar- 
ries on the borders of rivers, small and muddy streams, and low and 
marshy localities, more partionlarly where there is much organic mat- 
ter in a state of decomposition. It revels most on cold and damp spots, 
and fixes iu fangs in a lower story, whilst the upper ones are almost 
exempt from the visitation. Warm, dry, and elevated sites are seldom 
aiected. *'It will be Ibund as the nUe^thal the disease affeeU.most 
latally the low-lying seaporu and deltas of rivers, sparing the high 
gneandseven lonnd river eooroes." ItseU qnasantine nilaotaMiiu at 
ncterdeflanee—ltovefleape wallsand lawghs at cewtou um it mrm i aad 
when the poison is abroad it may deolaare itself when and where least 
expected; but, at a general rule, it may be said that it first invadeethe 
miserable, filthy and cheerless haunu of the poor, vicious and depraved. 
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*^7ftere (9 ft jcloft qJ/lmUff between moral depravity anii physical degradation,** 
The jNTEiM^RApe are its especial yiccfms, ^^kh^f di«(y reside in a palace 
or a hovel* (It is wdl it should be nnderstood that in the visitation of 
1849, and daiing the' present year in Engiajnd, cholera has been more 
frequent among the /eomfortable and wealthy classes than formerly. 
Hence, let those of every station take heed in ^ time.) Those whose vital 
energies are reduced Jby excesses, want, privation and anxiety of mind, 
or whose constitutions 'a re originally weak, are among the first to fall be- 
fore the scourge. 

Old age, pernicious indulgences, deficient alimentation — particularly 
a vegetable diet — foul and confined air, ciowding in low, cold and miry 
places; grief, anxiet/ and fear, and whatever else tends to debilitate the 
body and depress the mind, are sure' to predispose most powfrfully to an 
attack of this ruthless Visitor ; which, as a general ^hle, respects cleanli- 
ness, sobriety and decent habits. It seldom intrudes' ^ here industry and 
good morals prevail.'" ^enoe in regard even to this dreadful pestilence, 
mmn is, in no small d^rec, the arbiter of his own fate. 

lit toniagionsnesiias been alternately asserted and dcmjed. The ma- 
jority of the profesi^tfu do not acknowledge this mode of transmission 
of the disease. At j^l events, even admitcing that it is contagious, ex- 
perience proves thai' ikd* property exists only in A very small degree. 
With the most ordinaxy preeavcion, tittle danger is to be apprehended, 
and this fact should -be Icnown to alt, us thousands have perished from 
the w«nt of a little jctnd an<il christian attention, resulting from the fear 
of infection. *<lCedical practitioners have not, in any ascertained case, 
conveyed the infection in their clothes to patients whom they were at- 
tending for other ,4i<eato9, or CO their families ; neither have nurses or 
other casual attei^^antson the sick, suffered, although belonging to a class 
more obnoxious ,^0 the disease.** No evidence, thus far, has appeared, 
that the disease at present prevailing in pur City has in a single case 
been produoed by contagion. {Report of the Board of Healthy New York,

But it is right to c^terve, that the clothes of such as die wiili Cholera, 

as likewise, the bedding of 4he sick and dead, if left for a short time 
huddled up- in a heap, b^ix^ne eminently iofeetioins* (fomities,) The 
ejeetione a-nd emanations thus confined, ferment, fester and become very 
poisonoue. The moment apersoiffies, the clothes siieiiild be harried out 
to air and dry ; the beddi^pmould also be thocoughly exposed, and the 
hair aj)fi feathers be well heated in an oven, fiat (should the bed be 
much spj[led it would be well to destroy it altogether. The whole of the 
cloth);ij;'sl)9utd be handled with a stick, and after hanging a few days j 
in this (](peh air should be steeped for some time in hot weUer, and fre- 
quently' stirred vigorously with a stick. Lime or ashes should bo ^dded 
'W the water I and when the clothes are well washed and rinsed, they 
should a^aln be hung out. in the air lor several\lays or for weeks in a 
garret, before they are brought into use.

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The sanitary precautions are not many, nor always difficult of obser- 
vance,. but they are imperative and comnonly very effectual, and to l>e 
relied upon with confidence. 

Qn the irruption of the epidemic, or, far belter, when it is apprehend- 
ed, low, wet and badly ventilated plaoca should at once be abandoned ; 
old. filthy, and d*»r»nvinp buildings, as well as underground, cellar and 
dark lenaraents should immediately be evacuated. Legal enactments 
should enforce this observance. 

The walls and floors of the dwellings o( the poor should be well tcra- 
ped, and washed with lie or lime-water, »t least once in the season ; then 
well dry-scrubUed every day, asnioisture tends to attract and absorb, 
and consequently give out, bad odours. The walls should Be completely 
brushed d#vn and then whitewashed, particularly in the cellars. The 
cellar window* should be,ke^pt constantly open Nor should the dwellings 
of the ric/t be ex-empt frotp a thorough cleansing when epidemic cholera, 
especially,. prevails. The cellars,^ev£n in their dwellings, should be vvejl 
cleaned and then sprinkled w^t|i a, little lime ; but if damp and -wet, .a 
few inches of the suf/ace shoul^ be removed, some lime applie^d, and 
two or three inches of coarse, clean sand spread over this. .Or,, what is 
quite as good, blacksm,ith's cinders and ashes, or the rubbii^h and mortar 
of old walls, shouldibe thrown oyer the whole bottom to a thickness of 
four or five inches, especially, if tjje ground is wet and oozy. 

Sinks and Cess- pools should at qnc« be emptiid completely., and lime 
abundantly strewn about. Privie3.sh0uldals0.be thoroughly d^.scharg^d 
and limed, whilst every nop.k and ftorner about the premises shj>u Id be 
brushed down and. whitewashed ; yet, wJien the cholera suddenly invades 
a locality, it would be far better not^to disturb privies, ^c, ^e.^ .bjit to 
use lime abundantly, and, what is er^iially good, to cast into cess- pools 
and drains, some of the black ammonical liquor which is antiseptic an,d 
destroys animal matter, and is thus a valuable disinfectant, that abounds 
in gas factories. The lime that has served for the purifying of the gas 
is also very useful in destroying noxious odours. 

All boles, cavities, and wet places about dwellings should be first 
cleansed^ and then filled with mortar, or the ashes, coals, and lime from 
the gas factories,.^ ^which seem to be even better deodorisers than fresh 
lime. All ikese -Substances are excellent disinfectants, and instead of 
being converted»in4o nnisances in tffi streets, shoold be applied in the 
manner lndicated>,by which they would ^^oine useful and be sought 
after. Epidemics are suj'e to alight where terrestrial emanations of a 
mephitic nature exist. 

In cities it has almost always been the lowest, dampest, **mo8t crowded 
and most filthy sections that have suffered most." Where there is not a 
free circulation of air, and where the cheering rays of the sun seldorii 
penetrate, the localities are always raw, and chilly, and there is con- 
stantly a very percepttble, repulsive nnd musty odour, a? d the inhabit- 
ants are pale wan and debilitated. 
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The utmost care shouM ba observed to obtain perfect ventilation. 
Whilst impure Rn<l conRnctl air in crowded apartments is always dele- 
terious, it is eminently so in times of cholera and during the prevalence 
of all epidemics. The brenthing of foul air predisposes to every dis- 
ease, enervates ihe'body, and deirtroys all moral and physical ener- 
gy- 

Thofire-plft'ces sliouhl be kept^open, and*vent1!n*r»rf »>!r»ppd in n coupio 
of N^indows. All Ihe stovepipe stoppers shoul-d 'be removed, and every 
room have, if possilUe, an opetiing into the chimney, near the ceiling, 
i'or the escape of the heated and deteriorated air." 

When the weather is rainy, damp, and raw, a fiVe should be'kindled, 
for the double purpose of imparting warn)th, and causing a draught in 
' th'fe house. 

^very l«nam*»nt should bo supplied with abundance of'g'oo^ water. 
That from wells in ordinary yards is always more or less irJIpure, and 
is frequently most injurious, being saturated with all the filth Ih^t soaks 
through the eLrth from the privies, as well as with other putiid rjiatters 
that are so often cast about the premise?, especially of the poor. "Every 
spring of water represents the drainage of a certain surface or thickness 
of soil, and such as are the qualities of this gathering ground, such mus^ 
be the qualities of the water." The impurity in the water with which 
the inhabitants of London, in the several districts are supplied, is in 
nearly a direct proportion to the mortality from choleia." **The mortal- 
ity is least where the Water is known to be most piVre," and this is eqtial- 
ly applicable to the purity of the rftniOspiVfere of every jJlaCe. 

Sanitary inspettiorii and the steps ta^ken thereon, in so far as regards 
nuisances and ufthealthy situations, are of paramount necessity, and it 
is an imperjjtive duty to see ihem' duly carried out, as, if properly per- 
formed, they will tend greaiiy to prevent an irruption of cholera. These 
are the most efficient means for neutralizing and destroying the force of 
epidemic diseases, and thus tend generally, if not to the prevention df 
epidemics,' especially of fevers, at least powerfully to diminish their 
virulence, for the pabulum of all infections comploints is found to exist 
in the mephitic air of low, moist, and dark retreats, where there are 
crowding, bad veniilation, and the invariable accompaniments of filth, 
vice and poverty. Add to these, impure water, and there is ail that is 
req uisite to breed sickness, and to invite and arrest cholera in lts"course- 
**The exciting causes of such diseases are in great measure iVwier ottr 
control, and by properly guarding against these, much, very niiich,' liiity 
be done in obviating the development and *'t*Xtension of the disease." 
Hence the absolute necessity for a systematic sanitary visitation of the 
dwellings df the poor, and the courts and alleys which they inhabit, ^uch 
as of late obtains in certain cities in England, and which ean be effeci- 
ually carried o«t only by ths appointment of *''Inspectoi s^ of Nuis'ances^ 
— able and intelligent men. 

Doubts msty very legitimately exist, however, as to tha propri^ety of a 
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medical organisation for systematic "bonse to boote" Yiuution to at* 
oertain whether cholera is present. This necessarily entails much oatlay, 
whilst it Is well known that the intrnsion, daily, of a Doctor into every 
house, eoqairing in doleful tones if any one has diarrhcsa, or cholera, 
or feels unwell in any way, at onc^ engenders fear and apprehensioi^ f, 
depression of spirits follows, and the panic beconnes general, than which 
there is no more immediately predisposing cause of cholera. This, ad- 
ded to the uuheahhiness of the locality, constitutes the whole into a mag- 
azine which one spark of the poison, ignites, an<| then the disease is es- 
tablished in the neighborhood. **Nothing .predisposes an individual 
more ^o the influence of eholera, or tends more to increase the t^alignan- 
cy of an attack than fbar. It is, therefore, of the greatest itrlportance 
that theptMic mtiul should be relieved from all unnecessary appj^ension 
with ff^gmrd to the true natuie of this disease.'* *'The moment jpn make 
your enquiries you sound the alarm." Yon disturb "that <^\m and 
composed state of mind which does more than is generally ^ppposed 
in the preventing the onset of this disease." "All epidemics are KS"^* 
vated more or less by mental disturba^i^ce, whether in the shape of an 
active panic, or low despondency." *']i[oral influences exercise jio little 
control over the cholera." Another reason why these day visiter. seem a 
work of snperdrogauon, to say the lea|\r, is that eholera makes its.attack 
most oft^n after night fall. **In the .i^ajority of cases the attack was 
noticed to take place between midnigbt^and 4, a. m. And it frequently 
happens thai the premonitory symptoms are so slight as not to Attract at- 
tention, and thus in a moment, and nnexpeqiedly, the disease bursts forth 
and speedily destroys its victim. Whilst diarrhoea generally precedes 
the more decided symptom?, still it can scarcely be said to be an ^'esften- 
tlal symptom of cholera." Let not the immates of every hou^)bp)d 
have their peace of ffxifid disturbed by such an unwise and really i^^call- 
^d for intrusion. These visits, besides, add enormously to the expense 
aitending this dreadful invasion. 

. A far more efllcient substitute, and which is free from the objeo- 
t}pns tliat attach to the **hou8e to house visitation," would be to draw 
ni^a code of directions in clear and concise langnage» indicating what 
are the first means to be resorted to for preventing the looalizatioa, and 
also what may conduce to an attack, of cholera. With these views the 
folldwing remarks and snggestioos have been prepared, not. based upon 
any Visionary hypothesis, but upon extensiv,f,.,,^xperienoe of the disease 
since its first invasion in 1882, ks Well as upori the knowledge derived 
from the best writers on the subject, and the recommendations, if 
duly appreciated and acted upon, may be attended with incalcu- 
laJ>le advantages, such as neither money nor medicine can pro- 
cure. 

A caretul Sanitary inspection of all premises should take precedence 
of. any other precautionary measure, and if thoroughly put into ef- 
fect it will, in the majority of instances, secure immunity fiom at- 
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tack. ,, , 

The emanationi from privien are always ofien^ive and injurions to 
health, particularly In close, pent-up yards. Even the best constructed 
wate^r closets are not at all free from objection. 

The, next point in importance is the employment of Disinfi^ctants, and 
there \f a variety of them that may be used ^o correct foul smells; yet it 
must tjipi be forgotten that they do not entireljr destroy the poisonous ef- 
fects o/jjhe effluvia, tbej soot (which is ^n excellent deodoriser*) of 
every bb|use should be collected, to be strewn occasionally into privies, 
especially before emptying them. Lime and lime water should be used 
for the same purpose. A handful of the flhloride of Lime in one gallon 
of water, or four ounces of Green Vitriol, (Sulphate of Iron) or a couple 
of ounces of the Oil of Vitriol, (Sulphuric Acid) or a quarter of a pound . 
of Alum in a bucket of water should be sprinkled in the privy before 
removing ij^s contents; and when emptied, half a bushel of Lime should 
be •prct.ad upon the botteni. Another cheap and excellent disinfectant 
18 the Nitrate of Lead, yirhich forms the basis of Ledoyen's purifying 
fluid. One punoe of Sugar, (^cetate) of Lead dissolved in a pailful'of 
wau^r, to which are added^ two ounces of Nitric Acid, (Aqua Fortis) will 
make the preparation At for use.

These agents are so cheap, easily applied, and effectual, that it would 
be criminal not to resort to them to correct foul odours, and to prevent 
their formation. The Chloride of Zinc is likewise an efficient corrector 
of foul exhalations, but it is dearer than jhe others, and it is the same 
with the Nitrate of Zinc,— Sir Wm. Burnett's disinfecting fluid, yet it 
is so very manageable and efficieent, that ever^ house should be supplied 
with a little of this fluj^, to which there is always attached, clear and 
copious directions for its use. 

Every one should know that deodorizi,n^ agents are not always dis- 
infectants, and that some of the most deadly exhalations, such as Car- 
bonic Acid, Azote, and some other gases, as well as the mephitic vapours 
o,f cemeteries and certain malarious localities, are destitute of odour* 
It is likewise well to be informed, that ^hayings, saw dust, corn-husks, 
straw, 4*c., 4*c., which often constitute, fl^e bedding of the destitute, and 
are generally moist and damp, corrupt the air by robbing it of its vital 
principle, oxygen, and exhaling carbonic acid. It is likewise proper to 
state, that a candle may burn where tHe air is so deleterious as to cause 
instant,4eath when breathed. , , 

JThft Ipllowin^ .observations, as r^^^rd^^ig indixidualsf should he res- 
pected as precepts that have received the entire sanction of timei and 
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the authority of every experienced anci well-informed medical man ; in- 
deed, they should be looked upon as axioms not to be deviated from with 
inipunity, during the existence of cholera in particular. 

Old habits, even vicious ones, of a dietary nature are not to be sudden- 
ly corrected. The inebriate and guzzler should diminish the number 
and amount of his libations, and substitute in a great measure, Tea and 
Coffee, which should constitute the morning and evening meal, with 
toast and butter, to which might be added a small quantity of meats as 
"a relish." Even during the day Tea aftd'Coflee should be taken as the 
common beverage. Either will remove that constant ^"knaw^ing" at the 
vitals with which the old tippler is more or less tormented, as one of the 
effects of his pernicious indulgences, flis **craving for drink" will be 
cured if he take a bowl of good spiced beef tea. These different arti- 
cles stimulate kindiy, and do not exhausr,'butare, indeed^; restorative ton- 
ic, and' exhilera ting'. Moderation in eating is as necessary as in the use 
of drinks. 

Little alteration' sh^DUld be made In the dress, even in Warm weather ; 
and on no accounV should flannels be di'sconiihued. Wbblen or silk hose 
should be worn by all.' 

The food should be plain, well cool^ed and a^reably seasoned. 
Roast meat, rather* nnderdone, t6 be preferred wrCli a very little 
gravy. 

Pork, very fat meat, and old mutton^, should be abstained from'. Bbil- 
ed meat and soup, with few vegetables, and well baked stale bread, 
make wholesome food. **Salted meats," bacon, and other cured meats, 
as afso sausages, especinlly if long made, are all to be shunned ; though 
salt, as a condiment, is aii indispensable addition to fresh meats, veget- 
able?, 4"C. All kinds of fish should be pertaken of with extreme cau- 
tion ; even the most fresh and best looking are to be used with much cir- 
cumspection. Leguminous and succulent vegetables should be sparingly 
indulged in, — such as green peas and beans, in the pod or otherwise. 
The same may be said of green corn, boiled or roasted. Good mealy 
potatoes roasted, are not objectionable, but boiled waxy ores should be 
"mashed," well seasoned, and moderately partaken of. Butter, whilst 
eminently nutritious, is, with many j^ersons, very indigestible. Butler 
sauce should not be taken in quantity. Milk, raw, or belter when boiled 
with dry toast, makes a safe and good meal. Hot bread should be av- 
oided, as well as ijran bread used 'only by those who are habitually cos- 
tive, and that wisely in other times tban those of a cholera epidemic. 
Rice is" very nourisliing, slightly binding, arid agrees with every conati- 
siituiion. Boiled in milk it would be excel*ent tvhen Cholera threatened 
or prevailed. 

Oat-meal and barley, as well as corn meal,' ar(il3(^te^r dispensed with 
in such tirnvs, and should not constitute the food of* i^ersorts ; mixed with 
molasses tliey are much more prc^judiciiil, as causing a tendency todi- 
arrhcBa, and readily becoming acid in the stomach. Buck-wlVeat and 
rye cakes should not be indulged in. Sugar and butter do not add to 
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their being digested. "Pastry is an abomination" (Dr. Paris) especially 
if underdone and saturated with butter. 

Desserts should be avoided, especially such as are composed of mixed 
articles. 

Ripe juicy fruits need not be dispensed with, the skins and seeds how- 
ever should be rejected, but green and unripe fruit rrust not be parta- 
ken of. 

No food should be t^ken on going to bed. 

If any liquid as ordinary beverage, between meals, is to be indulged in 
— wiiich, however , is not advisable, nnlcFS it be Tea and Coffee, which 
experience has proved to be very useful — the best are port wine and wa- 
ter, brandy, or spirits in water. Poor, sour winep, cider, stale beer, and 
all drinks readily acidified should be eschewed. Let the miserable ine- 
briate be cautious not to invoke these recommendations as a justification 
for his constant potations. 

Remedial Measures. — Cholera is a most insidious disease, requiring 
untiring vigilance. If met at once it is readily subdued, and give it any 
<j,aarter and it becomes almost invincible. 

It can be cured with certain and positive success, if the well proved 
means are at once resorted to, and for this end the remedies required 
should be in every family, or at least, most easy of acoesp. Tlieyare 
few, cheap and easily procured ; consisting mainly of cordial stimulants. 
Perhaps the safest are compound Tincture of Lavender, or Camphorated 
Tincture of Opium (Paregoric,) or the Compound Tincture of Rhubarb, 
or any of the Aromatic Tinctures ; but warming, spiced drinks will be 
very useful. When tliere is a sensation of chilliness, coldnciss of the 
hands and feet, or "sinking at the stomach," rumbling of wind, or a 
disposition to loos«eness of tlje bowels, half a tea spoonful of the Tinct. 
of Lavender, or Paregoric, or Tinct. of Rhubarb, taken with a little sugar 
or sweetened water, or a cup of spiced tea, (cinnamon, nutmeg or ginger 
.^c. ^c.) hot and sweetened, will quell these premonitory symptoms. This 
process might be repeated every ten, fifteen or twenty minutes, if ihe 
unpleasant feelings do not subside. At the same time the person should 
go tp^jj^jd, and get into a gentle perspiration the soonest possible, for to 
s,i£>^up pr go about is sure to increase the disposition to diarrhoea, which, 
of ^11 the distress, must hejirst and at once arrested. Should the tenden- 
cy to it be sudden, in addition to the articles mentioned above, 10, 15, ^0, 
or 30 jlrops of Laudanum should be taken, whilst the Physician is sent 
for, as there is not a moment to be lost, should the sufferer not f.-el bet- 
ter. 

Ev<My family should be provided with a two ounce phial, at least, of 
the Tiiiciure ui Lavender or of Paregoric;, or of the Compound Tincture 
of Rhubarb, or of any Aromatic Tincture, as also with one oi Laudanum 
each being properly labejled, apd the word roisow in large letters affixed 
to the Laudanum phial to distinguish it. At the very outset of the dis- 
ease, these measures alone frequently arrest it, but should much uneasi- 
ness continue, application .-should be made to the nearest, Physician. Ev-

ery intelligent fxerson being posessed of these articles, the poor should be 
supplied with them at the expense of rhe Citjr. Travellers irtiould have 
some of these phials by them, in order to be prepared against emeigen- 
qies. 

It has been properly stated that ''if taken in time and properly treated, 
the expense for medicines would not exceed a shilling a head for those 
subjected to treatment.'* 

Let it be well understood, that ^here are no specifies for this dis- 
ease, and that like all others, it should be managed accordmg to those 
rational principles which long and discriminating experience has sanc- 
tioned. 

Should not the Sanitary measures just inculcated prevent the epidemic, 
they will at least greatly diminish its virulence, and the remedies sug- 
gested will in the great majority of instances, at once arrest it in its 
course. The pernicious habit vhicl\ some persons have, of taking Seid- 
litz and otiier laxative powders, Ep^om Salts, Morrison's Pills and similar 
Patent Medicines, is to be denounced in the strongest terms. Such prac- 
tices have sent thousands to a premature grave. Even moderate costive- 
ness should be borne with or relieved by injections rather than run the 
risk of setting the whole body in commotion, whico may prove of a 
dangerous nature, and exceedingly difficult to composis. Large draughts 
of cold, iced, soda or mineral water, should not be indulged in when 
thirst prevails, and cold drinks shpuld rather be sip ped or taken gradu- 
ally, for swallowed with avidity, colic, and derangement of the diges- 
tive organs often ensue; Ginger Baer, or Nectar is preferable during 
times of sickness to any of the ordinary cooling drinks. Melons and 
Cucumbers are also much used ^in hot weather as refringerants, than 
which nothing is more pernicious. Many lives are lost anually by the 
use of unripe Melons. Even the most mellow should be taken with 
great caution^ but cucumbers should be tolerated by none. In one word, 
every thing that is taken, whether for food or luxuiy should be used with 
much circumspection and moderation. 

Although we may be so fortunate as to escape from Cholera this year, 
yet the alcove remarks will be found useful in preserving health generally, 
and will always be found to apply to the invasion of all epidemics. The 
two following brief extracts from the Report of the Registrar General of 
England, should serve as beacons to communities, to Governments, and 
to individuals. 

**In all epidemic diseases the mortality is invariably commensurate un- 
to theJiUh and destitution of the inKabitants and the impurities of their 
abodes." ' 

'^Internal sanitary arrangements, and not quarantine and sanitary lines, 
are the safer-guards of nations againit epidemic diseases.

Dear Sir : — 1 hope tliat you will honour with an insertion in your 
widely circulated Lancet* the following brief abstract of a case which 
has just fi^Hen under hiy'6bser\ration and which is not devtiid of great 
pathological interest. Never having seen the patient previous to the time 
of the post-mortem examination, I regret my consequent inability of re- 
porting any details of the morbid signs which mnst, of necessity, have 
n<^companied so severe a degree of pulmonary injury. 

Some four years since, a child named Brulrz, nine years old, while 
harrying to school, was said to have swallowed a piece of lead he had 
in the mouih ; and that the lead instead of passing down the esophagus 
had entered the larynx ly^ found its way irHo the lung. He lived up to 
tbid day presenting externally , at least, all the evidences of tubercular af- 
fection, and for which he underwent various modes of treatment at the 
hands of several physicians. Having, contrary to the opinion of bis 
physiciiins, expressed the idea that the mischief resulted from the pres- 
ence of the foreign body in the lung, I was requested by the Irieiids, on 
the 4th inst., to make an- examination of the body, and the following 
appearances were noted : 

The left lung was in a perfectly normal state. Some slight'efi'usion 
in the pericardium. The right lung had preserved nearly its primitive 
form, but after dividing through about one inch ol hepatized substance, 
I discovered a true fistulous canal, which in form represented a cone 
with its base upwards. The sinus wne filled with an enormous quan- 
tity of pus mixed with fchreds ot pulmonary structure. Thecavityat 
its upper part was of dimensions sufficient to admit the closed fist, and 
growing smaller downwards allowed the index finger to come in contact 
with the foreign body which had traversed the whole length of the lung 
to within about a line of the diaphragm. On cutting open the lung it 
presented absolutely the appearance of a cavern, whose descriptive de- 
tail are^ to be found given by Authors. 

The piece of lead very roiigh^is of an elleptical form, weighs 85 grains 
twelve lines in length and five in width. As I have no recollection of 
having ever seen so ejtensive a case of pulmonary ulceration, and with- 
out supposing that rny cabe is wnt^u^, I nevertheless hope that it will 
prove of sufficient value to entitle it to a place in your interesting Lan- 
cet.

WHEN THE DISEASE IS FULLY DEVELOPED. 

Dissolve one ounce of the Chlorate of Potash in one gallon of lct» -wa- 
ter, and allow the patient to drink of it ad libitum, and without refer- 
ence to the vomiting. Allovno other liquid. 

For the cramps, use active friction with dry^ hot flannel, and place dry 
hot bricks about the feet and legs. For the vomiting, put a mustard 
plaster over the stomach and, if necessary, give a table spppnful every 
15 minutes, of a strong decoction of burnt coffee, cold and without sugar 
or milk. 

Avoid opium, camphor, brandy, calomel and every thing of the kind. 
Give all the fresh air possible, and promote dryness and veutihition by an 
open fire when possible. 

When reaction comes on,-lreat according to the symptom*. • 

Will those who may try this treatment thoroughly, report the results to 
the public through the Lancet?

Dear Sir : — A case oocnrred in my practice a short time since of an 
unusual nature — tome at least — and thinking it might not be ua- 
interesting to some of your numerous Readers, have subjoined a brief 
sketch. 

Mrs. .,complained of pain in the right lower extremity in the 

mprning, of a Rheumatic character, which during the day passed into 
the hip where it ren>ained until about 5 o*clock p. m., when it passed into 
the lumbar region produping a spasmodic contraction of the Uterus 
equal to that o![ the latter pains in delivery, ^he was about in the 8th 
month of pregnancy. This spasmodic contraction continued without 
any interval whatever y until delivery was effected and that entirely by the 
efforts of nature. A powerful anodyne had no effect in quieting or chang- 
ing the nature of the pain. 

The labor was accomplished soIe)y and entirely by this one pain — 
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which lasted about 5 1-2 hours. The labor was completed in about 16 
minutes after the discharge of the waters. The child was still born ; 
and had probably been dead about 48 !ionr«, as no motion had been per- 
ceived during that period. All pain subsided immedl^teiy on delivery 
and the patient had a rapid recovery. 

She is of a dropsical tendency and has miscarried several times in 
succession.

BAD RESULTS FROM THIS MODE OF TREATMENT.

Dear Sir:— Over the signature of Wal «r Carpenter, M. D.. Univer- 
sity of Vt. Burlington, is a case — communicated in the April No; of the 
American Lancet — of Fracture of the Cranium having beeri successfully 
treated without trephining. I do not wish to criticise the eommunication 
nor the Doctor's practice, for I, certaitily, cbhcur with him not only in 
cases of trephining but amputations; removals of the female breast, etc., 
have been **too frequently resorted to ;" yet it is but justice to those who 
may read the Doctors communication, and to the Doctor hirriself, to know 
that his case, thay yet prove troublesoHio in consequence of not having 
used the trephine at the tinrie his patient was under treatment. I could 
give moie than one instance to prove my position, yet as I wish to be 
brief I ^\[\ relate but one example which I think is to the point. 

RuFUS MoRRTS, aged 8 years, was thrown from a horse (1844) striking 
the head against a stone and fractured the anterior and superior angle of 
the right parietal bone. The case was treated by a Medical Gentleman, 
of high standing, upon the sdme principles as indicated by Dr. Carpenter, 
and, as he supposed, with entire success which however ttirned out oth- 
erwise. Ih 1861, seven years after the receipt of the injury, I was fcdn- 
sulted in this boy's case; 'The father stated to me that iiis son had not 
grown any since he had got his skull broke, and that for the last six 
months he had been having **fitp;" and that he wished me to do 6ame- 
thing for him. I examined the boy very carefully; there was a consider- 
able indentation in the skull where the fracture had existed ; pulse 
quick and feeble ; appetite ordinarily good ; digestion good ; bowels reg- 
ular ;skin swarthy, beccrHiing flushed on the approach of a "fit" and 
during the time of conviilsion ; secretion of urine normal. The entire 
body except the head see«iv3d to be sUiitcd ; rfiind not the least impaired 
not even during the time of convulsion, yet he cculd not articulate the 
first word during the convulsion. The boy 6duld always foretell when 
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he was going to have a fit, as he called it, by the numbness of the }eft 
side — being that oppo^re to the injury. I told the father that I looked 
upon the fractured part of the skull as the cause of. the ^nischief and 
that nothing sliort of trephining would do any good, and explained to 
both the reasons I had for such an opinion, and the n>odus operandi of 
trephining, etc. The parties being satisfied ^ith »he explanation, re- 
quested that I shodld operate which I did, using one of the largest sized 
trephines in the operation. £Jl^oroform was administered. The boy 
was able to sit up the n^t day which I forbade him to do ; however he 
speedily recovered from the operation and from the convulsions. 

The whole theory of the case can be summed up in a nut shell ; there 
was mechanical pressure upon ihe brain which retarded the free circu- 
lation of blood — ^^hence the necessity and success o(. the operation. . Fi- 
nally, I am of opinion from the result of the above, and similar eases, 
which I hs^ve witnessed, that trephining at the tiaie a fracture is pro- 
duced where fragments and spicalas of bone are pressing upon, or pene- 
trating into the brain or its envelopes, is the only ratioii,al plan of treat- 
ment, because it is the safer practice. To operate when the secondarry 
symptoms occur, is a dlHicuIt task in the hands of , the most ezpertSur- 
l^on.

Dear Sir : — In the May Number of your (iancet, D^. Swain, pf Bal- 
lardsville, Ky., has given the history and treatment oi a case, under the 
following significant heading t "Hysteric spasm assimilating Epilepsy, 
occurring after Deliveryi^' And, as it seems to me, that the appellations * 
Hysteric and Epilepsy are both misnomers in the cpouection which the 
writer uses them, I bdg leave to off it a few remarks, which, I thin)c, will 
go to show that Mrs. H., 4nstead of laboring under "Hysteric 
Spasms" was reaily a subject ef that more fearful diseaseu^uerper9.l Con- 
vulsions. 

The Dr. tells us that previous to delivery, Mrs H., "complained, pf some 
headache," and that soon after the child was born, /Uier. pulse bad in- 
creased in volume and frequency*" and that she "stillcomplaiiaed of 
pain in the head." Very well, are n«t the symptoms here enuqnerated 
precisely the same as often usher in puerperal convulsions ? Was tjljere 
even a premonition that the woman was about to suffer an atta,cJc of 
hysteria ? Certainly not. The persistent headache, the increase iri,tbe 
j frequency and volume of the pulse, and especially the very recent l^bor, 
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all portended Convulsions, rs^ther- than **hysterio Spasm*.** 

But the Doctor continues, and says that in about two hpnrs after th® 
child was born the mother was seized with Spasms, .and th.at she suffered 
three of these in •about half an hour, and that she. was entirely "coma- 
tose." We are informed that at this time "her .pulse, was full, hard and 
frequent;** not the soft and natural pulse of hysteria ! Now does the,Dr.*s 
treatment accord any better w4th the title -of his communication, than 
the history apd symptoms do? The patient ^yas immediately bled about 
thirty oudjos, and in an hour thereafter fifteen ounces more of blood 
were abstracted, making in all forty-five^ounces of blood ; and a cathar- 
tic of Cal. Rhei, and Aloes was piescribed, which, however vjro^ld have 
been more appropriate had. it been composed of 20 grains each of Jalap 
and Calomel. 

After this treatment, w<) are informed that, the spasms were both di- 
minished in force and fnEKjuency. But the patient not recovering mo- 
mentarily and perfectly»it appears that the Dr. became greatly alarmed, 
and had her father sent for! The old gentleman informed him that two 
or three members of his family had had **fit6*' before, and that camphor 
had cured th*m ; wherefore camphor and hyosciamus are given to Mrs. 
H., and she gets well. 

Now, I desire to ask th« Dr., if he verily believes that Mrs. H., ^yo^ld 
have recovered without . the copious depletion to which she was early 
subjected ? If he regarded the disease as pimple nervous excitation — 
why, certainly, his treatment was inconsistent and injudicious. If the 
iKoman was reaUy suffering from nothing else than hysteria, most assur- 
edly the spasms would not have been diminished either in frequency or 
severity, and the patient would not have **regained her health in the us- 
ual time," under so bald a depletory treatment. Or, suppose instead of 
the depletory mode that was adopted, Mrs. H. had been>treated early 
and freely upon stimulants — anti-spasmodics, if yoti please — how 
would she have fared? Undoubtedly the issue would have been fa- 
tal. 

Now, in. conclusion, I object to the entiie article, as being well calcu- 
lated to mislead the y^ung and inexperienced practitioner. In the main 
Mrs. H. was certainly treated correctly, and, in my opinion, she owes 
her recovery to Dr. Swain. But what inference is the report of the case 
calculated to leave ? I answer : We can come to no other conclusion, re- 
garding the title of the report, as well as the prescription of camphor 
and hyosciamus, to the effects of which the Doctor seems to think the 
cure was due, that Dr. Swain, when he first saw the case, legarded ic as 
one of puerperal convulsions, but after confering with the patients father 
be changed his diagnosis, as also his .treatment, and from i\^ fact that 
<h© camphor and hyosciamus did not kill Mrs. H., he adopts the. tf rm 
hysteria, for the more formdiable pne of Epilepsy, or convulsions — and I 
most solemnly protest against the inference which Dr. Swain has left, 
that it was a case of simple hysteria, and that the patient would have 
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been perfectly &nd promptly relieved by camphor and faydfbiamus 
alone.

Dear Sir : — I enclose the report of a case of bony degeneration of the 
Uterus, or ossific deposit in the left ovarium. 

The subject of .this case was a servant of my friend, S. C, of Henry 
Co. Hannah was sixty three years of age at the timie of her decease, 
and died of peritonitis in union with dysentery, during the prevalence 
of the severe epidemic of the fall of fifty three. She menstruated reg- 
ularly from the age of puberty, but' was frequently compelled to keep 
her bed for two or three days in consequence of menorrhagia. Some- 
where about the age of 26, she noticed a regular and increasing enlarge- 
ment of the uterus, counterfeiting ptegnancy, and she supposed she was 
"encienle" until its persistance, after the usual lime for its maturity, 
dissipated the idea. She menstruated with regularity during this pe- 
riod, and continued to do so up to the. age of forty-five ; when this uter- 
ine function ceased, the tumour gradually subsided, and in a few years 
had retracted to the cavtty of the pelvis. 

She had noticed all these changes in the order of their succession, and 
frequently expressed to the Master and MTstress a desire to be examined 
after death to clear up the mystery of Her base. 

Owing to a settled belief that the disease was slowly and surely under- 
mineing her health, and that 8he was beyond the reach of human aid, 
she had iopg declined medicine, and obstinately refnsed to allow the 
smallest amount (with the exception of a little salts) to pass her lips 
during this, her last illness, which terminated her earthly career in five 
days. 

Autopsy, 12 hours after death. I invited, my frietid Dr. Baker, of Shel- 
by, to assist me in a hurried examination,' to which he promptly acceed- 
ed. Body rigid, spare, deficient in adipose cellular substance, but dis- 
tinct as to muscular development. We first made an incision through 
the integuments, in a right line from the sternum to the pubis, two late- 
ral incisions were then made both com'menctng at the same fjoint with 
the last diverging from each « other ahd following a line parallel 
with the lower margin of the ribs, each measuring some ten inches; 
the flaps were now turned back exposing the IbiiotHlfia'l viscera *'in 
siiu.*' 

The omentum gave evidfehce of a high' state of inflammation, gangren- 
ous at several points, and extravasated blood everywhere; the periton- 
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pum was slightly injetsted. After rer^oving the bowels, a 'body very 
much resembling an impacted csecum was discovered in the pelvic cav- 
ity which, after manipulating, we assured ourselves was bound down 
to the inner walls of the pelvic bason by bands' of adventitious mem- 
brane so slightly organized as to yield readily to the force of the finger. 
Anteriorly it was attached to the bladder by the complete incorporation 
of their serous tissues, for an inch and a half eacfh way; posteriorly, it 
was firmly adherent to the rectum to about the same extent. Before re- 
moving it we explored'ihe vagina with a silver fentale catheter, which 
gave us the length of that canal. 

We now proceeded to' remove the'tumonr from its connection?, which 
was done by disf^ecting'away portions of the rectum and bladder, with 
about an inch of the vagina. When laid upon the table, with its attach- 
ments above mentioned, it^presented a tumour or body of about five and 
a half inches from its ndck to its base three and h half laterally, and 
three antero-posteriorly. The vagina was a perfect culde-sac; atone 
place there appeared a snffHll indentation apparently the last vestige of 
an obliietated canal. I tried to explore it with a small probe but found 
it impervious to the instrhmcnt. The ovarium of the right side was 
filled with enlarged vesicles the size of a middling mnrble ; that of the 
left was entirely wanting unless this mass represented it, if this was the 
ovarium the uterus was wanting. Upon cutting into it, we found the 
mass composed of some eleven tumors, from the size of a cherry to a 
walnut, each resting in a distinct cell lined with a serous membrane, and 
easily separated from its matrix; several of the tumours were com- 
pletely ossified, others cartilaginous and filled with 'numerous ossific 
nuclei, and serrated the' instrument which attempted to scrutinize 
them. 

It is presumable that this woman had a uterus during her menstrual 
period; can it be possible that this is an enlarged ovarium, which has 
absorbed it? Or, can this bony degeneration changed the character of 
both.' From this history can you form any idea of its character.

L<'t the limb take 
this position, flex it upon the body and adduci it at the same 
time, this will rehix the j)yriforms gemelli, obturati or internuj 
and quadrates. Sweep the trochanter round towards the back 
of the pelvis, this will free the joint fiom the constricting ac- 
tion of the above muscles; by rotation the foot otuwards the

Dear Doctor: — An you know, T embarked from New York in tli«* noble 
stenin-sliipy Attic, on tlie59ili of April. As we wi-re pas.^-ing on board 
•the siiip, tlie rain came down in torri*nt?, and ilioiigii we leCt. the wharf 
,precis«'ly at 12 o'clock amid the hurras of hundred:*, who huii gnihert'd to 
•«ay r«reweli to ilieir friends, yet it was judged prudtMit by ilu* Captain to 
anchor in the lower bay, where we reuiajned until 9 o'cloek n 'Xt morn- 
ing ; by tli'is fime the storn) lind lulled, and with a serrne ^ky and buoy- 
ant hop^es we weij^hed anriu)r, and directed our course towards Liver- 
pool. After a most agreeable passage of ten days, more like a lri;i up the 
Norili RfVer than a crossing of the broari Atlantic, we arrived in ll»e com- 
mercial emporium of Great Biitsnn, in pncistly tfu days from the time 
we leli New Yo»k. My slay in Liverpool was brief, us I was, anxious to 
hasten on »o London, which I rea(!h«»d on t!ie 12iliinj:t. When I left 
New York, 1 had <)etermined to make my visit to Europe om* both of 
pleasure and profit; and I, tht-refore, propose giving you in the way of a 
ve^ brief digest a running a<;ebunt of my seeing-* and doings so far as the 
protes-^ional world is con(;t'rn< d. Though pressed by many of my f'i«nds 
in America to take letters of introduelion to the Ifadiii'; prof«'ssional men 
in the various cities, which I cou'i-mplated visiting, yet I sidiiloii.-ly re- 
fused all sucL pasS|_)oris. Letters of introdnetion aie usually great bores, 
and as a general itile, I atn InclinL-d to ngard the hospitality growing out 
of ihem as a sort of forced civility, without In-art, and, therefore, unwor- 
thy of acceptanc|^». These letters remind nie vi-ry much ol a practice re- 
sorted to by Shkuidan, who, in order to rid himsilf of tin; annoyance to 
which he was snbj cK-d by the authors of his day, <lirected his secretary 
lo wiile the following stereotyfad letter, a co|iy of which was to be sent 
to each book- fuaker, who honored iiim with his production: **AIy Dear

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p(?r9onn« ncquaintJince with some of the distingnished Laborers in the 
field of Obstetric Medicine, I callp<l iind left my cnrd on Severn I of iho*»', 
whose nnrnes were most fiiiiiiliar to me; nnd in reference to ihe kind at- 
t'^ntions I Inive so far received from all, I have only to eay — Gentlemen, 
I most cordially thank you ! 

Satnrday, May llith. This morning I Ijad a vipii from Dr. Henry Ben- 
nett, so well known In America, as the author of a work on Uterine Pa- 
thology, and who U corj.«ldercd in London a« ilu* reprt'sentsitive of the 
French School on this siibj'C'. He is, I fchould think, about 40 years of 
age, extremely amiable, and a devotee to his peculiar view?. Ho has a 
large practice, principally, as he informs me, Irom the piovincial towns. 
He has, on account of his p:itholoj»ie!il notions, encountered muc1» opp^o- 
sition in London, bin to si ipind like hi?, opp l^ltion but adds fresh stiinti- 
lus to effort, **ex coltisione scintilla; anti he has finally snceeided in col- 
lecting around him numerous friends, and a profitabh* i»raclice. I regret 
he is not connected with any Hospital, as I was solicitous to sec him at 
t!»e bed-side. 

To-day, al5o, I had the pleasure of^ visits from Dr. Edward Murphy, 
t!ie distinguished Professor of Midwifery in the LoM<lon Univt-rsiry, and 
Dr. Tylkr Smjth, who has writifu so well on the subject of reflex action 
as applied to Obsietricy. Dr. Murphy is a man full of science, and is 
about fifty years of age. Dr. Smith I should suppose to be about forty, 
and is ardently devoted to his favorite department. I have derived much 
pleasure from my conversations with these Gentlemen. 

Monday, Miy 15ih. Today, by invitation, I accompanied Profes«or 
Murphy to the London University, where I heard him to a c.ass of aVOul 
70 Students, give a lecture on tedious Labor. Dr. M. is a pleasing Lec- 
turer; he confines himself somewhat to his notes, and is evidently of, the 
crm8:;rvative School. Hi-k opinions are founded upon a large experience, 
and are entitled to much respect. He is, as you are aware, the ai\t)hor 
of a highly practical work on Midwifery He was orig nally from Dub- 
lin, and has resided in London about 14 years. On Thuisdsvy next l.,nm 
to breakfast with him, and uftei wards accompany him to his hospital 
connected with the London University. After leaving Dr. Murphy, I 
went to St. Miry's Hospital to hear Dr. Tyler Smith who, on every Mon- 
day and Fri«biy, has a Clinique for poor women rfnd chiUlren. I w»»s 
much interested to witness the irianner in xvhich this Clinique is conduct- 
ed. Dr. Smith holds ii in his private room j\s follows: There are col- 
lected in an adjoining clnunber some twenty .or thirty patients, and a 
small b"ll is wrung, wljen one of the patients enters, and takes her seat 
by the D<)etor; he then makes some eiiquirie8i,as to her health, nnd, if 
deemed necessary, the patient is placed on the beJ, and a vaginal exam- 
ination made, both by the toucher and speculum. The diagnosis is ar- 
rived at, and the neceS!>Rry remedies ordered. The Clinique ia strictly 
private^ the only persons present, besides the D )cior and myself, being a 
son of Dr. Merrima.n, aiul one of Dr. Smith's assistants. Several of the

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cases introdiiceU were of much interest. Dr. S. is evidently n good ob* 
server, and vvhatever inny be said of ihe extreme view? he entertains in 
liis obsfrvaiiuns on reflex action as applied to Obf^tetric medicine, yet I 
am confident, ,l;e is a man who places u high value on fact?. From the 
Cliniqne rooQi I accompanied the Doctor to a ward containing 10 beds 
appro|>riutrd. exclusively to diseases of women. In this ward, there were 
several examples of interesting disease^ particularly one of Arteritis iu a 
female, who had been delivered abgut two mom lis previously. Among 
the < hildieii presented at rlie Cliniqiie, there were several aflecied with. 
Atrophy, for pll of whom Dr. S. |)reicrihed the Cod liver oil. He Fays he 
has fuiitid it serviceable in these cases, and employs it both intern lly 
and by inimctiori. I mu^t confess! was somewhat surprized not to lea;n 
that cod liver; oil is a valuable remedy in certain cases of defective i:u 
triiion, btt that it should be administered so |)rotniscuout>ly. You n c 
aware that I entertain some peculiar views respecting the marasmus of 
young children, and without further allusion to that subject at present, I 
think I may venture to affirm that in the great majority of instances, the 
liver is not only at fault, but as a consequence, there will usually be two 
pathological states of ihe system, viz. a deficiency of respiratory food, 
and a collection to a greater or le»s extent of scybalte in the intestinal 
canal. ^ 

Monday, May 15th. Dln^d with Dr. Henry Bennett at 7 p. m., and 
had the pleasure of meeting at li^s table several distinguished foreigners ; 
It was indeed, un English, French, Italian and American [»aity. I found 
my French kjI' service to nie, nb my ability otherwise to converse would 
liivcbt.>en so n rwh it rusiricteJ. D.'. BRNNSXr was extremely a tfable, 
and as occasion presenied we held a chat on professional subjects. I 
agiin reirriit tint I had no oppo.tunify of seeing him at the bed-side, 
which in my Ojiinioi, is the ttu; place to test the physician. 

Tuesday, Mty 16ih. 1 received this morning a yery kind invitation 
froiQ Dr. RoBEUT Lkk, to visit St. George's Hvispitnl nt his cliniqiie hour. 
This I accepted with much pleasure, as Dr. Lee is a gcnttemnn lor whom 
I have long entertained much' respect. At one o'clock precisely I found 
myself within the walls of thi^, noble charily, and was conducted by Dr. 
Ler into the Trustee's room, where I was introductd to several distin- 
guished Medical Gentlemen. |jn this room, there is an original portrait 
of HuNTBri. In pf»iniiiig to it Dr. Lee observed : ''Sir, there is tin* immor- 
tal HcNTER, true to hie, anji his memory will' always be .^^acred to Eng- 
li.>^hineu !" **Nut mire «ac.fed to Eng'lshnicn" I replied, *'than to every 
nation in whieh Surgery stic^ll be nc(»jiiiiz<d as a Sciinte!" From the 
Trustees room, wo procee(fed to Dr. Lee's clinical ward appropriated 
exclusiively to the diseases if( women. In this ward, there were belwien 
HO and 40 Students asseinbh d awaiting the arrival of Dr. Lkk. The 
first case to which he direcj^'d my attention was that of a married wom- 
an affjcted with cJuU Jlower txcresc2nct. He jjave simply the history 
of the Case, and then politejy requested me to' make a vaginal examina- 
tion. ATier I had completed the examination. Dr. Lek x'ery coolly re. 
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mnrked to the Students '* now. Gentlemen, we will hear the remarks 
of our American friend on the suNject of cauti fl^ti^er rxcretcence," and 
gfntly placing his hand on my shoulder, added, '^'Doctor we are ready 
lo hear you." It was in vain for me to observe that I came there as a 
Stu ent to learn; and I finding there was no alternative, I proceeded to 
spt^ak of cauliflower excrescence ju»t as I have often done in my own 
Clinique, with this difference that in the tatter case I always ielt I was 
among indulgent pupils, and good friends— ^whilst in this instance, I 
found myself surrounded by faces unfamiliar to me, but at the same 
time was honored with tlu most courteous attention. The next bed we 
approached was occupied by a widow woman laboring under carcinoma 
of the uterus. Here too, I was invited to inWitute an examination, and 
Dr. Lbk ««gain insisted that I shntild ma'ke some remarks on the ca»e. 
There were two interesting 'features connectfd with this example of 
carcinoma': 1st. Entire absence of pain ; 2nd. No diM-harge. I took 
occasion to speak of these rireUmstances as sometimes leading to false 
dia^no^ts — for [ am sure that the too curre;.t beiit-f is that carcinoma 
cannot exidt without /»atn and discharge — hu opinion full of fallacy, and 
oftentimes leading to erroneous conclusions, and consequently fnlwe ther- 
apeutics. The third bed presented an extri>mely interesting case of re- 
tru-ver.-ion of the uterus, uaus*'d by u interstitial tumor of the posterior 
wall of the organ. At the request of Dr. Lee, I examined the patient 
per vauinam, and was very happy in giving my opini< n as to the cause 
nf the displacement, to find that there was a concurrence of opinion, to 
prove which the clerk was requested to read Irom the record the re- 
marks made on the case the day previous by Dr. Lee. Altogether, I ex* 
aniined ten patients, and in I'ach case whs reqn*isted tu make some re- 
niaikt. All that I can promise in return for this unlonkid for courtesy 
is, llmt should the distinguished Author ever vi^it New Yoik, he shnll at 
my Clinique have ample opportunity to preserit to my class in the Uni- 
versity the rich fruits of his wide experimc — and 1 moreover promise 
him from that vnnn' class a reception in every way adtqiiate to his rep- 
utation. From the Hospital Ward I >Aas conducted by T>r. Lee to his 
museum where I had an opportunity of examining his beautiful dissec- 
tions o( the nervi*s of the uteius and heart. In these hibor.H he f-kes 
great pride, and indeed witl good reason, for his investigations on th**!>e 
subjects, and the physiolofical (nets estabWi^fii-d l;y ^irm coiiMitnte an 
era in our S<;ifnce. Previou>ly to his researches iri reference to the nerves 
of , the uterus, we were in darkness in* r**!?'* »u to many 6f the aflfections 
Ixnh t<rganic and fimcti^tiaH of rliis iiinpoifnnt viscus; whilst the physiol- 
ogy aS Well iM the pathMogical co^i^^jtion of the heart huve received much 
elucidation from the truttiful deiiniations, which Dr. Lke had made 
o,( its nervoiis structure. He has also contributed to oiir knowledge of 
pferuie phlebitiS| and has wiitten muf|h und W( II on the s6l.ject of ovar- 
ian disease. But with all the merit due to this distingu'ishe<l observer, 
hb^is l|^ut a man, sUbj-'CC to the wenknessof human natujre, and the weak, 
ness which I think I dlsfcovered in liim is unyielding fmintss in his own 
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opinion*, and convictions so strong as in a measure to cloudkis appreciation 
of every view that runs counter tb them. This I hold to be a grent derect, 
especiaily in a great man, for the progress of Science always snfTerir 
when pride of opinion is arrayed again «t triitli. I make these observa- 
tions with no want of respect for Dr. Lkk, but rather with regret that so 
able a man should suffer his genius to be trammelled by weakness to 
which I have alluded. 

Wednesday, MiylT'ih. This morning I had the p'easureof a visit 
from Dr. Cbarlss Wkst, the clrver writer on the diseases of Children*; I 
should judge him to he an extremely able man ; he is about 45 years old> 
and a thorough scholar. T accompanied him to St. Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital, in which he has a ward containing, fifteen beds for the dii^rases of 
Women. There were present about eight or ten Students, who followed 
him in his rounds. I was much struck with the interesting character of 
the cases in the ward, and Tasked the Doctor jocosely whether there had 
not been some eclecticism practised on this occasion ; but he ass'ired me 
no, and remarked that the peculiar interest of the cases at the time was 
altogether accidental, and did not present a correct average of the dis- 
eases usually found in his ward. The following were the cases which* 
through the politeness of Dr. Wkst, I'examined: 1. Pelvic abscess i 2. 
Vascular tumour of the meatus urinarius; 8. Ulcerative carcinoma ; 4. 
Encysted ovarian tumour in the triangular fossa; 5. Ovarian tumour, in 
a state of suppuration, the matter discharging through the bladder. I 
think you will agree with tne that these were unusual examples of dis- 
ease to meet with, as it were. In one group. Dr. Wbst is evidently not a 
One idea man — or in other words, does not ride a hobby at the expense 
of truth, and to the destruction of the patient. In London, as elsewhere, 
there are Gentlemen, who seem to fix their attention on a given subject, 
and can see nothing beyond, hence'there are practitioners, who regard 
diseases of the uterus as always o( local origin, and always to be treated 
by local remedies. Whilst others, deny in toto both of these positions, 
and declare that these maladies are always of constitutional origin, and 
hence are never to be treated l)Ut by constitutional measures. Either of 
these views of uterine pathology, in my humble judgement, when exclu- 
sive will prove false as to fact, and only <erve to demonstrate how strange- 
ly good minds may err when devoted simply to the defense of opinion. 
How much better, aiid how vastly more profitable to our glorious Sci- 
ence would it be if these same minds, instead of destroying their ener- 
gies to the support of mere opinion, would consecrate them to the pur- 
suit and propagation of broad t«uth ! I have said that Dr. West is not a 
One idea man\ and what I wish to convey is simply this— that in his 
views of uterme disease, he cannot be s&id to belong" exclusively to either 
of the two classes of practitioners to whom I have just alluded ; but in 
my opinion, although he admits that occasionally the uterus niay become 
the seat of ulceration, etc., from local causes, yet he is rather too sweep- 
ing in the avowal that, almost always the affections of this organ^are to 
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be referred to consiitntional influence. He dettls in bitter sarcnum Whoti 
5p«aking of the One idta tnent who always treat ulceration of t^ie; uterus 
with cscharotic5, eic* Hh rarely employs tliem for the reason that when 
ulceration «*iisip, he believes it to be trenerally due to some clerahgempnt 
of the general system. It does seem to me that the controversy} which 
has been for some time in proj^ress in England, is one in which tho res- 
pective champions labor more for history thati for deVeloptneni of truth 
— anotlier instance of the mighiy sway of pride ot opinion over judge- 
ment!. In Ills investigations of Uterine psuholojiy, the practitioner who 
forms his estimate of the etiolojfy of disease from a rigid scrutiny of 
ewery circumstance connected with each individual case^ urfinfluenced 
by preconceived opinion, will not only contribute to the healthy progress 
of Science} but will add greatly to the alleviation of human suffering. 
Our profession has suffered severely from theory*-may the future en- 
ricli it W'ith the dsvelopruertts of careful and prudent bed-side examin- 
ation ! 

From'the Clinical Ward, t accomj)anied Dr. WfisT to the Lecture Hall 
where, to a class of about 90 Students, he delivered a most practical 
L*'cture **on the duties of the practitioner in the lying-in romi;." Dr. 
West is altogether extemporaneous, having simply a card before him 
with the ]iead.4 of his Lecture. He is an eloquent mar#, and has great 
comnrand of language^ xVhic'h is always pure Jtn<l in good trtste. His^ 
class yield him unbroken attention, ind he is evidently a favorile^ and I 
t'liirik deservedly so, for he is not only an instructive Teacher, but a Geti- 
tleman of much urbanity of manner. In speaking of the support nec- 
essary to be given to the perineum at the lattet' stage of hibori Xyr. West 
alluded to the absurd practice adopted by some of the G rman accoti^ 
cheurS) Vii: : tliat of incising the perinetun, on the principle that iuciied 
wounds heal more readily than lacerated ones! Our G'^rman fiiend*, 
fiom Whom we derive so, many substantial fact? in obstetric me<lioine, 
seek in this argument a singular justification for '^iMeddlesome Mid^/if- 
ery»" After the Lecture, fl accompanied Dr. tVtST to the Museum of St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital which, though not very extens>ive, is repjete 
with preparations of value, and all in a state of excellent preset- 
vatiout 

I must now draw this letter to a close — it has been written^ as it were, 
cUrrante calamo^ and is but a mere skeleton of what I should like to 
communicate as to matters I have seen liere of prgifessional interests My 
whole time is occupied in visiting tho various Hc^pitals and Schools of 
Medicine ; I am anxious to see and learn ; and at" the same time institute 
in my own mind comparisdns between things abroad and things at home. 
As soon as it have exhausted my curiosity in London, I shall proceed to 
Paris, whence after attendance at the HospitulSt Schools, etc., I propose 
a visit to Germany* Where I am sure I shall see much to interest and in- 
struct mo. Edinburgh and Dublin t propose visilipg on my return from 
the Coniine'nt; and with the blessing of Providence I shall embark for

MEDICATION. 



By 0. C. GiBBs, M. D., op Perry, Ohio. 

There ore but few if any diseases to wl'ich hunnanity is subject, where 
popular opinion and tlomestic medication arc so directly in fault as in 
measles com plica ted with internal visceral congestion or inflMmmation. 
Out of the profesision, siisnulnnts are ahuo^t universally resorted to, with 
the ostensible object of bringing out the eruption ; ignorant of the fact 
that in such cases stimulants can have the efl'ect only to defeat the very 
ohj-cts for which they were given — can have the effect only to prevent 
the d< veloj m< nt of ihe rn-Oi, the appearance of which is so anxiously 
looked for. Witlnn the profession I have reason to believe the per- 
nicioiis mistake is also frequently made, and many times too with fatal 
elfects. 

The case of convulsion*, caused by a retrocession of rubeobis eruption 
judiciously advised for by Prof, G. S. Bedfobd, as reported in the Lan- 
cet for March last, called to mind the following cases, the first of which 
is given to illustrate some points in regard to the second. 

July 6rh, 1862. I was called to see Miss Adaline Vesey, aged 22 
yeais, of sanguine temperament and good consfitution, laboring under 
pneumonia, arising, probably, from injudicious exposure to a current 
of night air, two days previous, when much fatigued and freely per- 
spiring. 

After venesection, tartarized antimony in such doses as tb««ystem 
would tolerate, and repealed every two hours, was the treatment ad- 
vised. Saline aperients were to be added in case the bowels were not 
sufiiciently free without. At the end of the second day, the bowels 
becoming slightly disturbed, the antimony was suspended and calomel 
in two grain doses, combined with ipecacaannha and opium, was or- 
dered to be given every four hours instbad. This treatment was continu- 
ed twenty four hours only (twelve grains of calomel having been ta- 
ken) at which time the pectoral symptoms were so much improved that 
the case was trusted entirely to the remedial influence of blisters and ex- 
pectorants. 

Near the end of the first week, extensive ulcerations of the cheeks 
and fauces occurred, accompanied with much prostration. The resipira- 
tion became more hurried and difficult, and in a word, all the pectoral 
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symptoms seemed ngji^i a vaf J (1. The irnms wen not swollen or pni.Mrul, 
neither was llie tongue enlorj^ed. At this stsige of the ca^fy the patient 
was considered in extreme d.inifer ; but undt^r jutiicions freatinent, she 
again began maniCestiy to improve, and continne<J steacJily so to do for 
two or three days, or until near the end of the second 'vt'vk iVom the 
commencement of the treaMTienf, when I was Jasiily sun.mone<i to licr, 
in consequence of some new aggravntinn of lier symptoms. 1 was not a 
little Pifrprised to find my paiient grappling feai fuliy with capillary 
bronchitis, or /»e/"7;meumoTiffl notha of the older writers, 

I now learned that she had been r'xposed to rubeolas contagion, on the 
second day previous to my fii5^t visit, or on the same <lay that she con- 
tracted idiopathic pneumonia It was to measles Mnqne.'*tionably to 
which the present suffocative symptoms were attril)Ul;\ble» Considerini; 
the present pro-trated condition of my patient, from previous severe ill- 
ness, and the fearful intensity of the present romplication, I saw no hop? 
our Art seemed powerless to prevent thef-iial i^sue. She lingered for 
two days, with all the symptoms of imperfeet aeratiorr of the blood, with 
extreme dyspncen ; the air passages and m-mih even, filhul with 
frothy mucoos, which she had not the power to expectorate, wl»en she 
died. 

There are two or three points in this case I wish to call attention to 
before tmssing to the next. It is to be remembered that the pneumonic 
inflammation was purely idiopathic — entirely independent of any pre- 
vious disease. The ulcerated condition of the checks, coming on as it 
did after a very limited atnount of (Calomel had been given, led the 
frien«fs to suspect it to be a sequel of that remeily. But 1 have no hesi- 
tancy In expressing my opinion that it was entirely ind'^i)endent of any 
mercurial in6uenc*=>. 

The rnbeolus aflection, developing itself ns it did wiihont any cutan- 
eous manifestation, and that too when the system was completely pros- 
trated by previous disease, and th? paiient was ns it were just rctrsicing 
her steps frpm a very close proximity to the grave, it will be readily con- 
ceded that the case was not adapt«d to the energetic atlministration of 
antiphlogistic remedies. And to those who have, nppreeiatingly, seen 
such cases, it will not seem, extraordinary, that she rapidly passed he- 
yond the reclaitning influence of remedial means. 

Several cases of measles occurred in the same and in a neighboring: 
family, all of which made a good recovery, except the case given below. 
August 7ih, 1862, 9 o'clock a. m. I was called to see Miss Minerva Vesey, 
aged 14 y*»ars, of good constitution. For the two preceding days, ?-he 
bad been 1 aboring under the usual catarrhal and fehrile symptoms, which 
mark the onset of rubeola. For the last few houj-s, she ha<l experienced 
considerable pam in the right siile o( the chesr, ac<^ompanied with cough 
and hurried respiration, A physical examination revealed incipient 
pneumonia. An emetic of ipecacuanha and antimony was given htn- 
* mediately, after the operation of "which, one fourth of a grain of anti-

rnony whs ordered to be given, and repeated every two hours, aided by 
diuphoreiic drinks. 

6 o'clock, p. M. The case wns seen again thus early, that no time 
mii{hi be lost in resorting lo bleedinjf, sliould antimony alone prove in- 
siitfiv.-(ent. TUk medicine h^d b^eii tikeu wiihaut ve.y decided nuUsva, 
and the patient seemed to be doing well : the a iin was moist, the pain in 
cMest and dysj)noB:i were diniini.-hing. As the lanci t was not deemed 
necessary, the moining treatment was continned, with the addition of a 
blister to the atTecl^d side. 

8ib. 9 o'clock A. M. The patient had now been under treatment twen- 
ty-lour hours, and was in every respicl improved* The eruption had 
lnad^' its appearance upon the ("ace aiid nccU, the skin was soft and the 
pectoral symptoms were vciy much abated. The treatment was ordered 
to bj con tin lied. 

Let me here observe, that this was the ionrth day from the commence- 
mtrut oi the catarrhal i'cver; that the labh was now mak ng its appear- 
ance, at the very time it was due; or in other woids, the appearance of 
the eruption was not retarded by the pn/nmonic complication. 

9th. 9 o.clock A. M. To my disnppoin menr, I found the patient decided- 
ly worse, insf-ad ol better, as 1 had eveiy reason lo expecj, from the 
symptoms and prospecls at my last visit. The rasli had re<:eded, the 
pectoiMl symptoms were aj-gravaled and the patient was partially coma- 
tose, i was at a loss to account lor this sudden change in the f^ymploms, 
until 1 letmu'd there had been an equal sntlden change in the treatment. 
Lnmediaiely alter I left the case on the Stli., at the advice of friends, 
(the day btiiig the Sabbath, friendly visits and advice were abundant,) 
a physician ol huge experience, who had done business iti the family, 
exceptinjj the last six months lor the preceding thirty years or more, was 
called in. My treatnienr was laid asid.-, an<l the following was instituted 
ii»ste;id. Carbonate cf Ammoniat Quinine und.Bidndy^ each in full doses 
allern.iiely and iu rapid successitAi. In connectiop with this, a stimula- 
ting expectora i m xtnre was given, composed of Squills, Blood-Root, 
Senega, Liquorice and Opium. Uijd'^jr s"ch treatment, my Rcsaders will 
not be surprised that the rash leceded, that the iniernal congestion was 
increased, iliHt tlie pectoral symptoms were aggravated, and that coma 
was gradually stealing upon the patient. 1 said to the Mother, this 
treatment is decitJedly wrong, is worse than useless, and unless I can 
liave the privelege of bleeding the patient, of putting her infc^ a warm 
bath, and oi returning to the treatment so injudiciously thrown a$^id«, 
I ean have nothing more to do wi'h the patient ; for I will not share the 
responsibility of siich treatment. 

The Reader will readily perceive the propriety of this prescription. 
The blood-letting and warm liath, would have relieved the internal con- 
gtfstion and have given a superficial termination to the difficulty ; and 
the antimony wbuld not only have aided in accomplishing these results, 
but wouhl have perpetuated the benefits arising from the former mean^. 
The friends choose to continue the treatmeat then being Administered. 
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I consequently left the case, predicting death if the treatment lemained 
unchanged, which prediction was fuIfiUed some ten or twelve days 
later. 

Notwithstanding these cases have been pronounced precisely alike, by 
those who wish to hide the fatal effects of the latter behind the former, 
yet the Reader will readily perceive that they are most decidedly unlike, 
as far as the measles are concerned. 

For the first twelve days, the first case was entirely independent of 
measles, and when the last complication came on, it coincided with and 
gave a new impetus to previous disease, instead of manifesting itsielf in a 
distinct and characteristic form. The latter was a case of measles from 
the first, occurring in a patient of previous good health, accompanied 
with internal congestion or inflammation, and the treatment commenced 
with was decidedly antiphlogistic, and would have been more so, had 
the emergency of the case seemed to have required it. The subsequent 
treatment wa^ directly the opposite; for three more powerful stimulants 
can not be fonnd in the whole Materia Medica, than those entering into 
the prescription of the succeeding practitioner. Now if the first treat- 
ment Was judicious, the latter could be productive of nothing but injury. 
In the course of my reading, I have never seen stimulants advised in 
cases like the second reported above, but on the contrary, antiphlogi^iticF, 
of which antimony preceded or not by blood-letting, as the urgency of 
the sym^ttoms may demand, confessedly stands at the head. 

Professors Watson, West, Eberlb, Dewees, Dunolison, Wood, Condik, 
etc., who stand at the head of the profession in this country and Europe, 
all concur in recommending antimonv, and the antiplilogisiic plan gen- 
erally, in cases like the one under consideration. But apre stimulants 
never required in measles ? There may be such rases, but they occur in 
patients prostrated by previous diseasf'and must be unaccompanied with 
internal congestion. Dr. Condie, of Philadelphia, whose experience in 
such cases is probably equal to any man's in this country, f»ays that he 
has never seen a case of measles requiring stimulant^. He says further 
**before venturing upon the use of stimulants, the practitioner should be 
very certain Ih At ihe non-appearance, or retrocedsion of the ertiption, 
and the symptoms of oppression, do not depend rather upon extensive 
central congestion, than upon mere debility; recollecting that in cases 
of con;?i;^tive m^asle*, the a'linir)i?rr itioi of active stimulants internally 
is, in every instance, positively mischievous.** 

I would not be understood as muntaining the inference, that the final 
treatment in the case under consideration, was directly the cause of 
death. I am content to use the. mild language of Dr. Condtk, and spy it 
was "positively mischievous " and could h tve no other 'effect than fo ag- 
gravate the difficulty, and render a fatal termination more probable than 
thou^h nothing had been done. 

Before closing this communication, T wish to refer to one error which 
prevails more or less in every community, and is rountenancf d too often 
by physicians, which is especially worthy of correction. Many persoijs 
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suppose, as (Jul ilie friends of the patients whose cases are given nbove, 
that the quantity of tn-^diclne should correj^pond with *\ye amount of dis* 
ease. It was in consequence qf this opinion, that the aritiinoniiil treat- 
ment, corninunced with in the last case before ns, so iliy conformed with 
the friends' opinions of the requirements of the case. For, fofuras 
bulk is concerned, antimony can only be given in minnte quantities. 
Yet its efficacy and propriety, in such cases, are backed by the judgment 
of the first names in our profession, and 1 have good reason for suppo* 
sing that it would have eventuated in the recovery of the patient. The 
subsequent treatment was all :hat friends could desire, notwithstanding 
every enlightened member of our profession must agree that it was 
worse than useless. They could look upon the dying struggles and con* 
sole themselves with the reflection that all was being done that could be. 
Large spoonful doses, t:yery quarter or half hour, seemed like doing 
something, and so it was ! But it was not the something required. If, 
as physicians, we would convince the public mind, that it is the modus 
operandi oi medicines, and not iheir bulk, that is to be taken intoacconn^ 
m treating disease, we should meet with less opposition in carrying out 
our therapeutic indications. 

In conclusion, if this communication should have the effect of indn* 
eing any, who might be tempted to give active stimulants in congestive 
measles, to refrain from so doing, the object o( the writer will be fully 
attained.

Gentryville, Missou.-i, June 8tl.. 1864. 

On the night of the 24th. of Muy, I was called on to visit Mrs. K., 
aged 85, and mother of five children. On reaching her residence, wliich 
was some distance, 1 found her comparatively eas«y, but had suffered 
from severe labour pains a few hours previous. According to her calcul- 
ations, gestation had continued longer ihnn usual. She had not had 
intercourse with her husband since the 7tli. of August, 1858. On the 
8th. of that month he was attacked with severe sickness, which con- 
fined him to his bed for three months. She quit-kened Nov. Sid, On 
examination, I found the os rigid, and the presentation beyond reach. 
I administered a \mU patitnce^ and took my leave intending to visit her 
tiext morning. 
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On fhe morninj? or the 2oih. I was sent for, to visit n patient 16 miles 
in tlie country, nm\ i\B ir was an urjjenl c^se, liad not time to see Mrs. K. 
I waa tJetaiui'd nntil the evening of ilie28ili. I visited Mrs. K., as soon 
ns I retnrni'd, and fonnd her mneh worse ;*pains frequent Imt very leeble; 
bind her fVet'ly from a hirjfe orifice. Next morning four.d her in about 
the same condition as I h:nl I'M'l lier the evening; prfceriing : pains some 
lifih* stronj^er but still inefficirnt, gave nanseanr <lo^e8 of Tart Euiet. 
Visited my patient in the eonnlry and returned n«'Xt cveninjr M:ty 80. 
Fonnd a n essajre awaiting me lo crall on Mrs. K., as she was (fylng. 
vShe wa-* inclerd in an fxtrem'dy precarious condiiion ; pulse 130 ; fre- 
quent piiin!« of St bearing <lown character, and the most lancinating pain 
in her bark, about fhe first hnnbar vertebra. The os uteri was soft and 
dibitable and ihe head was pre-eniin'j. As the woman wa* growinjr 
worse eacli nuim«'ni, I thou^^lit it woiild be folly to leave it farther to 
nature auil so procfcdi d at once to a bninister ergot of rye in seru|)Ie 
doses. After the second dose ti.e pains became considerably stiongi-r; 
the heail aclvanccd, burst the unMJibranes, and the labour went on per- 
fiCtly natural, until the he:wl hid p'Otrud -d about lr«lf its length through 
the OS I'Xterntnn, when ii c une to a stand-st*ill. I u-«ed gentle tr:*ction, 
but sering there must be som** impf<lim»nt, I pu>li<-d ihe bead g-ntly 
back introduced my hand, anil fonnd the cord tu'i-<t«'d twice uroinid the 
neck of the chihi. I broii. lit ilown one end of it (which was loo e) ti«d 
and srvend if. The head again advancj'd to the sann* distance as be- 
fore, and again remained stationary. I again pushed it back iut"odaced 
my bind atnl found it was th" placental end which was around the 
chihrs neck and introducing an insirumnni again dividrd it. Tlie labor 
was tlien eomphtrd \vithf>ut any farther tiouble. The placenta soon 
follow«'d. The utaiks of th«' cord wen^ seen on the childs neek, showing 
that it must have !ie^ arouuil twice. Roth mother and child are now 
doing quite well. Ge>tMiion brd then continut-d 290 days. In her |)re- 
vious labors she had always ln-en a litth* b«*forif h«'r lime, otherwise ijii-y 
liatl b«en | eifectly uitural. Now I would R>kcan we arrive at the prob- 
able cause of the inefiitrient coiulition of the uterus ? And would it have 
been a wise couise lo have left it to tiature entirely ?

On the 22nd. of June, I was sent for in haste, to see a child of Mr. C , 
aged one year and eight months, living about one mile Irom my office. 
On my arrival, I iburid the child laboring under the following symplorn«: 
The whole body was of a scarlet red ;''skin hot and diy ; tongue ie<lder at 
the apex thati at the base, and dry ; fauces almost while and dry; respir- 
niion somewhat accelerated, pulse full, but not preternaturally frequent; 
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fare somewlmt swollen, pupilj* pnormotiply <M:»Sf'd nn«l in:«pnsil)le to light; 
ilif mii>( les of the who'e body convulsed, and (he child ffcrcaniing nl- 
mo"»t Incessantly. 

At about hnir pnsl one o'clmk (n few mlnntes after my arrival) I ad- 
ministered the following : C-ilomel grs v. Jnlnp jrift v. to be followed In 
H few honri« by a do-e of 01. Ricinl. I ttien hnd a warm prdilnvinm 
prepared, and nl«o cold wjiier ponred continnonsly npon the liejul; alter 
nsinjr these mevms for fWf-n?y minnles, the child dropped into an oppar- 
erit sweet sinniber and slept '^bont twenty minntes. During lis repo«e, 
my sn^pieions were exeited as to the cause o( all the di-tr(»ssin«r symp- 
toms my little p;»tlent wa« hboriirr tind'^r, and bf^pr-xn m\kinsr lnr|'iiiie«, 
what it bad bern doing, what if hnd been rating, etc. ; the par«>nts in- 
fnimMl me, that it had been ont with two little ne^roM*, in a pat«-h of 
Jjimestown weeds ; I tlii»n iufornnd the parent', my belief as fo llie cause 
of nil the disfres>ing syrnproms in the liiih' pnti. nt. 

In about twenty niinnt«s from th«' tim»* •ln'rhild went to sleep itawoko 
and was like a mad child, it won'd hold out its hnrd-*ns though it wan- 
ted a iriMss of water, then br-r.ir ihetn to i»s month and sip as though it 
Wf. o drinking wrti<"r or other fluid ; it wonld put \i* fingi-rs in its month, 
an<l even bite them, and also the fingers of its mother wle-nrver she pnt 
them abont its month ; also fcreaminjg incepsanllv. T had the cold wa- 
ter continually appli. d to ih«* hend, nnd adnnidstered Ipecac, grf. v. (a» 
I had no Sulph. Zinc wiih »ni*;) followed by warm drinks every few 
minutes. 

I continnf*d this for ;\bont one hour, but could prodtiee no symptoms 
of emesi*', I then winl to my ofnce to obtain some Sidph. Ziric thinking 
that [could produce free em»*si>» !«ooner than with tin* Ipe'^ac. T w«is not 
lonir going and r'*turninir, and wlwn I rHiiirn»'d I found that no vomiting 
haden-iiu>il altho-igli gr<. x had b"»Mi iriven it, irr*. v b»'iug taken during 
mv absence. I then adinini"«tered grs. v .SuIpIi. Ziue, Gillowed bv drsnights 
of warm water for fifti'en or twenty minutes and again adminisrercd the 
saine quar.tity, in the course of fifteen or twenty minutes more vou>ifing 
commenced, and there was thr'>wn tip about twenty StramoniuiTi Se'tls, 
inrermixed with some indigestible matter from the stomach; T endeav- 
oreil to keep up vomiting by warm drinks (whieh the child took very 
reluctantly) and irritating the fauces, until it had thrown up fifty-five 
seeds. 

At this time, which was about 5 ox?ock v. M., the vomiting had ceased, 
although inrff-'Ctnnl »'fIorts were matie, and my eflTorts in leprodming if^ 
seemed to be unavailing. Iliad a mti«tavd sinapism npfdied to the 
epigastrinm, and the cold water assiduously pound npon the head^ 
which seemed to compose the little sufferer more than anything 
else. 

At 9 o'clock, T». M. my little patient went to sleep again ; the pnlse at 
this time natural; respiration natural ; skin warm and nothing like so 
red as it was, and soft; pupils still dilated very much; but previous to 
going to sleep the child was much more composed. 
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r ihen left the followiiij^ powder and took my leave. Calomel gr«. v, 
Jalnp fi^rs v, to be followed at 6 a. m. by a dose of 01. Rieini, thinking 
the fhiid would wake in two or three hours, with a promise to return 
next morning. 

At 7 o*clo<'k in the morning I fonnd my little patient better rhin I 
antiolpared, and was Infonnnd by the parents that thoy had to awake 
it to give the m*dici')0 I had left, and when they had given it to him be 
SGO!i went to sleep again, and did not awake until inorninjr, when they 
administered the 01. Rieini, but it had had no efftct on the bowels when 
I arrived, I ordered another dose and another if it did not operate by 6 
o'clock. 

As I have remirk'»d above T found my patient much belter than I an- 
ticipated« althoif^h the ptipils were vi-ry much dilated yet, and the oliiid 
could not walk; in aitempiiii:^ to walk it would stajiger like an intoxirat- 
ed man, and would fall, although the child wn^ rational at 8 o'clock. 
I took my leave with a promise t(i return at 2 o'clock p. m. 

\Vli«*n I returned I found my liftlr? pitient ruuumg sibout and was iu- 
r.>rmed by the m itli^r ih it the m mUcI'v? h id np«'rated well (I may say 
here it trjik three tible-spoonfulls of Oil to move the bowels") and b ought 
away at least a table-spoonful of Stramonium seeds.) The cliihi improv- 
e<l very rapidly indeed from the first operation on the I;owel.-*. In 24 
hours froiTJ the time the child was first taken, almost every symptom had 
disappeared and the linle fell.ow was at his u«ual puerile occupation. 

It is strange to say that neither of the two little negroes who were with 
this little boy did not get pcisoned too, one of them being a little older, 
the other younger. 

This case is not without interest (at least to me.) Tn the first place 
the scarlet redness of the skin, which I have never s^en mentioned by 
any Author whose writings I have perused. In the next place the re- 
covery after such an enormous q'uatiiity of stramonium sefds had been 
taken into the stomach ; and in the third |ilace, the very great Insuiicepti* 
bili^y to emetics; and the great insusceptibility to cathartics. 

Taylor mentions, in his Medical Jurisprudence, the case, of a 
little boy two years of age poisoned by stramonium seeds. Bar- 
ton tells of two British Soldiers who ate cf the plant by mistake, 
one of whom became furious nnd ran about as if he wa^ mad ; the other 
died with symptoms of tetanus. (Babton's Medical and Physical Jour- 
nal, Vol. 1.) 



DISEASES. 
By G. A. Dewey, M. D., of Plattsburoh, N. Y. 
1 hat every Medicine has a tendency to operate on (ome particnlar 
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organ or tUsne in preference to all others is highly probable; that many 
Medicines exhibit this tendency in a very marked degree is already well 
known- 
Medicinal substance* seem to be endowed with a kind of elective affin- 
ity, by virtue of which they select from the complicated machinery ol 
the physical organization some part or organ or system, on which their 
specific action is manifested rather than on any other. 

Examples of the specific operations of medicines are familiar to all, a 
few will sufiice for the purpose of illustration. Opium, Belladonna and 
Nux Vomica act specifically upon the brain and nervous system, and it 
is asserted by Flourens that **Opium aflfects more particularly the cere- 
bral lobes; Belladonna in a limited dose afifects the tuberculaquadrigem- 
ina, and in p, larger dose the cerebral lobes also; and Nux Vomica the 
medulla oblongata." 

Tart. Antimony operates specifically on the Lungs; Mercury on the 
glands and osseous system ; Secale Cornutum on the uterus and Canthar- 
^es on the urinary organs. 

The local specific operation of Medicines is independent of the gener- 
al irritating and poisonpus efiTects which many Medicines produce in 
common. For example— Tart. Antimony exerts its specific action on 
the Lungs in Pneumonia when the quantity taken is insufiScient to pro- 
duce its more crude and irritating efi^ects on the stomach and intestinal 
canal by vomiting, purging or even nau^tea. 

A Medicine may operate specifically on several difi!erent organs, as 
Belladonna on the brain. Fauces and Skin, yet it is-probable that among 
the various parts with which it possesses specific relations there is one 
for which it has a greater afiSnity than for any other, and this one part 
is more susceptible to the action of the Medicine and requires a smaller 
quantity, than any other^ for the production of a philosophical or a cu- 
rative efi*ect. 

A knowledge of the specific physiological action of Medicinal substan- 
ces is the only true guide in their Therapeutical application. This 
knowledge is necessarily the basis of the specific healing Art. 

That method says Hufelat^d, which acts by '^attacking the internal 
alteration of life, which is indispensable to disease — indeed is the dis- 
ease itself — and changing it into tlie normal state" is called the specific 
method. Or in shorter and in less ambiguous terms, we may define the 
specific method to be the curing of diseases by remedies which act direct, 
ly upon the diseased organs. And in this respect — the application of 
remedies directly and solely to the afifected part — consists essentially the 
great advantage of the specific method over that of the ordinary plan of 
practice. 

The progress of Medical Science and the more extended knowledge of 
the Materia Medi^ca and Pathology, is leading the Medical Profession 
towards the general adoption of this method, to the exclusion of the old 
plan of depletion and derivation, in the treatment of inflammatory 
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affections. And it is inflammation in some form or some grade that we 
have to combat in the great majority of the maladies we are called upon 
to treat. 

Depletion by bleeding and cathartics, and derivation by vesicants and 
other counter-irritants and also by cathartics, are the principal remedial 
means against the local phlegmasiae. 

In estimating the value of blood-letting in inflammatory affections we 
have to consider its effects upon the affected organs and upon tha gen- 
eral system. In inflammation there is an engorged state of the capillaries 
of the inflamed part, and this engorgement depends on an enfeebled 
condition of those vessels. Now, so far as blood-letting has the effect 
of relieving the overloaded and dilated capillaries and allowing them ah 
opportunity to recover their natural tone and contractiliiy, thus far it 
may he benificial and no farther. But daily observation teaches us, that 
in many cases of acute inflammation, the relief occasioned by the bleed- 
ing is but temporary, the enfeebled capillaries not being assisted by any 
remedies acting directly upon them and tending to restore their normal 
tone and vigor, soon become again engorged with blood and the symp- 
toms which the bleeding had for a time relieved are again as bad as 
ever. 

This we often see exemplified in cases of Pneumonia and Pleurisy. 
A free bleeding is followed by prompt relief of the pain and dyspnoea, 
but this amelioration is of short duration; in a few hours ail the trouble- 
some symptoms acquire their former severity, and we mafit bleed again. 
Arid thus venesection is not unfrequently repeated several times, each 
successive bleedini; tending to debilitate more and more the general sys- 
tem and render it less able to resist the moibid action and the disorgani- 
zation going on in the affected part. But if in fact the blood-letting does 
finally ''control" as is said, the local inflammatory action, a long and 
tedious convalescence ensues, a convalescenct rendered thus long and 
tedious as much by the treatment as by the original disease. 

In many delicate and anaemic patients while bleeding seems to be re- 
quired for the controlling of inflammation, it is on the other hand^as 
strongly contra-indicated by the already enfeebled condition of the sys- 
tem an4 the physician finds it difficult to decide the question whether it 
were better to allow the local disease to take its course uncontrolled, or to 
risk the production of a dangerous and perhaps fatal prostration, which 
be fears may result from the use of the lancet. 

Next in the course of common practice come purgatives. They net 
by depletion — by detracting from the general circulation through the 
intestinal exhalents, and by derivation — by producing a determination 
fronot the inflamed organs to the intestinal canal. This is the Theory — 
but it is doubtful in a practical point, whether the benefit pioduced on 
the seat of the disease is sufficient to compensate for the injury to parts 
otherwise in a state of health. The bowels which of themselves re- 
quired no medicine are attacked by cathartic drugs, irritation of their 
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mncous membrane Is produced, and general derangement of tfic digestive 
functions is the result. Constipation follows the unnatural catharsis, or 
perhaps on the contrary diarrhoea sets in, and to the original disease is 
added the medicinal affection in the abdomen, thereby complicating the 
case and rendering recovery slower and more diiHcult. 

Vesicants are another means of derivatioa, and relieve the distended 
capillaries of the inflamed parts by determining from them to the skin. 
But in delicate and sensitive patients they increase greatly the nervous 
irritability, and in those of a cachectic habit the blistered surfaces are 
liable to ulceration, evefi gangrene has followed the artificial inflam- 
matioQ in cases where there was great porstration of the vital pow- 
ers. 

Such are the principal remedies (except a few specifics which have 
already crept into of practice, as Tartrate. Antimony in Pneu- 
monia) now used in the treatment of the Phlegmasiae, and it were folly 
to assert that these are all positively useless or entirely injurious, for 
many cures have undoubtedly been effected even by such clumsy and in- 
direct treatment. 

Could there be some mode devised whereby local di.^eases might be 
cured by remedies which operate directly promptly and solely on the 
diseased part without enfeebling the general system like blood-letiing, 
and without distarbiii:; the normal condition and functions of remote 
and otherwise healthy organs like the whol-e class of Reveilents — surely 
it were *'a consumiTiation devotedly to be wished," This is what »he 
specific method proposes and accomplishes. 

By this method of treatment we avoid almost entirely depletion by 
bleeding, and the consequent unpleasant and dangerous results which 
do frequently follow this practice. In those cases of local Infiammation, 
in which the general state of debility will not admit of blood-letting, j 
we are able to cope with the disease in a prompt and efiicient manner 
by means of remedies, which while they act directly upon the diseased 
part do not increase the already existing debility. 

Apropos, *4n the report of a certain post-mortem examination, it was 
said that traces of an internal inflammation bad been discovered, which 
could not be controlled in consequence of the feeble condition of the 
patient preventing a sufiicieiTt abst action of blood. The Doctors ought 
rather to have stated the case thus.: We who do not uuderitand the 
better metliod of curing inilammatory diseases without the lancet, have 
been unable to save this patient's life." 

By the specific met-hod we avoid the creating of artifical diseases in 
healthy parts, diseases which in their turn, frequently re'quiro remedija^ 
treatment, and which at least retard the process of recovery. 

When a disease is cored by this method health is at once restored, aod 
the patient does not have a host ot medibiual afifections to recover from 
by the' vis medicatrix natures or to be subjected to further tr^atineiyty as 
is the case many times in practice. 
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There is another great advantage in the use oT specific remedies, it 
is this — a comparatively very small quantity of any Medicine is suffic- 
ient to produce a curative effect when administered with reference to 
its specific relations. Thus very minute doses of Tart. Antimony are 
efficacious in Pneumonia, and I have seen the fractional part of a drop 
of Tinct. of Secald arrest promptly a profuse Menorrhagia. 

An article like this is necessarily too lirniied for the consideration of 
all the comparative advantages of the specific healing Art, or for men- 
tioning even the names of medicines in connection with those diseases 
for which they have a specific applicability, and if the Author only 
succeeds in directing the attention of a few of his proferjsional brethren 
to this important subject the object of this communication will be fully 
attained.

THE UwiVEESITY OP VERMONT. 

The period of convalescence presents many considerations of deep 
interest to the practitioner of Medicine. To the invalid, it is in no de- 
gree less interesting.. Through too eary diemisdon of the case, by the 
professional attendant, and, therefore, from want of that steady and in- 
telligent control which he alone is capable of exercising; or through the 
perverseness and obstinacy of the invalid himself, or of his advisers and 
attendants, or the vicious intervention o( officious quacks and meddlers, 
the happy effects of the best directed and most scientific measures or 
treatment, during the continuance of active disease, are too often frus- 
trated, diseased action revired, or a chronic character impressed upon 
the yet morbid susceptibilities — life is, again, put in jeopardy, or 
suffering and misery are entailed throughout ail of subsequent exist- 
ence. 

It is with the hope that the attention of medical men, and especially 
such of them as reside in the country, may be more particularly called 
to their duties, and it is not too much to say, to their interests in reference 
to the period and state of convalescence, that I have been induced to 
collate and give form, though very imperfectly, to some of the facts 
and opinions, with which a somewhat lengthened experience has im- 
pressed me. In most acute diseases, and in a large proportion of those 
that are chronic, there is left for a time, of greater or less continuance, a 
highly impiessible state of the nervous system at large, and an irritable 
state of the tissues more immediately involved ; consequent upon which, 
slight disturbing causes, either revive the primitive diseased action or 
give rise lo new and unexpected developments — in either case recovery 
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is embarraised or reti&rded, if aotuAl rplapse does not follow, or if Borne 
new anil Lsdioiis form of disBa.f^Q ba noL superin ducfd. 

Often ino^ the ftinciions for fi time after ihe 8rib<iLdifnC9 oV actual di»- 
easa ara fjerformffd whii sm^nilnr irre^ulsirh/ ^e^ukll1;^y diiibtliass, from

The proxfeas of convaleitcence in the abstTactii exceedingly variou*^ 
aa the circumatancea of the conslittition at the on^et of thediaease, and 
the means comfortabfe, of the contrary, of the patient for the provision 
of the requialt« care, food^ exercise and fropdom from mental anxiPty, 
etc. The particular form of diseased action has a mat^kod inlluenoe 
upon the rnpidity of progress townrda heakh or th« contrary. In par- 
ticular cji^e^ the cot^afitutiao ^eema lo spring immediately into heulth 
and Mrengih the monietit It ia n?Liev{?d from tha burden that oppressed iti 
while in oibers tedjno*nes9 and irregulariry are marked characteristics 
from the commencement.. Aa a general rule It miay be asanmedi we thjuk 
that convalescence e nlwnya holds a mori* or leas deAnite relation^ as re- 
garda the rapidity of progress to the niore or lesa protracted cbrtrticter 
□f tba di&caae. If Lt be ,^1ow and tediuus and ebmrncterlzed by much 
[rregulnrityj convalescence m most ca^'ss, followa the same course^ and 
vicu vniriia. A^e Ukowisep exerciaea a tnarked inUuLtnce oyer the pro- 
gress and completeness of conv:ilescence< 

In child tiood and youth, it ia rdpld and tiomplete, wbile in middle 
life and in advanced age, it ia stow and not unrrequ?:?ntly incomplete. 
Season I loo, doubile.'??* Iifia much to tlo witli the progress and coriiptetene&a 
of convalescence. Other things equal| health and accnatomed elHsticity 
und vigour of the constitution physically, as well aa mentally will be 
reatored sooner and perhaps more com pip if !y during the rej^utar weath- 
er and invigorating cool atmosphere of early notnmni tkian during 
the heat of summer or the intense cold of our northern wintert^. A 
marlied divergence from this rule, however, will be found to present, in 
regard to diseasea of the pulmonary tiaaues, while it will be j^ustained, 
with ternnrkable fidi lily in most oa^e? oi diseases of the miK-oua sur- 
faces oT the stomach and bowel?. In the temperate re|jiona we always 
look forward to the mild and genial months of Spring aiid early sum- 
mer j with hope, in reference to those form a ot chronic irritation of the 
rieplratory organs^ which merge but'oo frequently lhem*elvea into phlhi- 
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«i« or wasting. find ultimately fatal bronchitis, Ou the contrary, in al- 
most all other fornis of disease, and especially those of ihe mucous 
surfaces of the alimentary caual, we calculate with a good decree of 
certainty upon complete and satisfactoiy convalescence, when the de- 
bilitating beat of summer subsides into cool and invigorating autumn. 
Under the same state of things most fevers that depend upon cr are in- 
timately connected with a highly deranged state ol portal system, sub- 
fide entirely or becoane more amenable to appropriate medicattop 
as intermitting, what have been called bilious, paludal or marshy and 
yellpw (evers, etc. [To be cotinnued.

As often as a^n electrical machine is put into action, the electricity? 
artificially excited, communicates itself to the surrounding atmosphere, 
and p-n odour is perceived, generally known as the electrical odour. It is 
al«o observed during electrical discharges in nature — during thunder- 
storms — if houses are struck, etc. Investigations have fully demonstrat- 
ed that this odour is not aa inherent quality of electricity itself, since the 
latter is conducted off from ignited metallic points, whereby this odour 
and other qualities connected with it cease, and return only after a suffi- 
cient cooling ot those conducting points. It is, furthermore, proved that 
this odour is not the dependant of an imponderable agent, but of a real 
substance, showing distinct and remarkable chemical effects. 

This Ozone, so called, was discovered by Schonbein, of Basel, who 
firPt announced it to be a new element ; subseqnently it was considered a 
suptrr-oxyde of Hydrogen of the formula H04, or H05, (a higher oxyde 
than the binoxyde of Hydrogen of wiih somewhat similar properties, and 
discovered by Themard in 1818 ;) while the latest researches have now 
established that it is only a modification of Oxygen, or Oxygen in an al- 
lotropic condition.* Ozone is especially easily and plentifully obtained 
by the action of Phosphorous on moist Oxygen or moist atmospheric air ; 
(the Phosphorous undergoing thereby a slow combustion.) Oxygen ob- 
tained by the electrotysis of water is found to contain also a small quan- 
tity of Ozone. Frenny and B^cquerel found that, when through pure 
and dry Oxygen gas, enclosed in sealed glass tubes, a series of electrical 
sparks are passed, it is converted into Ozone, and propose for Oxygen 
thus excited the name electrical Oxygen. Ether, oil of Turpentine, etc., 



* Berzblius designates by the term "allotropic condition*' that dissirh- 
ilar state observed in certain elements, regarded hitherto ab exceptions to 
^e general rule. He tried to show it rather as a genetal property .of ele- 
ments to appear in different allotropic conditions. 
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(probably aided by sun-ligbi) may likewito tninsform eomftadb ChCygen 
gas into Ozone. 

(Oxygen in an allotropio condition.) Oxygen in this state oxydizcs far 
more efficiently all those bodies able to enter into jhemical union with it. 
For instance, all the metals, perhaps with the exception of platinum and 
gold, are converted into oxydes of a lower order and these again being 
acted upon assume' higher degrees of oxydation. At a common temper- 
ature, Ozone transforms, for example, Arsenic into Arsenic acid, Sul- 
phurous into Sulphuric acid ; and, even, such an indiiferent chemical 
agent as Nitrogen may Se converted into Nitric acid. Organic bodies 
are likewise aflected by Ozone, and especially characteristic are its 
bleaching properties when brought into contact with organic dyes. For 
instance, on putting into a Husk holding one litre (1000 grammes,) a 
stick of Phosphorous one inch long, and about 100 grammes of a solution 
of indigo, logwood, litmus or cochineal, decoloration occurs, by shaking 
the flask, as rapidly as from Chlorine.* 

Mice soon perish in an atmosphere containtng 1-6 OOO. Atmospheric 
air containing 1-600,000 of Ozone smells yet plainly of it. Owing to the 
constant occurrence of electrical processes in nature, the atmosphere will 
always contain Ozone, the quantity being proportionate to the amount of 
electricity, and, therefore, at its maximum in winter and at Its mmiinum 
in summer. 

To an excess of Oz:)ne some epidemics, especially those of a CRtarrhal 
character have been attributed, on the other hand it is highly probable 
that when existing only in minute quantities, it exerts a purifying effect 
on the atmosphere, by destroying varicis deleterious miasmata. There 
are a great number of inorganic gaseous bodies, which, when diffused 
in scarcely appreciable quantities, yet render the air irrespirable. 

A continuni source of miasmata exists further in the various gaseous 
products, which become liberated and are thrown into the air, by the 
chemica^ decomposition of an endless number of organisms both of Veg- 
istaMe and animal origin. • • 

The accumulation of these miasmata, though their composition is 
mostly unknown, must render the atmosphere locally noxious to health 
and unfit for respiration. 

Accoidingto Scronbein, Ozone is the substance with which nature 
provided the means nf preventing this, owing to its powerful oxydizing 
influence. He finds that air containing 1-6,000 of Ozone can disinfect 
540 times its volume of air produced from highly putrid meat; or that 
air containing 1-8,240^000 of Ozone can disinfect an equal volume of air 
so corrupted. 

. * The analogy which Ozone bears to Chlorine, Bromine and Iodine led 
ScHONBBiN to consider them as containing active Oxygen — Ozone. It 
may be remarked that other reasons seem to support the idea that these 
now received elements are of a compound natoie. 
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These experiments* prove how extremely small by weight miasmata 
may be, which are yet sensible to the smell. 

Electrical discharges then, which occur incessantly in different parts of 
atmosphere and cause the formation of Ozo'ie, puiify the air by the ox- 
yddtion of miasmatR, while at the same time that these are destroyed 
by Ozone, ths organic miasmata prevents the dangerous acc;imuiation of 
Ozone. The opinion that storms purify the air may not be without 
foundation as a large quantity of Ozone is then produced. 

ScHONBEiN found a large proportion of Ozone in the vicinity of the 
stormy clouds of the Jura mountains, and air ozonized by phosphorous, 
by experiments, gives olF a similar odor to that perceived amidst storms 
in mountain regions. It is probable that in certain localities the eqnir 
librium between the Ozone and miasmata does not prevail, and disease 
(cholera ?) may be the consequence. 

ScHONBEiN recommends strongly that the atmosphere should be tested 
for Ozone in localities, and at periods where fevers and other forms of 
disease prevail, so that the results of manifold observations may be 
obtained. The most sensitive reaction for the detection of Ozone in the 
atmosphere is effected by slips of paper tinged with a mixture of starch 
paste and of Iodide of potassium, which exposed to the air, turn blue 
Ozone acts here like an acid (as, for instance, Nitric acid,) liberating. 
Iodine, which colors the starch blue. 

Paper slips, prepared thus may be employed for an Ozonometer. 

The results in the following table * were obtained by Prof. R. Wolfpj 
at Bern, who exposed strips of p:\per to the air for 12 successive hours, 
which were afterwards immersed in pure water and the intensity oYfcolor 
was compared after the scale from white (0) to dark-violet (10). 

The sum is the medium of two daily determinations.

These experiments taught further, that on fair days, by dry mists (fogs) 
by east-winds the numbers are below medium, while during stormy and 
rainy days west-winds and especially by the fall of snow they rise above 
the medium. 

Graqeb at Mulhquse (Haut Rhin) determined 3 times daily from De- 
cember 1850 to June 1851 the contains of Ozone in the atmosphere. 
During the night he found a maximum, etc.| 

When we consider that Ozone, in spite of these peculiar properties, 
differs only in form and in matter, from common oxygen ; that this 
modification may be produced in manifold ways and that, in changing 
the conditions. Ozone passes again into common oxygen; in other words,

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if Oxygen, apparently identical with Oxygen, exhibits such different ef- 
fects; are we not led to adopt a new view regarding the different nature 
of things and ihdr effects ? 

How nany thoughts, queries and presumptions will arise concerning 
such phenomena at present beyond our perceptive power. Oxygen and 
Ozone are not the only representations of ihe same nature which (to our 
at present known qualitative tastes at least) show such different effects 
we will, of a whole series of elenietits which exhibits allotropic mod- 
ifications, only choose carbon for another example. 

How different is common charcoal from Graphiie and Diamant! 

Thus not even the elements so caHed are exempted from metamor- 
phoses (alterations ;) and experience sliows that these latter do not affect 
simply the ejcternal (crystallographic, etc.) but their chemical (and med- 
ical) properties.* 

Since the affirmation of the ammonium theory and the theory of or- 
ganic radicals, wlilcli latter in many respects, perform exactly the part 
of simple bodiep, and since this double allotropic condition of elements 
has been observed, we may say that at no lime we have been more jus- 
tified, in entertaining the so much ridiculed idea of the ancient chemists 
that metals are compound bodies. 

May not some of the many substances considered as distinct elements, 
at a luture, turn out to be but dissimilar conditions of the same ele- 
ment .''

Dfar Sir : 1 will report a case which has been one of interest to me, 
and also to others, and although I may not be able to detail its minutiae 
I will give all that is necessary to understand the case, and to answer 
the queries which I wish to ask through your Journal, of the many con- 
tributors thereto. 

A. G., Female, aged 26 years, was attacked, November 20th, with a 
continued form of fever, for which she was under the care of a neigh- 
boring physician, for about twelve weeks. She was of a delicate con- 
stitution, nervous and sanguine temperament, with slight hereditary 
tendency to phthisis, and the mother of two healthy children. At the 
•expiration of three months she was very much reduced, so that she was 
not expected to survive many days. On the 18ih of Feb. last, I was 
sent for to see her, in consultation with the.forraer physician who had 
charge of the case. I found her laboring under the following symptoms: 
Great weakness ; emaciation ; pulse 120 weak and wiry ; severe cough ; 
mucous expectoration; severe pain in both lungs ; chills followed with 
fever and perspiration, especially at night ( in other words copious

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night sweats.) Stomach not much imp»irf>d in power; bowels eons*!- 
puted, and liver torpid. 'I here was no other perceptible funetionnl de- 
rangement except what we found in the lungs. In regard to the latter 
organ, physical exploration revealed ; First, by percusston, considerable 
pain in the left sub-mammary region, and extending over most of that 
lung. 

On the right side, dullness,] wasVell marked in the sub -clavicular 
region, extending to the areolar margin of the breast of that side, but 
not causing any pain Auscultation revealed organic change in the 
superior portion of the right lung, an entire absence of the respiratory 
murmur, showing, first, a previous inflammatory action, then hepati- 
zation of that portion of the lung, with no doubt miliary tubercular de- 
posit. By measurement there was CTldent diminution of size in the 
right side ns compared with the left. My diflgnosis was incipient Ph- 
thisis pulmonalis, resulting from the implication of the lungs during the 
fever, and which was not counteracted. The suggestion was, for her 
treatment counteracting and supporting. Put her on a combination of 
Cod Liver Oil, and phosphate of Lime, together with the Carbonate of 
Iron to improve the quality of the blood, which is held to be by Patholo- 
gists of this day, deficient in quality under this form of disease. 
Also used Hall's SuI. of Strychnine as a general tonic, and a nutritious 
but easily digestible diet. Bathing with Alcohol, and applied locally to 
the chest, as recommended by Marshall Hall, with much benefit. Un- 
der this treatment, she began steadily to improve. I should remark 
that counter- irritation was constantly used with great benefit. In about 
6 or S weeks she was able to ride out and visit her friends, and rapidly 
improving. At this juncture evidence of Ascites made its appearance, 
and increased rapidly to great distension in spite of all means. Hyd. 
Cathartics, Diuretics, and Diaphoretics, were used and pushed as far 
as her xtrength would bear. She continued to fail. As a last means 
paracentesis was resorted to, as dyspnoea was rapidly becoming worse. 
Operated on the 10th of May, and evacuated two gallons of transparent 
serum, and the patient felt relieved, but grew weaker and died oh the 
third day after the operation. 

Now upon what did the dropsy depend } Was it a result of diseased 
lungs ? There was no organic derangement of the liver, heart or kidneys, 
or uterus upon which it might depend. Or was it the result of general 
debility, together with a depraved condition of the blood? If the latter 
why did it not present the features of general atrophy (which it did not.) 
In answer to my second query I find no answer satisfactory, having asked 
several Medical men an opinioti in regard to it and they all acknowledge 
they never knew a case of the kind, and I do not recollect any Author 
who has ever spoken ot such a case. Can such a result arise from dis- 
eased lungs. Will some person answer.

As our Readers are no doubt aware the cholera ha« been prevailing 
to a severe degree in Montreal ; and among the numerous deaths none 
will be more severely felt and generally lamented than that ol Dr. McCuL- 
LOCH. He died on the 12ih of July, in the 64th year of bis age, after an 
illness of twelve or fourteen hours. We transfer lo our columns the fol- 
lowing remarks from the Montreal Pilot: 

**At five or six o'clock on Tuesday morning he was attacked with the 
premonitory symptoms, but in so mild a form as to cause him no alarm. 
He, however, prudently took bome morphine and laid down again for an 
hour ; he then rose, dresstui himself, and ordered his carriage to com- 
mence his morning round of visits ; but before he was prepared to go 
out, at about seven o'clock, a recurrence of cholera tic symptoms ot a 
more dangerous character, induced him to send forthwith for an eminent 
brother practitioner. Every thing that skill and unwearied assiduity 
could do was done for him, but in vain, and h?s disease had, as we 
have already said, a latal termination on Wednesday morning. 

Thus fell one of the foremost and oldest and most loved and respect- 
able of the physician? of Montreal, a heroic sacrifice to the welfare of 
others. His loss w.ll be long and deeply felt, as well by his family as 
the citizens. But if anything can give balm to the mourning, or mitigate 
grief for liis loss, it is the reflection that he died in fhe too arduous and 
faithful performance of the humane and Christian duty of endeavortng 
to sooth the pains and save the lives of others. 

Dr. McCuLLOCH was a native of Scotland — of Perthshire we belieTe — 
and came to this country in 1824. He commenced practice in that year 
at St. Therese, at the back of the island, where he continued until 1888, 
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when he c«me to this city. Since then he bns piTrsued a most successful 
professional career ht're, and had perhaps the most extensive and liicia- 
live practice as a family physician of any perr^on in the city. He was 
in a pariicMiIar manner a. family physician among all classes and crt'«*di», 
both English and French; and as such his labors were immense. He 
was a member of the College of Snr<roons, London ; Professor of Mid- 
wifery in the University of M'Gill Coilejie ; one of the Phycicians of 
the Montreal General Hospital, and the University Lying-in Hos- 
piia !.»'

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Tlie Practice of Allopatliy.

Now, if these are facts — and they^certainly are well-known facts, and 
very serious facts, too — how is it possible to prescribe with any certainty ? 
Is prescribing with such Medicines anything else than experimenting ? 

And that they are facts, is abundantly proved by the Report of the 
Custom House Inspector of Drugs and Medicines, and also by the Report 
of the Special Commissioner of the Secretary of the Treasury, on Adulter- 
ated and Spurious Drugs ; which Reports, shocking and humiliating as 
they are, do not show a tithe of the facts in regard to the wholes ale adult- 
eration of Medicines.
